Relations of Races in Tensas 
Parish, La., Cordial, Kind- 
ly, and Sympathetic as 
in Slavery Days. 


CHANGES MAY NOT AID. 


Everything Is Supplied Field 
Hands, Who Have Only to Fur- 
nish Labor—No Cause 
for Lynchings.

is the heart of the black belt cf Louisiana. 
There are conditions to be observed here 


] which have an important bearing on the 
study of the race question, and which, at 


first sight, are extremely confusing to north- 
ern people. Here in this parish there are 
about fifteen times as many negroes as white 
men, and yet a serious clash between the two 
is rarely heard of, the crime of all crimes 
which is supposed to justify 
equally unknown, and the relations between 
the two races, while essentially those of 
slavery days, are cordial, kindly, and sympa- 
thetic. It is a curious thing in the south 
that wherever the black men are in the 
greatest majority they appear to be the most 
docile, and Tensas parish, in the garden spot 
of Louisiana, is a complete and unimpeacha- 
ble proof of this peculiar condition. 

There are tropical conditions down here 
which make the country a paradise for the 


customed to, the vegetation is luxuriant, a 
living can be had with the minimum of labor 
from the generous soil, and there are abun- 
dant opportunities during which time the 
idle darkey can bask in the sun, much as 
does the alligator in the nearby swamp. To 
all intents: and purposes this is a tropical 
country. Around about are the pecan trees, 


rich blooms of the erépe myrtle, the mimosa, 


to the northern eye. In the lakes one can 
find, with the simplest hook and line, the 
“ Sac au Lait,"’ which is the Creole name for 
the white bass, while spread over the surface 
of the swamp water are millions and millions 
of the ** Monokonut,”’ or sacred yellow lotus. 
The alligator is still to be found in the more 
remote pools, although the rifle quickly ex- 
terminated the reptiles in the more accessi- 
ble lakes and bayous. On the galleries of the 
plantation houses one can find the nest of the 
mockingbird, and hear him singing his most 
marvelous song, which he does on moonlight 
nights, while the bobolink, the cardinal bird, 


and myriads of the most beautiful humming- 


birds are seen at every moment. 


Ideal Spot for Negro. 


It is all so tropical and so beautiful, yet 
ore really realizes why the negro is 80 con- 
tented here—because he is indifferent to the 
mosquitoes. to the miasma of the swamps, 
te the depressing moist heat, and to the 
swamp water, which produces all sorts cf 
disorders among civilized white men. The 
vines which cover all the trees, the festoons 
cf Spanish moss, and the extravagant lux- 
uriance of the tropical vegetation appeal to 
the negro as nothing else can. They at- 
tract his hereditary tastes, teaching that a 
living is to pe had with little effort, and thus 
making him what he undoubtedly is today— 
hopelessly \x.orant and debased, but none 
the less absolutely peaceable, tractable, con- 


tented, and happy. 


Tensas parish is essentially a community 
of the few rich and the many poor. There 
are almost no poor whites. They are no 
more numerour in fact, than the rich ne- 
groes. There a.e a few white planters and 
thousands upon thousands of negro labor- 
ers. The relative proportion as between the 
ruling class of whites and the ruled class 
of blacks has been altered but little in the 
last twenty years. The town of St. Joseph 
is really not a town at all, but merely an 
eggregation of the private houses of culti- 
vated, prosperous. white planters. They 
have gradually: given up the old system of 
iiving in isolation on their own piantations, 
end have gathered here along the river 
banks, where they can take the steamer 
readily for Natchez or Vicksburg, where 
they can have ice landed at their doors, and 
where, above all, they can secure a neighbor- 
ly society of people of theirown kind. Every- 
body here is a planter, as a matter of course, 
or, if he is not actually a planter, he is in- 
terested indirectly, and so it happens that 
every time a knot of men gather on the 
corner their conversation inevitably turns to 
the question 6f the prospéct of rain or sun, 
schemes for the destruction of the boll wee- 
vil, and similar topics of high importance on 
the plantations. 


All Classes Prosperous. 


With all their planting interests, these 
hospitable, courteous, southern gentlemen 
manage to combine other interests, so that 
it is not at all surprising to find that Judge 
Hugh Tullis, the district attorney, is an 
active cotton planter, that former Lieut. 
Gov. “ Bob” Snyder is equally a planter, 
that popular ‘‘ Joe” Curry, the *‘ Cluck of 
the Cote,’ which, being interpreted, means 
clerk of the court, is also head over heels 
in cotton planting and making money at it, 
as every one else does, both whites and 
negroes, the difference being that the whites 
epend their money for books and pianos, 
while the negroes devote theirs chiefly to 
Wagner “ pants ” and unnamable whisky. 

Tne whole country hereabouts is below the 
high water level of the Mississippi, and it is 
only the great levee stretching along the 
banks of the great river which guards and 
protects the piantations, All this section of 
Louisiana was once under the sea, and it is 
scarcely out of it yet. The soil is as rich as 
anything in the world; not excepting the 
famous delta of the Nile, because it is made 
up of the drainings of the entire Mississippi 
yalley. No one knows how deep this silt is, 
and it will grow the most marvelous crops 
year after year without fertilizing, except 
that a cotton crop is occasionally succeeded 
by one of corn, with peas sown between the 
rows, it having been found that peas are 
amply sufficient in a single season to restore 
everything the cotton has taken away from 


the composition of the soil. 
Dependent on Black Labor. 


These conditions bring about a state of 
affairs which is ideal for the negro, but 
which at the same time renders the planter 
almost absolutely dependent upon biack 
labor. There is not the slightest excuse in 
the world for any black man of good health 
fafling to support his family with absolute 
abundance in this section. Northern friends

RENEWED ALARM 
FOR THE PONTIFF 


Condition .of the Pope This 
(Sunday) Morning Causes 
More Uneasiness at 
the Vatican. 


IN ACOMATOSE CONDITION 


Nourishment Seems of Little 
Benefit and Weakness Ap- 
parently Is Steadi- 
ly Growing. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

ROME, July 19, 4 a. m.—The pope's condi- 
tion is causing his doctors renewed uneasi- 
ness. At 3:05 o'clock this (Sunday) morning 
it was stated that the pontiff had dropped into 
a sleep which seemed half coma. When he 
wakes Dr. Lapponi will insist that he shall 
take stimulants and nourishment. 

Since midnight and before lapsing into a 
state of semi-consciousness the pope was 
agitated and depressed and made frequent 
calls for hiaattendants. 

Day Ends with Depression. 

All day Saturdéy the pontiff seemed in- 
diflerent to his surroundings, and the day 
ended with serious depression in his condi- 
tion. 

Late in the evening the doctors reported 
a feeble but rapid pulse, which was generally 
tuken to Indicate the wearing out of the 
patient’s forces. 

This was especially discouraging tn view 
of the apparent improvement in the pontiff’s 
condition, as indicated by the bulletin Sai- 
urday morning.’ 

While it was true all day Saturday that 
the favorable symptonmi recorded in the 
morning of the lowering of the pleuratio 
liquid was sufficiently maintained to relieve 
the pontiff of his painful struggles for 
breath, which lately have been so frequent, 
the doctors observe a gradual sinking, which 
seems to be due to general conditions rather 
than to the necessity for another operation, 
which seemed so‘imminent on Thursday. 


Nourishment of Little Help. 

The nourishment which the pontiff took 
yesterday encouraged his attendants, but the 
condition of the patient last evening pointed 
to the fact that it had not had any beneficial 
effect. It is for this reason that Dr. Lap- 
poni wi insist on the pope’s takng stimu- 
lants an@ nourishment this morning as soon 
as he awakens. 

Before the doctors entered the pope’s room 
Saturday morning Dr. Mazzoni had a long 
conversation with his colleague, Dr. Lap- 
poni, who informed him that his holiness 
had taken some milk, bouillon, and jelly dur- 
ire the night. When the doctors entered 

the sickroom they found the patient asleep. 
As they were anxious to ¢xamine the state 


NEAR DEATHON LAKE 


Crew of Steamer I. W. Stephenson 
Have Miraculous Escape. 


BAIL TO FREE FLOODED HOLD 


As They Prepare Lifeboats Craft Drifts 
Into Kenosha Harbor. 


With engines and pumps disabled by a 
furious gale and with five feet of water in 
its hold, which came from numerous leaks, 
the steamer I. Watson Stephenson miracu- 
lously escaped foundering in Lake Michigan 
early yesterday morning by being blown 
straight into the mouth of Kenosha harbor. 

Late last night the disabled steamer 
reached Chicago in tow of the steamer Louls 
Pahlow. Evidence of the severe experience 
of the steamer was own in ruined bul- 
warks and depleted stacks of lumber on deck. 
Almost the entire deckload, 20,000 feet of 
lumber, was washed overboard. So bad was 
the steamer’s condition that it was not towed 
up the south branch, but was landed in a 
slip near the river mouth. 

The Stephenson, in command of Capt. Dan- 
iel Wall, was bound from Marinette to Chi- 
cago when overcome by the storm. ‘There 
was little fear aboard the craft when the 
storm broke, for the Stephenson ts one of 
the stanchest boats in the Chicage lumber 
trade. Within half an hour, however, seas 
were breaking over the vessel. Extra fire- 
men were sent into the stokehole and prepa- 
rations made for a contest with the rapidly 
rising seas. 


Water Rises in Stokehole. 

Two hours after the storm swept down upon 
the steamer {t was laboring hard. with the 
water rising in the stokehole and the wind 
blowing so hard that sailors could not go 
from one end of the ship to the other without 
life lines. It was useless to try to run from 
the storm, for the boat was too near shore for 
safety, even with all effort being made to 
avoid being blown closer in. 

Finally the steamer’s engines refused to re- 
spond to the steam furnished from the flood- 
ed stokeroom. Headway was lost, and the 
ship soon was thrown into the trough of the 
sea. For half an hour it drifted shoreward. 

A lookout was lashed to the steamer’s mast 
with orders to watch for shore lights. Pres- 
ently the roar of waves upon the shore could 
be heard, and at the same time the lookout 
reported the harbor lights off Kenosha in 
sight. The seamen, preparing for a fight in 
the breakers, stripped from their bodies the 
few garments not removed while the storm 
was at its height. 


Drifts Straight Between Piers. 
There was surprise aboard the Stephenson 
when the lights were observable through the 


‘driving rain and no stranding had occurred. 


In hope that they. would be able to launch a 
boat when the ship crashed upon the shore 
toward which the gale was driving it, part of 
the sallors gathered : Sout the lifeboats. On 
went the Stophenson until one of the harbor 
lights appeared less than a hundred feet 
away. The Hght seemed to pass the drift- 
ing boat and in a short time the force of 
the waves lessened. The steamer had drifted 
straight between the piers. 
Within twenty minutes the boat was eafe. 
Had the disabled steamer drifted 200 feet on 
either side of the course followed it would 


have been battered to pieces upon the sands. 


FIGHT ON LAZY GERM 


Experiments Making in South to 
Remove Cause of Indolence. 


IT IS DUE TO HOOK WORM. 


Victims of the Parasite Lose All De- 
sire to Perform Hard Work. 


Washington, D. C., July 18.—[Special.]— 
Although it has been less than six months 
since Dr. Charles Wardell Stiles, chief of the 
division of zodélogy in the marine hospital 
service, officially announced the discovery 
of the hook worm or “ germ of laziness,” 
preparations are already under way in sev- 
éral southern states to utilize the discovery 
in combating the disease. 

The state board of health of North Caro- 
lina, through its secretary, Dr. Lewis, has 
taken the lead in the work, and it is con- 
fidently expected by scientists in Washing- 
ton that the health officials of that state 
soon will make an important announcement 
as the result of the experiments. 


Attacks Small Children. 

The disease which results from the ravages 
of the hook worm is called uncinariasis. In 
common parlance it is known as laziness. 
Study of the conditions in the most widely 
infected regions of the south, mainly in Flor- 
ida, appears to show that the parasite attacks 
children in the rural sections at an early age. 
It has been satisfactorily demonstrated that, 
children who go barefooted or who are per- 
mitted to loll around freely on the ground in 
the summer time are the special victims of 
the hook worm. 

When the parasite thus gets started it 
thrives marvelously, to the injury of its vic- 
tim, actually arresting the development of 
certain parts of the body and delaying the 
age of maturity toa noticeable extent. When 
full growth finally is attained the victim is 
all through life indolent and shiftless. This 
accounts for the large number of people ip 
the south who are considered lazy. 

In severe cases of hook worm disease the 
face is bloated, the shoulders droop, the 
abdomen is enlarged, and the arms and legs 
are thin. The disease mainly is cénfined to 
warm climates, for it is there that the hook 
worm abounds in the greatest numbers. 


Known to the Egyptians. 

Dr. Stiles thinks it quite probable the an- 
cient Egyptians, nearly 3,500 years ago, were 
acquainted with the parasite which he has 
named the hook worm, and whose habits he 
ig still studying with the enthusiasm of a 
novice. The disease appears to have at- 
tained its most virulent farm among the 
Egyptians of that period, and was much 
more damaging to its victims than it is now. 
However, unless a specific is found for it 
there is seemingly no reason why in time 
it should not have as ruinous effects in the 
United States as it had in Egypt more than 
8,000 years ago. 

It has been observed that the disease is 
most common among the dirt eaters of the 
south and among the people who live in the 
sandy regions of that section. Indeed, Dr. 
Stiles declares that nearly every case of the 
disease found during his trips through the 
south while he was studying the subject was 
either living at the time in a sandy district 
or had lived in such a district a few years 
before.

PAYNE MAY COLLAPSE 


Postmaster General on the Verge 
of Nervous Prostration. 


~ 


TAKING -AN OCEAN CRUISE. 


Receives No Visiters and Not Permitted 
to Read of Postal Scandal. 


New York, July 18.—[Special.]—Broken in 
health and on the verge of physical collapse, 
Postmaster General Henry C. Payne is on 
board the United States revenue cutter On- 
ondaga, which is anchored off Tompkinsville, 
Laving arrived from Washington early today. 

Attending the immediate medical wants of 
the patient is Assistant Naval Surgeon James 
&. Taylor, who is a friend of the Payne fam- 
ily, and strict orders have been issued to 
allow no visitors to come on board. 

- The Onondaga, which is under command of 
Capt. Worth G. Ross, will proceed to New 
Haven and Newport within a few days. 

In Highly Nervous State. 

A friend who called at the Onondaga today 
was surprised to note the change in the post- 
master general. His face is said to be drawn, 
sallow, and his nervous condition such that 
from the morning newspapers carried to him 
are clipped all reference to the indictment 
of George W. Beavers In connection with the 
postal scandals, with the probability of the 
latter’s immediate arrest. 

It is explained that Mr. Payne does not re- 
quire the service of a nurse and physically 
is able to walk about the deck of the revenue 
craft, although a severe storm kept him in his 
cabin today. Mrs. Payne is constantly near 
and said that complete rest and quiet were 
more needed by the postmaster general than 
medical treatment. 

That there is no fear of immediate serious 
complications is shown from the fact that 
Miss Stone, Mrs. Payne's niece, visited the 
city and attended a matinée performance thiz 
afternoon. 

Will Not Go Ashore. 

During the day Mr. Payne sent a tele 
graphic communication to Washington, pre- 
sumably upon postoffice affairs. It is not 
expected that he will go on shore at any of 
the points of interest on the itinerary of the 
cruise, and so far as planned there is no in- 
dication that the Onondaga will visit Oyster 
Bay on ite way east, or that Mr. Payne and 
President Roosevelt will again meet until 
after the former is restored to health. 

On board ship all unnecessary noise is for- 
bidden. Communication between members 
of the crew and the mainland Is prohibited. 
._The Onondaga is anchored well off shore, 
and yet near no other vessel nor near the 
track of passing craft. Because of its com- 
ing into port In the early hours of the morn- 
ing darkness with hardly a light showing 
the revenue cutter was passed unmolested 
by the marine observers at quarantine.

His respiration is calm 
and not superficial, and the level of the pleura 
liquid is slightly lowered. His temperature is 
97.8 Fahrenheit; pulse weak, 88; respiration, 
28. The general condition of the patient is 
unchanged. LAPPONI, 
Mazzoni1.” 
So far as has been announced by the doc- 
tors, the pope did not leave his bed during 
Saturday, and was much more feeble than 
on previous days. The pontiff seemed to 
realize this only at times, and at intervals 
showed his usual interest in current affairs. 


Accurate Diagnosis Impossible. 


In an interview Dr. Mazzoni denied abso- 
lutely that the pope’s physicians made en 
error in their diagnosis at the outset of his 
illness. He said their bulletins were obscure, 
but it was the pope himself, with his incom- 
prehensible power of resistance, whp was 
responsible forit. In the whole universe, said 
Dr. Mazzoni, there was not another nono. 
genarian who would have resisted as the 
pope had. 

It will be necessary to readminister extreme 
unction when death again approaches, ac- 
cording to the rules of the church, becausg 
the sufferer in the meantime has rallied suf- 
ficiently and again hag. participated in 
mundane affairs. 


Rossoni Denies Cancer. 

The controversy over the exact nature of 
the pope’s Illness continues, and assertions 
and denials are constant. 

Dr. Rossoni was asked directly if it was 
true that the pope has cancer of the pleura 
and that mortification had set in: he answered 
with the following laconic but emphatic 
written statement: 

_“ Any such news ts absolutely false, 
Pror. EvGENTO Rossont,” 


the matter, dictated the fdllowing: 

“The reasons for denying thé cancer re- 
port are that in the pleuritic liquid nothing 
specific is found—neither the elements of fn- 
flammation of the epithelium nor bacillus of 
any other kind which might reveal! the pres: 
ence of cancer. 

“ The cyst, far which an operation was per- 
formed on the pope in 1899, has nothing to do 
with the present iliness. It was merely a 
dermoid cyst in the nature of a harmiess 
tumor. 

“Moreover, the age of.the patient is too 
advanced for him to havé cancer. If he had 
a cancer it would be possible to feel ft by 
objective examination or to discover it by 
sounding. If the initial disease, instead of 
being simple pneumonia, had been cancer, 
and had not been treated as such. no ame- 
fioration could have occtrred, while it is a 
proven fact that the obtuse pulmonary area 
has gradually diminished and has now be- 
come merely a small pneumonic nucleus, 
which probably ts identical with the area 
with which the disease originated.” 


While it is nearly a fortnight since extreme 
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unction was administered the aged pontiff 


his vital powers still refuse to yield. In the 
méantime the great institution over which 
Leo XIIL presides, taking cognizance only 
of the ordinary fate of mortals, is prepar- 
ing for his successor. It has been a week of 
* great activity in all matters affecting the 
papal succession. Little is allowed to trans- 
pire regarding the most important develop- 
ments, but the general tendency of the situa- 
tion is not difficult to fcllow now. It isclear 
that the sympathizers with Cardinals Ram- 
‘polla and Gotti will combine to support the 
latter. The financial interests of the church 
as represented by the Bank of Rome and the 
head of the Jesuit order also indicate their 
gympathy with Gotti's candidacy. The 
French opposition to Cardinal Gotti seems 
to have beén overcome. This is partly due 
'to the fact that there is a growing feeling 
‘among the Italian prelates that. considering 
‘the rapid decline of the influence of Roman 
Catholicism in France, that country is no 
}longer entitled to its former power in papal 
(affairs. Cardinal Serafino Vannutelli un- 
’ questionably is the strongest rival! of Gotti. 


Many He ve Strong Followings. 


Opinions differ as to which candidacy !s 
in the ascent at the present moment. Van- 


rutelli will have at the outset Austrian as 


well as strong Italian support. As between 
‘these two, Cardinal Gotti’s reputation is 
more bound up in traditions, while Cardinal 
‘Vannutelli has a broader knowledge of the 
world and practical affairs and is less in- 
'fiexible against the demands of modern 
‘progress. The cardinal who is a leader in 
liberal views is Agliardi, and he will prob- 
ably have the willing support of Cardinal 
Gibbons of Baltimore. He is even.in favor 
of the reconciliation of the church and the 
Italian government, but his liberality is so 
pronounced it will probably render his ele- 
vation to the papal chair impossible. Never- 
theless, as representing the progressive sec- 


' tion of the church, he will have some sup-_ 
| porters in the conclave. 


However, the most probable candidates 
remain more or less those whuse names have 
been mentioned since the pope first became 
fil. To Cardinal Gotti the objection is made 
that as he belongs to a religious.order his 
election might, in view of recent events, be 
considered a challenge to France. Against 
the chances of Cardinal Rampolla, the papal 
| secretary of state, it is urged that Austria 
‘will try to exercise her right of veto, as 
France would in the case of Cardinal Sera- 
fino Vannutelli, the grand penitentiary, who 
is considered to be the candidate of the triple 
alliance. | 

Cardinal Svampa, archbishop of Bologna, 
has been dropped, because, since his last 
stroke of paralysis, he speaks with some 
difficulty... 

Object to Ferrari’s Motor Car. 

Cardinal! Ferrari, archbishop of Milan, is 
not favored for the apparently trivial reason 
that he uses a motor car, which is not con- 
sidered dignified in a princé of the church, 
Cardinal Agliardi, bishop of Albano, is re- 
garded as too democratic. Therefore, unless 
Cardinal Gotti. who has always been the 
most favored candidate, succeeds in over- 
coming the objection to him, it is likely that 
some one now unmentioned will be elected 
to succeed Pope Leo. 

The cardinals themselves, naturally, main- 
tain the greatest reserve, though they all 
more or less repeat as though in the nature 
of a password that the “next pope must be 
one combining the piety of Pius IX. with the 
intelligence of Leo XIIL.” 


* Clearing Rooms for Conclave. 

A large torce of servants is busy preparing 
rooms on the ground floor of the vatican for 
the use of the cardinals and their servants 
at the approaching conclave. One hundred 
and eighty rooms will be necessary for their 
accommodation. 

ln clearing out the accumulations from 
these rooms the servants found an immense 
Tich carpet which was given the pope six 
years ago by the queen mother of Spain. It 
will go to the holy father’s nephews, as tha 
giver specified it was a personal gift.

SLOW TO TAKE UP RADIOM 


WRITER IN THE LONDON TIMES 
CRITICISES ENGLISH. 


Cites Instances Where It Has Success- 
fally Cured Cancer and Declares the 
New Discovery Superior to the X 
Rays—Ability to Secure Its Energy 
Immediately and Store It Would 
Solve Problem of the Coal Supply 
for the Futare. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, July 18.—A writer in the Times 
in an interesting article dealing with the 
practical uses whereto radium may be put 
lninénts there is yet no sign that the chem- 
ical industry of England has yet awakened 
to these possibilities. 

Hesays: “ InGermany and France radium 
is being successfully. produced on a manu- 
facturing scale, the demand at $75,000 per 
ounce being in excess of the supply, whereas 
in England it is neither being produced nor 


are in the field of medicine. 
doctors complain of the impossibility of reg- 
ulating the character of X rays #0 as to be 
able to repeat with certainty any desired re- 
sult. Radium gives a beautifully constant 
and uniform supply of rays. Instead of a 
cumbrous focus tube, nearly as large as a 
foetball, and other manifold expensive items 
of the ray output, a glass tube smalier than 
a toothpick and containing from one-tenth 
to one-fifteenth grain of radium is used. 


Medical Value Already Shown. 


* Radium has already been successfully em- 
ployed in cancer cases, since the little tube 
can be inserted in cavities not bigger than the 
nostril. and a great many cases which it was 
impossible to reach easily are being treated 
by radium, as shown in the following case 
at Charing Cross hospital. A cancer of the 
nose, which had recurred after an operation 
and had been unsuccessful, treated with X 
ray, was subjected to a short exposure of 
radium. Four exposures, aggregating about 
an hour, were given at intervals of a few 
days. In three weeks the diseased part was 
healing well. In six, after two further ex- 
posures, the cancer disappeared completely, 
leaving no visible scar. 


May Cure the Blind. 


“The fact that radium, inclosed in a lead 
box an inch thick and brought near a person 
in a dark room causes him to experience a 
flash of light on the retina, even when the 
eyelids are tightly closed, and the same sen- 


the serioug attention of medica! men, and the 
successful treatment of many other diseases 
than cancer may confidently be expected in 
the near future. 

“The great problem of the application of 
radium for illuminating purposes belongs to 
another class. It would be perfectly prac- 
tieable if the supply of radium was more 
abundant than at present. A small frac- 
tion of an ounce of radium, operly em- 
ployed, would prbably prove good light, 
sufficient for several rooms, which, at any 
rate, during the present century, would never 
need renewal. A grain of radium, it is be- 
lieved, would put forth frem 10,000,000 to 
100,000,000 projectiles of light per second. 
This amount, available from a grain, would 
probably be of several candle power. The 
other conceivable applications of radium to 
supply forms of energy besides light. as far 
as can be seen at present, belong to another 
class, and will only become applicable if the 
available supply of radium is increased be- 
yond what seems at present pessible, for it 
cannot be expected that such a radicactive 
element will ever be abundant. Radio ele- 
ments are spontaneously upbreaking, and 
the small quantities of radium found in 
uranium minerals, from where it is extract- 
ed, must be regarded as the amount that has 
survived a disintegration process extending 
probably through the geological «pochs of 
time. Therefore it cannot be expected to 
find a much more abundant source than 
pitchblende, which probably does not contain 
more than .0001 per cent of radium. 


Possibilities of Storing Energy. 

* Still another class covers the possibilities 
of radio-activity and is ewaiticg the further 
steps of scientific knowledge before it cai 
materialize. The most striking fact of radio- 
activity is 4ts unalierability. Radium con- 
tains an immense reservoir of energy, suffi- 
client to maintain its continucus powerful 
radiations for many centuries, but all at- 
tempts to increase its activity and make it 
supply its energy at a faster.rate have sig- 
nally it will ever be possible 
to accompli is.and concentrate the out- 
put of energy which is now being dissipated 
into space in a few days or weeks. Ruther- 
ford, from his own experiments and those of 
Curié, calculated that the energy stored up 
in one gram of radium is sufficient to raise 
5U) tons a mile high. An ounce, therefore, 
would suffice to drive a fifty horse power 
motor at the rate of thirty miles an hour 
around the world. 


Solution of Coal Problem. 


r “The possibility of being able in the fu- 


ture to control and store the energy of radium 
and liberate it for use as it is required, and 
at any desired rate,is the most interesting 
feature of radio-activity at the present time. 
lf it is ever vossible tor radium it would 
almost certainly be for uranium and thorium, 
which can be produced by the ton and which 
probably contain no less store of energy 
than radium, but evolving it at a vastly 
siower rate. Our fathers busied themselves 
in speculating what would become of us when 
the world’s coal was exhausted. The single 


step of science needed for that problem 


would be answered in a manner beyond the 
Greams-even of the scientific novelist, but, 
it must be confessed. science holds out scanty 
prospects of its fulfillment.”’

FAMOUS ARTIST ADDICTED TO 
SHARP REJOINDERS. 


Quoted as Saying That Litigation Was 
His Serious Parsuit, While Art Was 
His Pastime—Just Before His Death

Be Told of Cause or Circumstances 
of His Taking Off—His Pictures in 
Chicago.

LONDON. July 18.—The English obitu- 
aries of James McNeill Whistler aeclaim him 
as a master, ghile artists deciare he will 
in years to come rank among the great. The 
papers teem with Whistler stories and the 
following, though it cannot rank with the 
best. has the merit that it is hitherto un- 
published. Whistler recently showed a 
Scotch artist and neighbor, Ea Walton, over 
his bronze domed house in Cheynewalk, 
Chelsea. “It is beautiful,’ said Walton. 
But it is Bunthorney,”” said Whistler, 
‘“‘and has involved me in another lawsuit. 
The builders: are working on an adjoining 
plot and the noise of hammers and so forth 
prevent me working. I am an old man with 
no time to lose, so I wrote a protest to the 
landlord. ' He laid the blame on the woman 
building the house. I wrote to her and she 
blamed the landlord. I'm taking proceed- 
ings against the landlord. 

‘*You see art is my pastime and litigation 
is my serious pursuit. It works for good, as 
it pays my lawyers, it advertises my land- 
lord, and it amuses me.” 


Last,Orders Are Typical.

They are not. incompatible with 
genius of any sort. His brilliancy and alert- 
ness were fascinating. 

‘“‘One of the brightest things he ever Cid, ic 
seems to me, is a sketch, in writing, called 
‘Ten o’Clock.’

There is a let- 
ter from Hamerton asking him to forward 
his etchings for use in Hamerton’s book on 
etching.

Then follows a quo- 
tation from the book complaining of Whis- 
tler’s discourtesy, and a severe criticism of 
his work. The next paragraph f= a former 
judgment Hamerton passed on Millet, and 
then one’on Corot, I think, both of which 
proved absolutely wrong. There is no com- 
ment of any sort. Nothing could be com- 
pleter or cleverer. 

‘*He was quick, too. I heard a story of 
him in London about his being out at dinner 
and having occasion to go upstairs after- 
wards to write a note. Ina few momentsa 
great noise was heard in the ha!l. and Whis- 
tler was found to have fallen downstairs. 
‘Who is your architect, Orchardson?’ he 
asked. His hest told him. ‘I might have 
known it; the —— teetotaler!’ ”’ 


Scored One on Irving. 

“JT have met Whistler,” said Carl Becker, 
* and had some talk with him about his‘ sym- 
phonies’ in color. I told him I thought there 
was a lot of nonsense about them. ‘ There 
are plenty of fools to like them.’ said he.

RUSSIA KEBPS DOOR SHU, 


IAN QUESTION IS DELAYED. 


Official Statement Made at St. Peters- 
burg to the Effect That the Ports 
to Be Opened Have Not Been Select- 
ed—Pourpariers Are Contineing 
Refusal to Receive the Jewish Pe- 
tition Explained—More Repressive 
Measures Against Kisheneff People. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 18.—The Russian 
foreign office states that the Manchurian 
question has not yet reached a stage justify: 
ing a formal statement. It points out that 
the pourparlers are continuing. that the ports 
to be opened have not been selected, nor the 
details arranged. Nothing has yet appeared 
in any Russian paper on either of these ques- 
tions. 

[At first glance the above dispatch appears to 
contradict the official announcement made in 
Washington on Thursday of the receipt of China's 
** promise 
to the world’s trade and Russia's “ formal as- 
surance’ of her assent. This, however, is not 
the case. The Washington dispatch did not say 
that the negotiations had been concluded or that 
the ports had been specified. ‘It is gathered.’’ 
said the dispatch, “from the communications 
received [at Waéghington] that they [the ports 
to be opened) are Moukden and Ta Tung Kao."’] 


Why Petition Was Rejected. 

The foreign office authorizes the state- 
ment that the reason for its refusal to ac- 
cept the Kisheneff petition was the unaltera- 
ble objection of the Russian government 
to outside interference in the internal affairs 
of the empire, and that, even had «he peti- 
tion been acceptable as a diplomatic docu- 
ment, Russia would have regarded the pub- 
lication of the text before transmission as 
unusual. The foreign office says it ts will- 
ing to regard the incident as closed.

New London, Conn.. July 18.—[(Special.]— 
Relilance made up for Constitution's victory 
in yesterday's initial race of the annual crulse 
of the New York Yacht club by administering 
to that rival a beating of 6. minutes and 29 sec- 
onds in today’s sail from New Haven to this 
port. Columbia was 16 minutes 24 seconds 
astern at the finish, after a sail of thirty-nine 


miles. 

Reliance did not have everything its own 
way, however. Several times Constitution 
was able to hold down the latest aspirant for 
the honor of defending the America cup, and 
for a time it looked as if it would win again 
on time allowance. A burst of speed near the 
end of the run saved the day for the leading 
boat. Reliance was a mile ahead of Consti- 
tution when the.former crossed the line and 
two miles ahead of Columbia. ‘ 


New Record for Course. 

Reliance'’s time of 3 hours 18 minutes and 
28 seconds, an average speed of 11% knots 
an hour, is the quickest time ever made over 
the course. 

Within a few hours after the New York 
Yacht club fleet arrived the leading boats 
of the Eastern Yacht club of Marblehead, 
Maes., appeared ceming threugh the race, 
and as they came up the harbor and drepped 
anchor they received a warm and noisy greet- 
ing from the New Yorkers. 


Big Yacht Fleet Fills Harbor. 


Tonight more than 800 yachts of all de- 
scriptions fairly choke the harbor’s mouth. 
In the fleet are no less than five successful 
defenders of the America cup, the schooner 
Celumbia, which beat Livonia in 1871; the 
schooner Puritan, which was victorious over 
Genesta in 1885; the sloecp Volunteer. which 
defeated Thistle in 1887; the yaw! Vigilant. 
which was successful when a sloop over 
Valkyrie II. in 1°93; and lastly the old 
sloop Columbia. which defeated the two 
Shamrocks in 1899 and 1901. With the fleet 
are also three aspirants for cup defending 
honors, Corona. Constitution. and Reliance. 
which is rapidly becoming the hope of the 
club in the defense of the cup next month. 

The combined fleets of the New York and 
Eastern Yacht clubs, after remainirg in 
this port over Sunday, will proceed on Mon- 
day to Newport. 

Stcerm Imperils Pleasure Fleet. 

Just after sunset a southeast storm broke, 
and at 8 o'clock it was blowing a gale diag- 
onally up New London harbor. The yachts 
anchored at the entrance of the harbor had a 
hard time of it, and the old cup defender, Vol 


dragged its anchor to within fifty yards of the 
rocks, The rest ef .the fleet réde out the 
galein good shape. The three cup yachts. be- 
ing.anchored well up the harbor, felt little of 
its fury. A number of minor aceidents were 
reported. and a number of yachtsmen who 
came ashore early in the evening for dancing 
were unable to return to their yachts. 


Haff Thinks Cup in Danger. 


New York. July 18.—[Special. |—Capt. Hank 
Haff of cup defense fame helieves that Sham- 
rock III. will take the America cup, Capt.

GIVES CONSTITUTION DECISIVE. 


BRITISH TO RULE; 
~ BOERS IGNORED. 


Policy of Conciliation in South 
Africa Said to Be Prac- 
at End. 


BIG GARRISONS: PLANNED. 


Botha’s Complaints Held by Some 
to Have Justification in 
Existing Facts. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July 38.—The announcement in 
parliament this week of the future military 
arrangements in south Africa, coupled with 
Gen. Botha’s manifesto denouncing the 
present Chamberilain-Milner system of gov- 
ernment as despotic, marks a new stage in 
handling England's greatest colonial prob- 
lem. 

There is no doubt that the intention is to 
govern the Transvaal as a crown colony in 
the’ strictest sense of the term—that is.to say. 
solely by officials appointed from England 
and backed by a large and permanent nifll- 
tary garrison. The tentative schemes which 
Secretary Chamberlain mentioned during his: 
African tour of advisory councils whereon 
elected Boer delegates were to sit have been 
abandoned. 


ConciHation Policy Fails. - 

This adoption of strict. officialism asa policy 
marks the pra¢tica] taflure of the so-called 
conciliation tactics in the resettlement of 
the country. It is significant that Secretary 
Bredrick tn his military statement made a 
point of seuth Africa asa convenient terri- 
terv for reinforcing the army in India in 
case of emergency and as being suitable 
grounds for the health and training of troops 
for the class of work the Indian army ts 
ealled on to do. Of the 25.000 British regular 
who will eenstitute henceforth the 
military peace footing in south Africa an 
wnusual prenorticn be garrison regi- 
ments--that Is to say. re@nlisted men, mostly 
married, for whose families a large sum will 
be spent on house accommodation. 
have been selected for a political purpose. 
They hone to become a permanent loyalist 
population and help to counterhalanece the 
deer. distrust of the Boers of the British gov- 
ernment. which notoriously -has not been 
overcome. The government has decided to 
pay &7.500,009 yearly as an additional cost 
for this garrison, which means that much 
ahove what it would be If the same number 
of troops were left In England. 7 

The necessity for this outlav ané the open 
abandonment of. even an experiment at elec- 
tive antoromy have revived the discussion 
ef Lord Milner’s personality and policy. 
Even from the conservative press there are 
frequent protests at his fillmge responsible 
positions. such as resident magistrates and 
repatriation ccmmissioners, by young Oxford 
graduates without experience of men or af- 
fairs. Even the jingo Daily Mail has taken 
this standpoint. Its Johanreshurge corre- 
spondent maintains that Lord Milner’s selec- 
tion of office bearers -has so alienated the 
generality of the British community there 
that on all hands the hope ts expressed that 
he will not return from his coming holiday to 
Europe. 

Gen. Botha's letter describing Secretary 
Chamberlain's tour as a dismal! failure ana 
the present régime in south Africa a barren 
record of promises unfulfilled has so angered 
the conservative press in England that the 
leading government organ, the Standard, 
ealls for his deportation from-south Africa 
for life, like Kruger. 


Continental Press with Botha. 

The continental press gives prominence 
to Botha’s manifesto. which ft regards as 
justifying profound disbelief tn Chamber- 
lain’s entire African policy. The Handles- ° 
blad, a leading paper in Amsterdam, regards 
Botha's attitude as'of the deepest impor- 
tance and recalls that he first assume a 
strictly royal attitude after the Verenigning 
treaty and at the risk of his own popularity 
counseling his compatriots to stand. by the 
new government. There De Wet clo#ed his 
fists In his pockets, but Botha accepted the 
situation philosophically. Now he appears 
with protests proving that even the most 
modest of the Boers’ expectaticns have not 
been fulfilled. The truth and deliberateness of 
his charges of narrowness and lack of under- 
standing shown by Milmer’s government is 
held to be attested by the admission that the 
Poer farmers are not agitating. but are giv- 
ing all their time to rebuilding homes and re- 
pairing farms. What he objects to is auto- 
cratic despctism, even if honest, where fcr- 
merly the white men had self-government. 

Botha sails Europeward next week. The 
nature of his missicn {s a matter of conjec- 
ture, but the report is credited that he will 
stand for the Erglish parliament asa liberal] 
in hope of maintaining his countrymen’s 
claims from a place where he will reach the 
greatest audience, the floor of the house of 
commons.

political friends made against conviction and 
imprisonment. He insisted that poltics had 
nothing to do with his visit to the board of 
pardons in Joliet on Friday, and declared 
that ‘“‘ humanitarian considerations’ alone 
influenced him. 

“Do you think it was proper for you as 
sheriff to try to secure the release of a man 
who is serving his first term after a known 
criminal record of fifteen years?’’ the sheriff 
was asked. . 


Went. to School Together. 


“TI knew Hall and Mrs. Hall long before I 
was sheriff. We all went to school together 
when we were children,” replied Mr. Barrett. 
“If Hall has been offered a chance to do 
honest work when he gets out and take care

faith in the integrity of the people ought to

‘YATES WARY IN HIS TALK | 


WILL NOT MOLEST ROOSEVELT 
BOOM, SHY ABOUT HIS OWN. 


Governor of Hlinois Lands in New 
York After His Trip toe Europe and 
Denies That He Will Be a Candidate 
for President—Admits There Are 
Points of Similarity Between Him- 


ter Bay. 


New York, July 18.—[Special.]—Richard 
Yates, governor of IHinois, returned on the 
steamship Campania, which arrived this 
morning from Liverpool, and one of the first 
things he did was to deny a rumor he heard 
in Paris and which appeared to have caused 
him no little mental perturbation: 

- This Paris rumor was to the effect that he 
was after the presidency. Gov. Yates denies 
it. He says he had decided to give Theodore 
Roosevelt a clear field. He will not go be- 
fore the national convention as a candidate 
in opposition to Roosevelt and he is anxious 
even at this early day to relieve President 
Roosevelt's mind of all anxiety on this 


score. . 
Will Stick to Roosevelt. 


Regarding. the story that he might be a 
candidate for vice president the governor 
said: 

‘IT answered that question when I went 
away,” hereplied. ‘ I said then there is only 
one office higher than that of governor of 
lilinois, and that is the presidency. I am for 
President Roosevelt. I have been for him for 
some years, and I repeat it now, as I1.did 
when I sailed.”’ 

Gov. Yates admitted that there were points 
of similarity between himself and President 
Roosevelt. He said that when he worked 
he worked and when he played he played, and 
that he was glad to note that President 
Roosevelt was following his example. 

“That's one of the things I like about the 
president,’’ said Gov. Yates. ‘* When he 
works he works hard, and when he goes to 
play he plays hard.” 

' The governor has not yet decided whether 
he will visit President Roosevelt at Oyster 
Bay before continuing his journey to IHinois. 

‘TI will not answer the question now,” he 
smilingly replied. “You see, my political 
opponents in IlHinols might say that the presi- 
dent had held out the grape vine to me as 
a hint that I had better not call on him in 
case I should:fail to have an opportunity to 
make the trip to Oyster Bay for some reason 
or other. And that would never do.”’ 


As to His Own Candidacy. 


The governor would not discuss his own 
political future. Before he went abroad his 
cancidacy for a renomination as governor of 
Illinois had been announced at a meeting of 
his supporters held in Chicago. He did not 
care today to add anything further to that 
announcement at the present time. When in- 
formed that there was much talk in Illinois 
of nominating either Deneen or Lowden, he 
remarked, diplomatically, with a faraway 
look in his eyes: 

“ Both Deneen and Lowden are fine men 
and have my respect.” | 

It was pointed out to Gov. Yates that he had 
said that Illinois is not affected by the negro 
question, and yet a negro had been lynched 
in that state shortly after he sailed. To this 
he replied:

Barrett’s Course Condemned. 


Sheriff Barrett's manner of reasoning 
seems to be at variance with that of the 
police and some of the sheriffs board of 
trade friends. Police officials look back over 
the battle of fifteen years which was waged 
before Hall ‘was finally put where he could 
do no further harm, and then view with 
chagrin the effort of the sheriff to turn him 
loose -again. 

‘*The sheriff might find better work to do 
than trying to turn ‘ Eddie’ Hal! loose on the 
community again,” said a police official. 

**T don’t criticise Barrett, for I don’t know 
the circumstances under which he acted, 
but a man like Hall had better be kept where 
he is,”’ said J. O’Brien, one of the original 
Barrett men. 


Notorious as a Crook. 


Here is a summary of the career of the man 
the sheriff is trying to free from the peni- 
tentiary, where he has been for eleven 
months, after fighting conviction from a cell 
in the county jail for nearly twice that time: 

Hall has not followed any regular occupa- 
tion since the early "80s, according to the po- 
lice, and his criminal career dates from a 
time soon after he quit work. He was a 
protégé of ‘*‘ Maj.’’ Sampson, the north side 
politician, and was a sidewalk inspector for 
a few months under Mayor Swift. 

He was one of the two men who former 
Chief of Detectives Colleran claimed threw 
him over the Randolph street viaduct in 1887, 
and in 1894°he was fined $100 for vagrancy. 
A leader of the old “ Hatch house gang,” 
Hall was arrested many times, but was too 
sippery for the police. An adept in the art 
of proving alibis and tn “‘ squaring" mat- 
. ters with his victims, he was in clover until 
in January, 1901, when he decoyed Frank 
H. Otto to a point near the Wells strecst 
dock, and there, with the aid of confed- 
erates, robbed him of $45. 

Hall got off in the police court, as usual. 
and Otto had become almost discouraged 
in his efforts to get justice, when THE TriB- 
UNE took the matter up and secured Hall's 
indictment and conviction. 

Hall was fond of boasting of his “ pull.” 
“The police can’t touch me," was one of 
his favorite expressions.

STORY OF RING IN COUR

Lewis D. Dent, Who Tried to Recover 
Jewelry from Young Actress, Telis 
a Romantic Story to Justice, but

In a narrow room ina frame hotel, Lewis 
D. Dent, 70 years old, sat in the twilight last 
evening fumbling a red amber necklace.

Mrs. Frick says that on Nov. 5, 1899, while 
she was ill In bed, her husband choked her 
and that the next morning he chased her from 
the house in her night clothes, obliging her to 
run through the streets for half a mile to her 
sister's house. On another oceasion, she 
says, her husband kicked her so violently on 
her bare feet that she was unable to walk for 
several days. 

Mrs. Frick also alleges that her husband 
threatened to kill her with a butcher knife, 
end that he spent large sums of money in 
riotous living. 

The Fricks were married on June 17, 1896, 
in. Milwaukee and have three children. Mrs. 
Frick says her husband has an income of 

5,000 and is possessed of a large amount of 
property. Mrs. Frick lives at 6940 Perry 
avenue. h 

At the time of Mrs. Frick’s attack on Mise 
Huntington, Mr. Frick shrugged his shoui- 
ders and said: 

“ There really isn’t much to say about ft. 
It’s one of those unfortunate things that 
can’t be helped.”’

“ The average number of children in Protes- 
tant families is 1.85; in Roman Catholic, 2.03/ 
in Hebrew, 2.54. There are only 16.6 per cent 
of the Hebrews without children, whereas 
28.3 per cent of the Protestants are without 
children. It should be noticed that six time 
as many Hebrew families have nine children 
as the Protestant families, and for every 
Protestant family with eight children there 
are proportionately four Hebrew familes and 
twice as many with seven children. Among 
the several Protestant communions there 
Were several whose average of children is 
higher than the Roman Catholic average, not- 
ably the Episcopalian and Presbyterian, but 
excepting the Free Methodist there is not a 
single Protestant communion in which the 
average is as high as the Hebrew.”

A 
week previously Dora Richardson Brock, the divorced child wife of the aged Kentuckiai, 
had declared her intention of going on the stage. “It Ts alleged Gen, Clay has been insane 
several years, and his mad love for a 16 year old girl, who was 13 when she married him, 
is held to be largely responsible for his condition. 

At the time of the strange marriage Gen. Clay was 90 and Dora Richardson was 13. He 


was cultured, a man of repute in the affairs 


of the nation, the scion of a famous family, 


and the possessor of wealth. She was illiterate, untutored in the ways of the world, con- 


tent amid her lowty surroundings. 


Gen. Clay treated his child wife as a child, and sought to amuse her and make her 
happy. ‘He bought her dolls, picture books, toy furniture, and the many other things 
which have been made to amuse children. Finally the old man purchased his young wife 
a doll about twenty inches long.and filled with mechanical cont:ivances that caused it 


to talk, and cry, and laugh. 


The general's attempts to educate his wife were futile.

“It seems that an automobile agent had 
been instructed to call on Mr. Harry Symes 
Lehr. and by mistake, he claims, he sent in 
another man’s card. It happened to be the 
card of an intimate friend of Mr. Lehr’ s. 
The automobile agent was admitted cor- 
dially, and it appears Mr. Lehr was dress- 
ing. ‘How dare y sir, I thought from 
your card that you were Mr.—,’ said 
Mr. Lehr angrily, and the interview was at 


an end. 

«Is that all?” asked the friend. 

“*No, I wish it were. Of course, it was 
extremely embarrassing‘and I am sorry that 
I saw it. but when a man appears suddemly 
In a dressing gown, hitched up on the side, 
wearing pink pajamas and a rose ih us 
hair, it is—well—it is unexpected isn't it?” ”’ 

| Seeks a Retraction. 

Armed with a copy of the paper containing 
the brutal story, Mr. Lehr sought the office 
of the Newport editor.. He was extremely 
annoyed--Lehr,’ not the editor—and walked 
up and down the narrow limits of Thames 
street several times in order to give his mental 
perturbation an opportunity to calm itself. 
He held a copy of the offending journal—it 
was bound in a blue cover—rolled tightly in 
his hand, and once in awhile he unrolled it, 
searched its pages for the scandalous item 
about the pink pajamas and the rose in his 
hair—and then would get angry somemore. 


Calls on the Editor. 

Finally Mr. Lehr stopped in front of the 
newspaper office and gazed at a cartoon of 
himself—the Pennypacker anti-cartoon law 
isn’t enforced in Rhode Island, it seems—and 
then, with his feelings wrought up to the 
proper pitch, entered the building and asked 
for the editor. 

The editor was in, and with the proper tone 
of reverential awe generally used by those 
addressing Mr. Lehr, asked him to be seated.

I am made the butt of all sorts of 
stories all the time, and I'm now sick and 

«ed of it. I'll furnish you with all the 
necessary news that you want about me. 
I'll tell you when I'm going to have dinners 
and luncheons and anything else you want 
to know, but I tell you I won’t have articles 
like this one, scurrilous and untrue, pub- 
lished about me.”’ 

The editor was sorry and said so. So did 
the business manager. Then Mr. Lehr left, 
pausing at the door to say: 

‘‘ Now, I suppose that this incident will be 
published in all the papers tomorrow.” 

And it was.

MINISTERS REPORT ON ENGLE- 
WOOD CONGREGATIONAL ROW, 


Overruling Providence May Adjust 
Relations Between the Rev. H. C, 
Seotford and People of Trinity— 
Statement Lays Most of Responai- 
bility on Acting Pastor, but Offers 
No Ready Means of Settlement. 


“ A Christian walk, patience, and an over- 
ruling Providence ’’ are suggester as the best 
remedy for the strained relations between 
Trinity Congregational church and its pas- 
tor, the Rev. H. C. Scotford. 

The suggestion is made by a council com- 
posed of ministers of the Congregational 
association of Chicago, giving the result of 
the investigation into the affairs of the 
church. The investigation was taken up on 
the request of trustees of Trinity church. 
The report is signed by the Rev. W. A. Bart- 
lett of the First Congregational church, as 
moderator, and the Rev. M. A. Frost of the 
Auburn Park Congregational church, as 
scribe. z 
Report of the Council. 

The report in part is as follows: 

“After making all due allowance for 
common infirmities of temperament, we find 
that you, the complainants, have at times 
been subjected, both in your membership 
relations and your official capacity, to harsh- 
ness of language and arbitrariness of man- 
agement on the part of your acting pastor, 
the Rev. H. C. Seotford, to a degree trans- 
cending the proprieties and the rights of the 
Christian ministry. 

“Notably we make mention of the trans- 
action of May 10, in which the doors, inner 
and outer, of your house of worship were 
barricaded against the: entrance of certain 
members of the church, who (wisely or un- 
wisely) insisted upon holding services against 
the known prohibitory order of the acting 
pastor. | 

* Yet here we are bound, in duty to your- 
selves, to remind you that this discreditable 
procedure (the barring of the church) was in- 
cited by a misapprehension on the part of 
said members as to the comparative preroga- 
tives of pastor and trustees. . 


More Serious Grievance. 

“More serious in point of grievance than 
any mere infringement of the letter of estab- 
lished rules is the fact that under the present 
limited contract of cowork and worship be- 
tween Congregational church and 
the Unioh Evangelical church new members 
are being systematically brought from the 
latter to the former in order to obtain control 
of the organization of Trinity church in the 
interest of Mr. Scotford's plan for the union 
of the two organizations. 

“The council sees no action which it can 
advise you to take at this juncture for the 
rectification of these wrongs. It can only 
hope that a Christian walk, patience, and an 
overruling Providence will compass a 


remedy.”’

of the negro would dp well to study this 
‘statement in all of its bearings. It is not 
extravagant to say that it would be difficult 
to find an able bodied man or woman in 
Tensas parish who has not at his command 
today the means of making a livelihood much 
better than that granted to the average 
white immigrant in any northern state. I 
do not mean by this that the condition of 
the negro, mentally and morally, is not 
shocking, because it certainly is, but I do 
mean to say that so far as conditions in 
Tensas parish can be considered at all typ- 
ical, northern philanthropy should be ex- 
tremely cautious before it disturbs an eco- 
nomic situation which is so eminently satis- 
factory to the negro himself. Great care 
must be exercised that in endeavoring to 
better his condition it may not be made 
worse. 

The demand for agricultural labor in this 
section is almost unlimited. There are thou- 
sands of acres of fertile land which are yet 
waiting for development. The labor sup- 
ply is not sufficient to take care of the land 
already under cultivation. The result is 
that the negro can and does command pret- 
ty good pay from a purely agricultural 
standpoint. He can get paid for his labor 
in almost any way he likes. Any negro 
man who wants it will be given as large 
a farm as he desires, which he can pay for 
at a cash rental, or part in cash and part 
in crops, or all in crops. He can rent out 
his own labor for & cash payment per day 
or for part cash, and in either of these con- 
ditions he will be guaranteed a roof over 
his head and other comforts which make his 
living absolutely secure. This is not an 
extravagant picture, and I am not seeking 
to present the white man’s side of the situa- 
tion. It is an absolute fact that any able 
bodied negro can readily earn enough to 
put by money every year if he could be taught. 
habits of thrift and of foresight. ‘ 


Easy for Negro to Live. 

Bupposing a negro determines to become 
a tenant farme?. Every white man in the 
vicinity will be glad to get him, and he will 
be given his choice of term#. That is to 
say, a negro who has not a dollar in the 
world, who has nothing at his command be- 
sides his strong hends and his tropical 
antimalarial temperament, will be given, 
first of all, the exclusive control of, say, 
forty acres of land, if he can handle that 
much. He will be gtvem the use, free of 
charge, of a mule, a plow, and all neces- 
sary farming implements. While he re- 
mains on his Mttle farm he will have as- 
signed to him a one story, one roomed house 
for his own use and that of his family. At- 
tached to that will be as large a garden 
patch as he desires to cultivate during his 
leisure hours. In the vicinity is an abund- 
ance of wood belonging to the plantation 
which he can have for his own use; and 
which will cost him only the trouble of cut- 
ting it down and hauling: to his cabin door. 
The plantation will supply the ax for the 
former and the mule and team for the 
latter. He will be given absolute permission 


' to keep a cow and as many chickens and 


pigs as he may desire. All the proceeds of 
his garden patch and of his pigs, and his. 


‘chickens, and his cow are his own, and the 


demand for such products in the plantation 
settlement among the white folk, with their 
big, fine houses, always exceeds the supply. 


Need Give Only Labor. 


All this is what the white man gives the 
negro, and in return the negro gives abso- 
lutely nothing at all but the labor of his 
hands. When the crop-of cotton is safely 
ginned it is divided, one-half going to the 
owner of the soil and one-half to the negro. 
If the laborer prefers he cah receive wages 
paid to him in cash. That is to say, the 
planter will supply the land, the house, the 
fuel, the garden patch, the mule, and the 
plow, and take his chances on the crop, pay- 
ing the negro in cash every tavo weeks for his 
labor, 75 cents per working day, and 60 cents 
for his wife of his full grown daughter, if she 
chooses to work in the field, which she does 
not nowadays so often choose to do. 

If a negro laborer desires to avoid all other 
responsibilities he can secure ordinary day 
labor in the cotton and the corn, and he will 
be paid $1.25 a day in cash. When one stud- 
ies these figures it is impossible to escape the 
contlusion that the ordinary, ignorant, im- 
provident, and naturally idle negro laborer is 
immeasurably better off in Tensas parish | 
than he would be in some of the best agri- 
cultural sections of the northern states. The 
planters are seeking to encourage tenant 
farming. They ask nothing from the man 
but honest labor. Plantation stores are not 
always good things, and they frequently sell 
liquor to the negro when he should not have 
it, but on the whole the agricultural labor 
in this section is not tied down by unfair re- 
strictions, nor is there anything in the way 


of downright prosperity except the inherent 


constitutional inability of the { rant negro 
to look ahead. 


Spend Money Improvidently. 


_Every pay day those who receive cash 
wages go either to the plantation store, to 
some crossroads gin mill, or to the county 
town of St. Joseph, and there in an incredi- 
bly short time “ blow in " almost every penny 
of their hard earned money. For this rea- 
son it will be seen that some sort of a credit 
system on the plantation is absolutely indis- 
pensable to the negroes. To abolish it would 
mean the starvation of the negro beyond 
a doubt, because in his present mental con- 


dition he cannot be trusted to look ahead a. 


month or @ week, and many times not even 
aday. The average negro laborer on a plan- 
tation, if stocked up with meat enough to 
last him three months, would either eat it 
all, or waste It all, or sell it all, or gamble it 
all, or lose it ali in some mysterious way in- 
side of the first few weeks, and then beg 
for more. The only safety for the negro is 
to draw his rations from the smokehouse 
twice a week and have them charged tohis 
account. 

The better class of planters is rapidly com- 
ing to the conclusion that it cannot 
with the characteristic improvidence of the 
negro until it removes whisky altogether 
from his grasp. . There is, therefore, astrong 
prohibition sentiment in this section of the 
state, and it has already found expression 
in a voluntary but concerted effort to stop 
the sale.of whisky in the plantation stores 
and confine it entirely to the larger towns, so 
as to make it difficult for the negroes to get 


it. This dissipation is a serious matter for 


the planter. There are times in the cultiva- 
tion of the cotton crop when abundant labor 
and quick work afe indispensable. If at 
that particular time a large body of negroes 
sees fit to go off on a complicated drunk the 
planter is frequently the only loser. Seif- 
interest, therefore, has induced the inteli- 
gent cotton planter in this vicinity to. culti- 
by helping them to keep out of debt, and by 
also helping them at the same time to keep 
as far away &8 possible from the whisky bar- 
rel, which to the negro even more than to 
the Indian is a racial calamity. The Indian 
gets fighting drunk and then stops drinking 
awhile, but the plantation negro, if allowed 
to have his way, becomes a confirmed dipso- 
maniac an@ can keep away from whisky 
only when he has not the money to buy it, 


Blacks Do Not Vote. 
No negroes vote in Teneas parish. Many 
of them could under the rather liberal 


& 


suffrage restrictions of Louisiana, but they 
know that the white man has determined to 
run the local government, and so far as 
I can discover,‘aside from the abstract right 
and wrong of’the situation, the negro has 
been a gainer by the injustice done to him. 
I could not discover that the plantation 
negro¢s with whom I talked had the slightest 
desire to vote, and even the most casual 
observation would convince one that if they 
had the right of suffrage they would sell 
it to the highest. bidder without the slightest 
compunction, and the white people In the 
vicinity understand this so well that they 
are prepared if the federal government or 
other public opinion once more forces suf- 
frage upon the negro, t it back again 
at the current market rates, and eharge it 
up to the ordinary labor account of the 


plantation, 


“BEEF TRUST” CASE APPEA 


Judge Grosscup Allows the Action After 


Consultation with Attorneys — Suit 


Filed a Year Ago Last May. 


An appeal of the “ beef trust case” to the 
United States Supreme court was allowed 
yesterday by Judge P. 8S. Grosscup. The or- 


der was entered after the judge had conferred 


with John 8S. Miller, representing the packers, 
and United States District Attorney 8. H. 
Bethea, who has conducted the prosecution. 

This is the case in which Swift & Co. and 
the other packers at the stockyards were en- 
joined from continuing in force an agree- 
ment which the court held to be in restraiht 
of trade. The bill was filed in May, 1902, and 
after a year had elapsed and arguments had 
been presented, Judge Grosscup overruled 
the demurrer of the packers. ts 

The defendants still had a chance to file an 
answer to prove that they did not commit the 
acts complained of, but they filed no answer, 
dind on May 26 the court entered a final order 
of injunction.

hor La Follette Declares New 
Declaration of Independ- 
ence Is Needed. 


RIGHT WILL WIN 
iin Address at Chautauqua Assem- 
bly Denounces Combines for 
Corrupting Legislation. 


Chautauqua, N. Y., July 18.—[Special.}— 
Trusts and combinations, fostered by and 
@, league with the railroads, were declared 
iby Gov. Robert M. La Follette of Wisconsin 
bto be the greatest menace to Americanrights 
bend liberties, in @ speech before the League 
Civic Improvements toddy. He denounced 
for the corruption of|begislative bodies 
nd compared the situation with the oppres- 
fro of the American colonies by the British 
which led to the declaration of independence. 
He held that the time is ripe for a new 
»deciaration of independence, and announced 
‘his confidence that the peoplé would defeat 
the power which he described as ‘‘ undermin- 
Ming official integrity and American institu- 
tions. 
Gov. La Follette said in part: 
_ “The basic principle of this government is 
‘the will of the people. Its founders devised 
a system which seemed to assure the means 
of ascertaining that will, of enacting it into 
legislation and enforcing it through admin- 
istration of the law. It was to be accom- 
plished by electing men to make and men to 
execute the laws who would represent inthe 
laws so made and executed the will of the 
people. This was the establishment ofa rep- 
resentative government where every man

ECONOMIES ARE TO COME. 


SAYS COMPANIES 
WERE RUN AT LOSS 


President of the Consolidated 
Lake Superior Tries to Ac- 
count for Millions. 


Informs Stockholders All Un- 
-profitable Ventures Have 
Been Stopped. 


Philadelphia. Pa.. July 18.—In an extended 
review of the properties and prospects of 
the Consolidated Lake Superior company 
just issued, President Cornelius Shields en- 
deavors to show what has become of the 
millions that have been invested by the 
stockholders. The report makes clear that 
some of the subsidiary properties have been 
run at a dead logs. President Shields makes 
no secret of the fact that there has been a 
cutting down all along the line ard that 
more economies are to come. In*making his 
summary, which indicates that the net 
earnings for the present year will be $042,- 
O77, President Shields says: 

‘*Everything doubtful has been thrown 
out, estimates of earnings have been scaled 
down to a point that seems to be free from 
doubt, and estimates of costs have been 
made high enough to provide for all possible 
contingencies. 


Only One Iron Mine Developed. 


Concerning the ore properties he gays: 

“The Helen mine, on the Michipicoten 
range, is the only iron ore property actually 
developed, and the only one upon which we 
can safely figure at the present time.”’ 

The tron and steel plants and the Bees*mer 
steel plants are reported in good cendition. 
The company will have tq buy Bessemer ore 
to mix with the output of the Helen mine. 


Prospects of Ircn and Steel Mills. 


Minute statistics ag to cost of manufacture 
and profits are given, and the prospects of the 
iron and steel! milis are thus estimated: 

* Assuming that we will get from $30 to $21 
per ton at the mill for rails, which is allow- 
ing for only a small portion of the advantage 
accruing frcm the $7 duty, thefe will be at 
least $4 per ton profit, or $500,000 on an output 
of 125,000 tons, but-to be safe this has been 
cut down to $400,000. There seems to be no 
reason to doubt our ability to get this profit 
out of the rail mill, even with’all the uncer- 
tainties which are enccuntered in starting a 
rew plant under conditions which present 
many new problems.” 

Vast sums of money, it has been pointed 
out, have gone in the lumber and logging 

operations. The saw mill, it is estimated, 
will yield $75.000 profit this year and the 
veneer mill $40, 

Pulp Mill a Loser. 


The report continues: 

“The Sault Ste. Marie Pulp and Paper 
company has been losing money heavily on 
its pulp. With logs at several @llars per 
cord below the price other mills are paying 
and making money, these mills ought to be 
making good profits. I have hardly been 
here long enough to get down to the bottom 
of this matter, but the profitable operation 
of these plants seems to be wholly a ques- 
tion of management.” 

The transportation interests, street rail- 


ways, ferry, water and light, Michigan Lak» 
Superior Power company car shops, and 
Grace gold mine are also estimated to be in 
shape to earn fair profits. Under the head of 


- uncertainties the report says: 


Speaks of Uncertainties. 


“A contract was executed about a year 
ago with Connecticut parties, who agreed to 
take a large quantity of copper-nicke! matte 
and to erect works on the Michigan side for 
the manufacture of “white metal.’ This con- 
tract. if carried out, would yvielf a large profit 
to the company; but at the present time the 
fulfillment of the contract is surrounded with 
eo much unesrtainty that I think it should 
be left out of our calcuiations, at least for 
the present. 

‘There are certain fixed charges which 
should be considered in connection with the 
foregoing estimates of profits. Against the 
property of the Michigan Lake Superior Pow- 
er company there is an issue of first mort- 
gage 5 per cent boncs, amounting to $5,500,- 
ui), the interest on which amounts to $175,- 


yuo per annum. 
Recommends Sale of Bonds. 


“ The Consolidated Lake Superior company 
owns $243,000 of these bonds, the interest on 
which might be deducted; but as it might be 
deemed desirable to dispose of these bonds 
and add the proceeds to our working capital, 
I] have put down the full amount of the in- 
terest charges. 

‘“On the two street railways and the ferry 
there is an issue of bonds, which will amount 
to about $600,000. when final settlement of the 
construction and equipment accounts is 
made. At 5S per cent the interest on these 
bonds will amount to $50,000 per annum. . 
_.“ The Tagona Water and Light company 
has $160,000 of 6 per cent bonds outstanding, 
which require $9,600. per annum for intérest. 

‘‘In the original purchase of the water 
power canal and franchise on the Canadian 
side, the interest on certain debentures of the 
town was assuined. There are $228,000 of 5 
per cent debentures, which take $11,400 for 
interest, and $25,572 of 4 per cent debentures 
which call for $1,023 of interest.”’ 

It is pointed cut that President Shields’ 
report was prepared in May. and returns 
since thery have more than justified his esti- 
mates. Henry K. McHarg. Edward J. Ber- 
wind. Samuel Rea, a committee of directors, 
coincide in what the president says.

IN IMMIGRATION, 


Inspectors Discover Many 
Bogus Passports and Nat- 
uralization Papers. 


BIG BUSINESS IN EUROPE. 


Carelessness in Identification 
Leads to Exposure—All 
tected Are Sent Back. 


FRAUDS.—Bogus passports and 
3 naturalization papers have recently been dis- 
covered in the hands of numerous immigrants 
by the officials, and the holders sent back. 
Businesa of issuing these fraudulent papers 
is said to exist on.a large scale in European 

cities.

Washington, D. C., July 18.—[Special.]— 
‘Many immigrants have entered the United 
i States recently in violation of the law by 
means of fraudulent passports, which are 
manufactured on a.large scale in many Euro- 
| 3 pean cities. There are also many fraudulent 
, j - naturalization papers in the hands of those 
; who have come into the United States in vio- 
lation of the law. 

Investigations by immigration officials dis- 
close the fact that at New York, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, and other seaboard cities 
| many passengers on steamers have these 
F fraudulent papers in their possession upon 

4 landing. The papers are seized and de- 
troyed and the persons holding them are de- 
port 


ed. 
Five sets of fraudulent papers were found 
yesterday on the passengers of the steam- 
ship Brandenburg, arriving at Baltimore, 
and all the holders were deported today. The 
government has a board of special inquiry at 
work in Baltimore, and it is this body which 
unearthed the Brandenburg frauds. The 
board is working daily on the cases which 
inspectors discover, and has learned that 


; the papers are obtainable in Vienna, Paris, 
i Berlin, and in fact all of the large continental 
cities.

The holders, as a usual thing, say when 
they are caught that they bought the papers. 
Others allege they received the documents 
from relatives. In a majority of cases the 
holders of the papers asserted they did not 
' Intend to violate the law. The men are 
usually ignorant, and they supposed they 
| were really buying something that made them 
a citizens of the United States. ‘The Croatians 
g have been doing a thriving business in fraud- 
4 ulent naturalization papers and passports, 
a and as a result many Croatians are in the 
4 United States in violation of the law. Care- 
dessness in the matter of the descriptionof 
persons holding the passports led to the de- 
. tention ofa large number. Persons 45 years 
old have been held up within the last week 
because they had passports for persons 19 
and 20 years of age. Some when questioned

introduced into the postoffice department. 
Investigation has shown that Mr. Driggs re- 
ceived a commission of $50 per machine. The 
regular agents of the company who made 
the deal with the department also received 
$50 per machine, and the company got a 
like sum. 


Say Driggs Divided His Commissions. 


The inspectors now think they have se- 
cured conclusive evidence that Mr. Driggs 
,divided his commission with Beavers, and 
‘it was upon the testimony on this point, 
consisting largely of documents showing 
the passage of checks from Driggs to 
Beavers, that the latter was indicted. 


Beavers Ready to Surrender. 

New York, July 18.—[Special.]—George W. 
Beavers, ex-chief of the division of salaries 
and allowances of the postoffice department, 
against whom the federal grand jury in 
Brooklyn on Friday found two indictments, 
charging acceptance of bribes, will be ready 
to surrender himself in such manner as may 
be determined by his counsel and the districtt 
attorney on Monday. The federal grand jury 
in Brooklyn handed up three additional post- 
office indictments today. Of these two are 
understood to be additional indictments 
against George F. Miller, agent of the 
Brandt-Dent Cash Machine company. The 
other indictment is said to be against E. J. 
Brandt, head of the Brandt-Dent company. 


Find Irregularity in New York Office. 


The controller of the treasury has com- 
pleted the examination of the accounts of 
Postmaster Van Cott for the quarter ended 
Dec. 31, 1903, which he took up as the re- 
sult: of the postoffice investigation, and has 
allowed all the accounts except an item of 
$450 paid to H. C. Graff for alleged services 
as cashier of the New York postoffice at the 
rate of $1,800 a year. Graff was intimately 
associated with George H. Beavers, now 
under indictment.

ENTIRE SQUARE. 


More than 10,000 Gather Be- 
fore Detroit's City Hall 
in Song Service. | 


‘ALL RECORDS BROKEN. 


State Delegations Vie for At- 
tendance Prize—Nearly 25,- 
000 Persons Register. 


Detroit, Mich. July 18.—[Special.]—The 
most impressive meeting held this week by 
Epworth leaguers took place at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon on the Campus Martius in 
front of the city hall. The public square 
was crowded with 10,000 of the 25,000 dele- 
gates, who massed in front of the city hall 
steps, a space one block square being filled. 

Bishop Isaac M. Joyce, the Rev. Joseph F.

diera,”” swelled into a mighty volume of har- 
mony, followed by the “‘ Coronation ” hymn. 

Then the Canadians sang ‘‘ God Save the 
King,”’ giving three cheers for the United 
States at the end of it. Then the crowd 
melted away to attend the afternoon meet- 
ings. 
Greatest Gathering of Methodists. 

Bishop Joyce declared it to be the greatest 
gathering of Methodists and followers of 
John Wesley the world has ever seen. More 
interesting than the state contests for the 
attendance record are the district contests 
in some of the estates. Illinois has a battle 
of this sort in progress, As yet the Chicago 
Western district is in the lead,with the Chica- 
go and the Chicago Northern districts close 
behind. Three prizes will be offered, and each 
of the winning districts will appoint its most 
popular member as the recipient of the prize. 
The prizes will be awarded at the state rally 
tomorrow. 


Growth Shown by Attendance. 

The growth of the Epworth league is strik- 
irigly shown by the attendance at the conven- 
tion here, which is now fully 22,500, as shown 
by the registers of delegates at headquarters. 
It is expected the attendance by tomorrow 
will exceed 25,000 persons. It is by far the 
greatest convention in the history of the or- 
ganization, and the leaders are enthusiastic- 
ally planning for the future. 


Three Night Meetings Held. 

Tonight's three meetings in Tent Ontario, 
Auditorium Epworth, and the Detroit Opera 
house were devoted to addresses on ‘ The 
Church and Civic Righteousness,” “ The 
Church and the Industrial Masses,”’ and 
“The Church and the Liquor Problem.” 

“Henry D. Lloyd of New York was the first 
speaker on “ The Church and the Industrial 
Masses’”’ at the Auditorium meeting. He 
made a strong plea for municipal ownership, 
codperation in business, direct vote of the 
people, and old age pension.

Hildreth Holds a Reception.

Because of a personal encounter 
gome years ago with John E. Madden, Hil- 
dreth got into disfavor with the Jockey club 
and since then he has not been able to secure 
a license to train here. 

“McChesney had a tiresome journey,” said 
Hildreth. *‘ He’s a little stiff and sore, but 
that is all.

HORSES GATHER AT SARATOGA. 


Over Four Hundred Thoroughbreds Are 
Already on Hand for the August

KING OF THE TORE, 


J. B. NRAGGIN AT HEIGHT OF HIS 
CAREER AS HORSEMAN. 


Owns More Thoroughbreds than Whit- 
ney, Belmont, and Keene Combined, 
and Yet He Seldom Visits the Race- 
track—Has Breeding Farms in Cali- 
fornia and Kentucky of Vast Extent 
—His Success Is Due Largely to His 
Carefal Study of the Pedigrees. 


Jame Ben Ali Haggin is the dominant man 
on the American turf today. He owns more 
thoroughbreds than W. C. Whitney, August 
Belmont, and James R. Keene combined. 
He breeds from three to four houndred year- 
lings every season; owns two stock farms, 
a thousand brood mares, and nearly forty 
stallions. And yet this man is scarcely 
known to one in a thousand habitués of the 
racetrack. 

Hagegin scarcely ever visits a race couree 
to see his horses run.. He may be seen oc- 
casionally at a thoroughbred horse sale, 
particularly if there are any mares to be sold. 
Catalogue in hand he will sit patiently until 
the mare that he fancies is led into the ring. 
Then through an agent he will bid on her un- 
til she reaches the figure he has decided she 
is worth. If she is knocked down to him at 
that amount well and good, but should his op- 
ponent bid over his fixed price, no coaxing 
by the auctioneer will abstract another bid. 
Determination and tenacity of purpose are 
Mr. Haggin's chief characteristics. 


His Age a Secret. 


“ As silent asa Turk ” is just as applicable 
to Haggin as to any citizen of the sultan’s 
territory. He is probably 80 years old, but 
nobody knows just how’old he is except 
himself, and he does not even whisptr it 
to his most intimate friends. Haggin is a 
millionaire several times over. His interests 
extend in various directions. From minesto 
banking and into breeding race herees his 
money is invested. 

No man owns more of California than Hag- 
gin. and in a short time he will owna goodly 
portion of Kentucky. In the land of frd@its 
and flowers is the famous Rancho del so 
farm (ranch of the pass), a tract of nearly 
47.000 acres. Part of it lies near the short 
hills of the Sierra Nevada 
other section slopes into the American river, 
The writer of this article once started out 
from Sacramento at 5 a. m. with John 
Mackay, the manager of the ranch, and rode 
until 12 o’clock. And only a small portion 
of the ranch was visited. This seven hours 
of fast driving gives only a dim idea of the 
vastness of the place. 

Down in Kentucky ts his latest purchase— 


Elmendorf—the finest breeding farm in the | 


blue grass region. Elmendorf is considered 
a show place of that famous state. But 
great as it is it has not yet neached its own- 
er’s expectations, for he has been continually 
buying and adding ground to It. 7 


Has 850 Thoroughbreds. 


In Haggin’s paddocks roam nearly a thou- 
sand brood mares. Of this number 850 are 
thoroughbreds and the remainder trotting 
and draft matrons. Among them are some of 
the most cholcely bred mares of Europe and 
America. They represent the best blood lines 
of two continents. A number of them have 
foaled winners that secured in stakes and 
purchases $100,000 each. Many great race- 
horses have first seen the light of day on 
either of these two ranches. 

It can scarcely be said .with truth that 
horseracing or breeding of thoroughbreds fs 
a “.hobby ” with Haggin. He is not senti- 
mental: he is practical. He likes a goo@= 
horse, but never forgets his value. Like most 
men of large affairs, he keeps in close touch 
with his breeding establishments. He knows 
everything that takes place there to the 
smallest detail. 


Merde Study of Pedigrees, 


Much of Haggin’s success in breeding ts 
due to his knowledge of the successful blood 
ines of English and American thorough- 
breds. For years he has made the pedigrees 
of horses a study, and he knows today better, 
perhaps, than any other man in the country 
the best stallion to mate in order to have the 
progeny develop into a great racehorse. 

Money Is no object to. Haggin when he 
wishes to secure a stallion 0Pgreat quality. 
He brought Watercress and Goldfinch from 
England, the latter a relative in blood-to the 
great Orme, one of the most successful sires 
in the British isles. To:Austria he went for 
Sir Modred, Darabin, and Artillery—three 
stallions that have won great renown for the 
Rancho de! Paso stud. 

When Haggin is anxious to own a horse he 
will go to any extreme. Two years ago he 
wished to purchase Kinley Mack, winner of 
the Brighton and Suburban handicaps. He 
was also anxious to own Ben Holiday, the 
To obtain both 
he bought out the entire racing stable of 
Eastin & Arable for a large sum. 

It is not generally known that Haggin isa 
half owner of Nasturtium. When W. C. 
Whitney gave A. L. Aste $50,000 for the colt 
it was reported at the time that Haggin had 
a half interest in the youngster. Whitney 
was to have the running of Nasturtium, but 
as soon as his days on the turf were over the 
colt was to revert to Haggin. Nasturtium 
is now in the stud in Kentucky. 


Others Manage His Racers. 

Haggin owns many racehorses, but they do 
not all race in his name and colors. Heruns 
them on shares with numerous trainers, the 
most notable of whom are Green Morris and 
Ww. B. Jennings. Sydney Paget, the well 
known amatewr rider, also manages and 
races under his own name horses in which 
Hagegin is interested. At Sheepshead Bay the 
milliomaire has a brick stable which, for ap- 
pointments and construction, horsemen con- 
sider superior to W. C. Whitney's $20,000 sta- 
ble at Westbury. 

During fifteen years on the turf Haggin has 
had many high class racehorses, the most 
notable of which were Salvator, Firenzi, Ben 
Ali. Tyrant, Yum Yum, Watercolor, King 
Fox, and Waterboy. Of all these horses Ben 
Ali was his favorite. It was named after his 
son, whom he loved dearly. Ben Ali, by poor 
riding, lost several important races which he 
should have won. These defeats occasioned 
the deepest disappointment that Haggin has 
ever known. 

For several years Haggin refused to allow 
his horses to race over the Brooklyn Jockey 
club course. There had been trouble over 
some rough riding and a close finish in which 
his horses figured, and he thought that he 
had been harshly treated in certain decisions, 
He thereupon issued an order that no horse 
bearing his colors should race over that track 
again. This order was in effect for five years. 


Got Interested Once. 

The only time that Haggin has been known 
to show any feeling or interest in the regult 
of a contest was when Salvator beat Tenny 
in a match race at a mile and a quarter over 
the Coney Island Jockey club's track. Sal- 
vator had made al! the running to the stretch 
and when Tenny challenged with that ter- 
rific spurt for which he was famous, down 
the stretch both horses struggled. At the 
end Salvator was the winner by the margin 
of two inches. It was some time before the 
judges hung out their decision. 

Haggin, with his son Ben All, scanned the 
jockey board closely to see which number 
would be hoisted. When Saivator’s number 
went up he heaved a sigh, and, grasping 
his son’s arm, said: “ That was too close for 
comfort.” It was the only time on record 
when Haggin had been heard to express his 
opinion about a finish, and the only exhibi- 
tion of ** feeling " about any incident tn con- 
nection with horse 

A few years ago he married Miss Peer! 
Vorhees of Versailles. Ky., a kinswoman of 
his first wife. She is a beautiful woman, and 
is now about 30 years of age. 

A part of each year they live In the man- 
sion at Elmendorf. a house that cost. fitted 
up, nearly $1,500,000. 

Turns to Society. 

Since his last marriage this aged financier 
and horseman has paid much attention to so- 
ciety, and takes great interest in the enter- 
tainments given by his handsome wife. 

The dance that he gave to celebrate the 
compietion of his residence at Elmendorf cost 
many thousands of dollars, and marks an era 
in the social life of the blue grass. Lapses 
of time that before that occasion were reck- 
oned by some big event, Hike the guberna- 
torial election, have since been reckoned by 
the Haggin ball. The beauty and chivalry cf 
Kentucky had been gathered there to drink 
long life to the chief of Elmendorf in mint

It is idle to compare the running “‘ game” 
with trotting, for the reason that the former, 
ab initio, is a grab for money, and nowhere 
has this been better illustrated than in Chi- 
cago, while harness racing is universally 
conducted for the purpose of affording a 
clean and healthful pastime, and in almost 
every instance at a certain money loss to 
all hands who take partinit. The men who 
own the trotters and pacers are not profes- 
sional turfmen—not one of them. . On the 
contrary, almost without exception harness 
horses of the highest type are the property 
of men who have attained success and wealth 
in some legitimate business, who continue to 
pursue that business, and. who have their 
fast horses trained and raced simply for 
the pleasure of seeing them perform, ‘and 
with the foreknowledge that such pleasure ig 
to be had only *at considerable money ex- 
pense. 

Betting, big and little, is the beginning and 
end of the running turf. What this big 
gambler did, what.the *‘ pikers '’ were up to, 
and what the odds againstieach horse were 
are the salient points in a running race, no 
matter whether the event in hand be the 
American Derby or a selling race for maidens 
at Roby or Newport. 

The men who own the trotters and pacers 
can and do enjoy the use of those animals 
personally, both on the road and in matinée 
races between themselves and their friends 
and acquaintances. 

The runner is the most useless specimen of 
horseflesh in the world once his ability to 
perform creditably is gone, whereas the 
greatest value of the trotter comes from the 
use to which he may be put on the road when 
his racing days are ended. Some of the fast- 
est trotters—Lou Dillon is a case in point— 
have not been and will not be raced for 
money because the highest enjoyment of 
their owners lies either in driving them or in 
seeing their wonderful flights of speed in 
trials against time. Robert Bonner. who 
owned three world’s champion trotters in 
Dexter, Rarus, and Maud §., never permit- 
ted his horses to race for money, and Mr. 
Billings, who.owns more trotters and pacers 
with records better than 2:10 than were ever 
in the stable of any other man, told me when 
he first became prominent in harnegs racing 
that he should néver allow his horses to be 
contestants for purses. There are hundreds 
of men owning fast harness horses who feel 
the same way about the matter, and there 
are many others-who have their horses 
trafned and raced only that they may ac- 
quire records near their best speed and then 
be devoted to breeding or road use. 


Breeding Done at a Loss. 

The great farms where the harness horses 
,are bred are all run ata loss. The men who 
own them get their money back in the pleas- 
ure derived from experimenting with blood 
lines and seeing the produce of their mares 
grow up. When one of these men dies the 
horses are solid and other'men of ample 
means buy them. ‘Leland Stanford, Marcus 
Daly, William Corbitt,.and W.L: Spier were 
in this class, while C. J, Hamlin and dozens 
of others are living examples of the truth of 
the statement made. 

All over this country, from Maine to Loutfs- 
jana and from Massachusetts to Oregon, may 
be found farms where trotters and pacers 
are bred, and every. one of: them represents 
the hobby of a rich man. . With few excep- 
tions, August Belmont’s and W, C. Whitney’s 
being the most notable, farms where the run- 
ning horses are bred are conducted solely 
with a view to making money, and when it 
comes to racing their product there is no 
other thought but that of pulling down some 
big stakes with the accompanying wagers.

Mlibusters are described in the dictionary 
g “bands of men organized in disregard of 
pternational law for the purpose of invading 
and revolutionizing a foreign state.” Their 
enterprises when they meet with failure en- 
tall loss of life and of liberty as well as de- 
sunciation, even by their own countrymen, as 
acts of piracy, whereas when they happen to 
be crowned with success the leaders thereof 
are acclaimed as national heroes, and are 
glebrated as such in the annals of their 
pativeiand. Itis tothe spirit of adventure so 
strongly developed in the character of the 
English speaking races that must be ascribed 
the fact that the latter have from time im- 
memorial been conspicuously identified with 
yentures of this kind. American ‘filibusters 
have contributed in no small measure to the 
freedom of the republics of Central and South 
Ameriga from monarchical rule, as well as to 
the liberation of Cuba, while in the same 
way English filibusters have played a most 
ymportan: role in the foundation of that vast 
solonial empire which is the principal source 

of Great Britain’s grandeur and prosperity. 

Under the circumstances it will be well to 
felay for a time the expression of any definite 
pinion on the subject of Jacques Lebaudy’s 
action in establishing himself, with a large 
of. armed followers, elaborately 
quipped with repeating rifles and quick fir- 
ing ordmance, on the northwest coast of 
Africa, where he has taken forcible posses- 
sion Of a stretch of territory extending from 
Cape Bojador in the south to beyond Cape 
Juby in the north. 


“Empire Making”’ as Relief from Ennui. 


Jacques Lebaudy is a French multi-mil- 
lionaire, who owes his colossal wealth to the 
production and refinement of sugar, and 
who, having exhausted all the pleasure to be 
found in horse racing, automobiling, and 
aerial Havigation, is now seeking fresh ex- 
citement and relief from that ennui which is 
the bane of the rich man’s life by emulating 
the feats of the old time buccaneers, as Sir 
Walter Raleigh and Sitr’Francis Drake in 
times of old, and of Narcisso Lopez, pf Will- 
lam Wdlker, of Garibaldi, and Dr. Jameson 
in the nineteenth century. 

It remains to be seen whether his enter- 
prise will be successful or if he wiil be forced 
to withdraw either by the sultan of Morocco, 
whose dominions he has invaded, or by the 
French government, whose laws he has vio- 
lated.

Hero’s Laurels or Jail Sentence. 


. The Paris government has denied in the 
most positive fashion all knowledge and re- 
sponsibility with regard to the Lebaudy ex- 
pedition, and doubtless will be guided én its 
dealings with him by the success or failure 
of his negotiations with the sultan, and by 
the position assumed by England and Spain. 
That Lebaudy has been guilty of a violation 
of French law in invading with an armed 
expedition the dominions of a monarch with 
whom the French government is on terms of 
amity and peace cannot for one moment be 
denied. His punishment or reward will ba, 
determined by his ultimate victory or defeat. 
Had Dr. Jameson, Col. Frank Rhodes, Sir 
John Willoughby, and the other leaders of 
the inglorious Transvaal raid been success- 
ful in overthrowing the Boer government

British Free Traders Explain the Tariff 
Situation That Is Interesting 
All England.

LONDON, July 18.~The production of the 

official cerrespondence. between the British 
and German governments on the subject of 
the German and Canadian tariffs cuts the 
ground from under Chamberlain's feet. The 
colonial secretary, who three years ago de- 
clared it was impossible to imagine any seri- 
ous differences arising between Germany and 
ourselves, now relies for the furtherance of 
his new schemes upon exciting prejudice and 
hatred against the German people. 

His chief instrument for this amiable pur- 
pose has been the supposed action of Ger- 
many in penalizing, or, to use plain ‘English,, 
punishing, Canada for giving preferential 
treatment to goods of other countries. 


History of the Facts. 


What are the facts? In May, 1865, when 
Lord Palmerstone was prime minister and 
Lord Russell foreign secretary, a commer- 
cial treaty was ratified between Great Brit- 
ain and the German Zolverein—there was 
then no German empire—by which each 
power undertook to give the other the treat- 
ment of the most favored natfon. 

If Premier Balfour's theorigs were sound 
this treaty would have been impossible, for 
since 1860 we have had nothi g to give and 
could only receive. It was, wever, con- 
cluded and lasted for thirty-two years. It 
was binding upon all British colonies, which 
were thus regarded as integral parts of the 

mpire.

Dominion Officials Declare the 
Rev. Barr Acted Under False 
Pretenses in Dealings. 


Ottawa, Ont., July 16.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.J—The scandals in connection 
with the Barr colony of Englishmen settled 
in the northwest have become so serious that 
the immigrants, who are from a most law 
abiding class, Have actually threatened to 
lynch the Rev. Mr. Barr, the promoter, of 
the colony. 

The matter was brought up in parliament 
this week, and R. L. Borden, leader of the 
opposition, declares there has been “a great 
deal of seandal”’ in the management of the 
colony's affairs,

had been “ something worse than gross mis- 
mahagement in certain financial dealings ” 
in connection with the colony. 


Government Held Responsible. 


The matter was brought up in the house of 
commons, and much hot temper was dis- 
played on both sides. The alleged ‘* scandals ”’ 
and “‘ gross mismanagement and worse "’ are 
connected with the reservations of land for 
the immigrants, the payment of commissions 
to the Rev. Mr. Barr, and other acts, making 
the government, as contended by the opposi- 
tion, directly responsible for the conduct of 
Mr. Barr as an agent.

McVeity made an interesting statement. He 
sald: 
‘A large number of the Chinamen in Ot- 
tawa have become Christians and are adopt- 
ing the customs of this country, and men 
like Lee Hugh are sent out by this powerful 
society, who go abroad threatening the 
Christians. So great is the dread of the 
highbinders that Lung Set has closed his 
place of business and run away. The so- 
ciety Is fifty or sixty strong in Ottawa. It 
was not of Lee Hung that the threatened 
Ottawa Chinese were afraid, becahse Lee 
Hung might never act. They were afraid 
of the secret organization. for they knew not 
when the blow would fall nor from what 
quarter.. A Chinaman was killed in Corn- 
wall a few days ago, and, it was believed, by 
this society.”

It is estimated that the national revenue 
of Canada for the fiscal year ending June 30 
will exceed ordinary expenditures by $14,- 
000,000.

A SHERIFF PLEADING FOR A CROOK. 

“ Eddie” Hall for fifteen years has been 
known to the police as one of the smoothest 
confidence operators in Chicago. “ He 
was,” says a high police official, “ an adept. 
at working countrymen. He used the ‘ tun- 
nel caving’ game, the lake front explosion, 
and all sorts of things to get the unwary into 
his clutches.”” For fifteen years he has been 
troubling the north side police, and until a 
year ago their efforts to put him in the peni- 
tentiary were futile. He knew more about 
getting ironclad alibis than any crook in 
Chicago, and when his victims made too 
much of a fuss he usually “ squared it” 
with them. Then their memories became 
treacherous; they could not identify him 
positively; they were not sure of the place 
or the time, and the prosecution could not | 
make out a case on which to convict. 

Finally, however, one pertinacious old 
farmer who fell into “ Eddie’s” hands 
would not be “equared.”” Eddie was sent 
to Jollet, and has now been there for eleven 
months. He is serving an indeterminate 
sentence. 

To the astonishment of the community 
it has been learned that Sheriff Barrett is 
asking the board of pardons to release 
*“ Eddie” Hall, because he has had a govud 
record in prison and has a wife and two 
children. These are the reasons the sheriff 
gives, but “ Eddie” Hall is also a petty 
politician of some influence among a dis- 
reputable class of voters, and it is the opin- 
ion of many unprejudiced individuals that 
it is the politician, rather than the hus- 
band and the father, whom Sheriff Barrett 
wishes to get out of the penitentiary, where 
his political value is nil. 

It may be that these individuals are mis- 
taken and that the sheriff really believes an 
incorrigible crook has had a change of 
heart and will lead a virtuous life if re- 
leased. It is to be hoped that the board of 
pardons will not be the victim of such a 
delusion and that it will keep in prison until 
his term expires the notorious confidence 
operator who has given the police so much 
trouble. 

The spectacle of the sheriff of Cook coun- 
ty pleading for the release of such a man 
as “Eddie” Hall is not an edifying one, 
If he had gone to Springfield on that er- 
rand before he was elected he would not 
have received so many votes as he did. 


THOSE REUNION COMMITTEES. 
The rapprochement between the Presby-

There was no doubt that a committee on 
reunion would be appointed and there was 
no doubt that reunion with the Presbyteri- 
an Church North was the only possible re- 
union. Nevertheless, because of the strong 
southern feeling of some members, it was 
necessary to appoint a committee under 
geheral and indefinite instructions to see 
if something could not be done about some 
kind of reunion with somebody. 

Now, therefore, both the Presbyterian 
church and the Cumberland Presbyterian 
church have reunion committees, which 
constructively are wandering about the 
country trying to find somebody to talk reun- 
ion to. Pretty soon they will happen to stum- 
ble upon one another and then negotiations 
will begin. But, of course, they are not 
making advances to each other. Nothing 
so blunt ‘as that would be tolerated by the 
general assembly of either church. 


GIVING THE MOTHERS AN OUTING 

The Volunteers of America have estab- 
lished at Benton Harbor, Mich., a fresh air 
eamp for the slum children of Chicago. 
What is more interesting abut this partic- 
ular fresh air camp is that it wili entertain 
as well as poor children their poor mothers. | 
Each mother and her chi'dren will be given 
from ten days to two weeks outing. 

Sages say that poor people are happier 
than rich people. Perhaps that is true. 
But slum people—those who are not merely 
poor. but poverty stricken, who are in want 
for food, clothes, shelter, and even fresh 
air—are not happy. There is a difference 
between being poor and poverty stricken. 
No class of the poverty stricken are happy. 
And the unhappiest of them are the mothers. 

They 
escape the monotony of their homes during 
the day. When they get money most of 
them go to the corner saloon and meet their 
friends. They behave in a way more con- 
vivial than discreet. One says: “ Poor 
devil; can you blame him? He has mighty 
little fun.” Truly tt is hard to blame him.

THE REIGN. OF NOISE. 
Babel cannot be quieted in a day. 
About a month ago the Chicago city coun- 
cil listened to an anti-noise resobstion in- 
troduced by Ald. Eidmann. This resolution 
declared that part of the noise made by the 
Union Loop trains was unnecessary, ex- 
cessive, injurious, undesirable, and prevent- 
able. Therefore, continued the resolution, 
the Union Loop company should be ordered 
to reduce its noise to reasonable proportions.

JAMES M’NEILL WHISTLER. 

James McNeill ‘Whistler, the painter and 
etcher, who has passed away so suddenly, 
was a true cosmopolitan. He was born of 
American parents in St. Petersburg. He 
pursued his early studies in this country 
and ip bis youth was in the government 
service. Then he went abroad, and there 
he has continuously worked with the bfush 
and the etching needle more than forty 
years, making his home in Venice, in Rome, 
in Paris, in London, as his roving fancy 
dictated, but loving his favorite Chelsea 
on the Thames most of al] places. 

As a painter the place of Whistler has 
yet to be determined. His work on can- 
vass has either been menaced or been 
prejudiced by his extraorginary individual- 
ity. He knew “the gentle art of making 
enemies to perfection. His conceit, which 
was the conceit of genius, his defiang of 
every art conventionality and precedent, 
his originality, his brilliant wit and biting 
sarcasm so impressed themselves upon ar- 
tists, crities, and connoisseurs as to cloud 
their judgment and warp their opinions, 
but now that he is dead and his aggressive 
individuality no longer imposes itself, un- 
doubtedly clearer judgments will be made 
and his place as a painter will be definitely 
assigned, It will not be surprising, when 
the final verdict is made up, if it shall pro- 
‘nounce him one of the greatest artists of 
his time and the one who dominated con- 
temporary art as thoroughly as Wagner, 
with his music dramas, dominated his art, 

When it comes to etching, however, there 
is no question about Whistler’s place. He 
stands at the head, the Rembranit of his 
period, and at the head even among 
such contemporaries as Seymour, Haden, 
Jacques, Jacquemont, Buhot, Lalanne, Hel- 
leu, Legros, Pennell, and other masters of 
the needle. Whistler’s and Haden’s etch- 
ings are already classics. Now that Whis- 
tler is dead and Haden has ceased etching 
their plates must greatiy increase in value. 
They are already growing scarce. It is 
now difficult to make a complete set” of 
Whistler’s French, Venetian, Thames, and 
portrait etchings, but he who has them has 
the flower of the etcher’s art. In origi- 
nality, freshness, vivacity, beauty of im- 
pression, and delicacy of method they stand 
supreme. It was not only in the lines of 
architecture of which he was so fond that 
he succeeded but in the lines of humanity 
also. It is not often that persons appear 
in his etchings, except the superb portrait 
work, like his mother and the Leylands, 
but when they do they are-alive and thor- 
oughly characteristic. He looked upon 
everything with the poetic eye; see his noe- 
turnes. He invested the most ordinary, 
the meanest, and most squalid things with 
a charm, and yet they were not exaggerated 
iuto things of beauty. See the Chelsea 
shop fronts and the Thames docks, among 
them the marvelous Black Lion wharf. 
He cared little for the domes and campan- 
iles of Venice; but see the odd nooks and 
the quaint arches and doorways he found 
along the canals. Nature did not strongly 
appeal to him. He was absorbed in art 
and in art he was a law unto himself, His 
first work in etching was a plate he made 
for the United States coast survey in 1857, 
when he was in the public service. It is 
a rude impression compared with “ Black 
Lion Wharf,” “ The Garden and the Ral- 
cony” in the Venetian sect, “The West- 
minster Bridge,” or that extraordiuary re- 
production of that extraordinary portrait 
of his mother now in the Luxembourg 
which to many will appear as the crown 
of his etching achievements. Whatever 
he did, whether with his brush, his needle, 
or his pen, he did with consummate skill. 
The world of art has lost one of its great 
masters.

Browning has always 
been criticised by literary people for his 
dining out habits and his general fondness 
for social superficialities. Of course, writes 
Mr. Chesterton, society is superficial, “ but 
it Is only superficial people who object to 
the superficial.” ‘' To the man who sees the 
marvelousness of all things the surface of 
life is fully as strange and magical as its 
interior; clearness and plainness of life is 
fully as mysterious as its mysteries. The 
young man In evening dress, pulling on his 
gloves, is quite as elemental a figure as any 
anchorite, quite as incomprehensible, and, 
indeed, quite as alarming.’’ Not one of the 
literary people who condemn Browning's 
frivolities would have been shocked, says 
the biographer, if the poet's love of humanity 
had led him into a gambling hell In the wild 
west or a low tavern in Paris, but “ it seems 
to be tacitly assumed that fashionable peo- 
ple are not human at all.” Humanitarians 
of a dogmatic and material type look for hu- 
manity in remote places, says the writer, but 
humanitarians of the highest type, the great 
poets and philosophers, do not look for hu- 
manity at all. “ For them alone among all 
men the nearest drawing room is full of hu- 
manity, and even their own, families are 
human. Shakespeare ended his life by buying 
a house in his own native town and talking 
to the townsmen.”’ On this high ground it 
will not do to use the term “ society people ” 
in a spirit of condemnation, for these seem- 
ingly shallow individuals may really be the 
deepest of humanitarians. But the trouble

THE SOUL’S RETURN, 

I will arise and go to my father.—Luke xv., 18. 

The sweetest of stories told in any tongue 
among men is this beautiful parable of the 
prodigal son. Everywhere is it attentively 
heard. Simple even to plainness,told ten 
thousand times, it never loses its marvel- 
ous charm, 

What is perhaps most wonderful about 
it is that while the quiet of the wanderer is 
never for a moment hidden, while his trans- 
gression is set before us in characters so 
distinct as never to be mistaken, we do not 
for a moment lose our sympathy for the 
wanderer himself. ‘So the Master wished 
it. For so he opens the inexhaustible foun- 


, tains of the divine love to our vision; so he 


shews us how he receives sinners and eats 
with them; how he welcomes the guilty to the 
feast of his love and rejoices over them as a 
father over a child that was lost. 

And yet this sympathy turns altogether 
upon the incident to which this scripture di- 
rects us. Let the narrative have another 
termination and our pity turns to disgust. 
* But he was besotted and re- 
joiced in the husks with the swine; he longed 
not for his father’s home; he ignored its 
plenty and died in his wretchedness."”"” We 
should then say: ‘“ Miserable brute, he lived 
and died as he deserved.”’ 

In the strange land to which we have come, 
whether our feet go into flower gardens or 
deserts, we are apt to lose knowledge of the 
fatherhood that is over us. The material ad- 
vantages of the world, all its profits, honors, 
and emoluments, can never satisfy the high- 
est aspirations of the human soul. We want 
something more enduring and profound. Nor 
will art, literature, or sentiment satisfy the 
craving. Not anything that exhausts itself 
in the realm of the intellect or the emotions 
alone responds to the soul's highest aspira- 
tions. The leverage by which it is to be 
lifted must be outside itself. It wants God. 

The burden of sorrow, care, and anxiety 
that oppresses us requires a higher ministry 
than this “strange land” affords. Its 
comforts are but “ husks." Many a business 
man who reads these words today shudders 
as he recollects that the Sunday rest ifs 
already half gone and that tomorrow he must 
resume the grind of yesterday and take up 
the agonies that had only been laid aside 
during his resting spell. The mother who 
left the body of her child In the cemetery a 
few days ago is not relieved by the thought 
that she shares only the common lot of 
mortals. A tenderer hand than that of 
philosophy is needed to stay the rush of her 
tears. | 

No, it Is not satisfying, this “‘ far country.”’ 
Many of its gifts are high and noble, indeed 
they are all of them of the father’s bestowal 
—we must not forget this when we are 
tempted to belittle the world’s favors—but 
they are only the media and not the sub- 
stance of a divine affection. We need to 
get beyond and above them all to the peren- 
nial fountain from which all § beneficence 
flows if the soul is to be satisfied with per- 
fect refreshment. “I will arise and go to 
my father.’ Let every reader of this morn- 
ing’s TRIBUNE say this to hisown soul today. 
Beyond and above all songs and psalms, be- 
yond and above all rites and ceremonies to 
the loving heart of the father! 

There is no room for doubt as to my wel- 
come, for his arms are always open to receive 
his sorrowing, suffering, penitent children. 
They are his own. He gives them a peace 
which this world can neither bestow nor 
despoil. | 

My father! When every soul shall come 
to the sense of proprietorship which this 
pronoun suggests, then shall men cease to 
tremble before an awful tyrant, and that 
sense of despair which accompanies the idea 
of an impersonal or absent power that is 
above us perishes. The vague yearning that 
had its birth in our early childhood when at 
a mother’s knee we learned to say “* Our 
father, which art in heaven,” finds a higher 
realization than was’ then possible to our 
dreams, for the heavenly gates have opened 
and the father has come down to meet his 
returning child in an ineffable ministry of 
comfort, peace, and love. * 


Noise on the “ L.”’ 
[From the Boston Advertiser. ] 

Few people realize the success with which 
the officials of the Boston ‘*‘L”’ are steadily, 
if slowly, reducing to a minimum the noise 
which is made necessary to a greater or less 
extent by the operation of its overhead cars. 
Experts who have studied the matter are 
inclined to believe that since the ‘“‘L” was 
opened, two. years ago, noise has been re- 
duced 25 per cent. Few railway systems in 
the country have given so much study to the 
noise question as has the “ L,”’ and no road 
is reaching such effective devices as it Is 
planning for the elimination of noise, so far 
as the elimination of noise is possible and 
practicable. 

Of course, the fact that real estate owners 
have claimed that their property along the 
route of the road was depreciated in value by 
the noise and that suits aggregating large 
sums have been brought against the road to 
secure damages for this depreciation has 
been an incentive in applying every effort to 
solve the noise problem. Among the more 
important methods which have contributed 
to the reduction of sound is the use of a 
leather link to connect the contact shoe with 
the car. This little leather link on the con- 
tact shoe (which few people would notice if 
they had not known previously af its exist- 
ence) is a great noise eliminator afid has con- 
tributed markedly to the deadening of the 
roar and the din of the moving wheels. 

Another method which has been equally, if 
not more, effective as a factor in the noise 
problem is a periodjcal grinding of the rims 
of the car whéels tO remove the small, flat 
surfaces which are developed as the car 
makes the turn around the curves. It Is 
amazing, so the officials have found, how 
much noise the flat surface on @ car wheel 
rim makes possible. Both methods now eim- 
ployed are the result practically of the * L’s *’ 
own investigation on the subject.

In Paris alone there are twenty classes for the teaching of- Esperanto, 
and no class has less than 100 students. In many of the schools of France 
and Sweden it is a special subject. Upwards of a dozen journals in the 
language are published in France, Germany, Sweden, Holland, Bulgaria, 
Russia, Canada, and elsewhere. How has Esperanto accomplished all this? 

Before these questions can be answered we must first of all see what 
are, or what should be, the dominant characteristics of a language which 
assumes the réle of internationality. 1 will put them briefly: 

1. Its alphabet must be such that the pronunciation of the letters come 
naturally to all peoples. — 

2. It must be a phonetic language—that is, there must be no silent 
letters, and each letter must have one immutable sound—one letter, one 
sound, always ahd everywhere. 

4. Its grammar must be simple, there must be no exceptions, no irreg- 
ular verbs nor irregular plurals. | 

4. As far as possible its vocabulary should consist of words familiar 
to the people of different nations. The greatest good of the greatest num- 
ber should be the principle of sefection. | 

5. It should be a language, not for the savant nor the man of letters 


when we come to know enough about it, molecular chemistry may turn out 
to be only a kind of astronomy, concerned like that queen of sciences with 
the motions of suns and planets and the evolution or decay of stellar sys- 
tems, It is not easy to make the possibility of this clear to the unscientific 
mind, but the attempt is worth while, though of course it must be under- 
stood that the whole thing is at present only a “ working hypothesis ”"—in 
other words, the most plausible and convenient representation of a re- 
markable series of facts. | 

Dalton’s original atomic theory, which has been used by chemists for 
the last century as a similarly convenient representation of the facts hither- 
to noticed, was based upon observation of the way in which various so- 
called elements combined with one another. It was found that they always 
did so in definite proportions. 

From this great fact Dalton deduced his famous law of combining 
weights and his still more famous atomic theory. This assumes that the 
reason why two or more elements always combine in the same proportions 


is that they consist of atoms—things which can no longer be divided—each 


of which is supposed to be exactly like all the other atoms of the same sub- 
stance, and to have a constant definite weight. 

It was a good enough thevry for chemists to work with, and has served 
their purpose for a century. Now various trains of reasoning, depending 
mostly upon the study of electricity, have led us a step further, and we are 


‘told that we must no longer regard the atom as the ultimate basis of

A few years ago I met a gentleman who told me that he was one of 
a party that went to the front after the terrible Minnesota massacres of 
1862. There was no fighting, the Indians having retired, and the party 
devoted itself to burying the dead and relieving the necessities of those 
whites who, hiding in thickets and ravines, had escaped the fury of the 
savages. He said that no words could express the horror of the scenes 
‘that must have been enacted. Scalped and mutilated corpses of men and 
women, and of babes whose brains had been beaten out against walls or 
trees, were collected and buried. They found at one farm house the 
scalped and mutilated body of an old man lying on the floor of the living 
room, On the floor of an #djoinipg bedroom the corpse of an old woman 
was found in the same condition. On going into another bedroom a most 
pitiable, sickening sight met their eyes. Three young girls, the eldest about 
20, the youngest not more than 14, scalped' and terribly mutilated, were 
hanging against the walls by large nails driven through the palms of the 
outstretched hands. The youngest had been dead some time; another died 
almost immediately after being taken down; the third lived for a day or 
two and gave some. account of the massacre. The ringleader of the out- 
rage was well known to the family and had always been regarded as a 
special friend. He had often taken meals with them, and on the morning 
of the massacre he and two or three others came in, friendly as usual, 
shook hands all reund, and asked for something to eat. A few moments 
after, this friend siddenly drew his tomahawk and crushed in the skull of 
the father.

only; it must be equally adapted for commerce, literature, art, science, 
for the purpose of every day correspondence, and as an easy and simple 
means of conversation. 

Esperanto has succeeded because it fulfills in the most plenary manner 
all these essentials. Its alphabet does not present a shadow of difficulty 
to the student, no matter what nation he hails from. The Englishman 
the I'renghman, the Russian, the Laplander, the Czech, and the Japanese 
can master and pronounce every letter right off at one reading. The 
language is essentially phonetic; it is written as read, and read as it is 
written. Its grammar I can dismiss in a word. Give me a class of 
board school boys—say in the sixth standard—and I guarantee to teach 
them the grammar in one hour. In Esperanto there is no such thing as an 
irregular verb, nor an irregular plural. Nor is there a single exception 
to any rule from beginning to end. 

Its vocabulary consists of words for the most part familiar to the man 
of average education. An Englishman knows at the outset fully 50 per 
cent of the words, and if he has a moderate knowledge of either Latin, 
French, Spanish, or Italian he knows over 80 per cent of them.’ The 
language consists of about 1,000 root words, by means of these and wih 
the help of thirty prefixes and affixes, every idea can be fully and logically 
expressed. Of these root words one-third are identica] with corresponding 
English words, one-third are easily recognizable from English synonyms, 
thus leaving only one-third to be memorized by the student. :

Indeed, it is an atom no longer—not a single indivisible unit, but a con- 
geries of moving and warring bodies. The existence of bodies smaller than 
atoms—corpuscles, or ions, or whatever they are to be called—has long been 
suspected. BWxcessively small as the atom is, We can measure its approxi- 
mate size by mathematical reasoning from observed facts, chiefly connected 
with the action of light and other forms of radiation. Now some recent 
researches.on obscure forms of radiation, such as that which led to the dis- 
covery of radium and its remarkable properties, have indicated the neces- 
sary existence of bodies that must be far smaller than the atom can be. 

Further, a remarkable assumption has been made with regard to the 
nature of electricity. It is now becoming exceedingly probable that the 
‘troublesome question, “ What is electricity?” will be answered by saying 
that it is matter, or that matter is electricity—or, rather, that the two con- 
cepts which bear these names are but manifestations of the same rootstuff 
in different conditions. . 

The important property which matter and electricity have in common is 
that of inertia—the power, that is, of persevering in a state of motion until 
some external force comes in to change it—and it is simpler to suppose that 
the common property is due to the community of nature than to hold that 
so inexplicable a property should have been independently developed by 
two distinct substances.

I have been a student of it now 
for the last six ‘months, and every day I am more and more convinced of the 
simpli¢ity and the beauty of the language. 

Perhaps I cannot do better than conclude this 
article by quoting once more the words of Tolstoi: 

“TIT have often thought that there is no more: 
Christian science than the study of languages, that 
stugly which permits of our communicating and ally- 
ing ourselves with an incalculable number of our 
fellow-men, and I have often remarked how people 
bear themselves as enemies to one another solely 
because they have no means of intercommunication. 
The study of Esperanto, then, and its diffusion, is 
assuredly a Christian work, a work which hastens 
the coming of the kingdom of God, the main—in- 
deed, only—aim of human life.”

Oliver Lodge suggests that the typical atom may be similar to a stéllar 
system, consisting of a definite number of these electrons moving in rapid 
orbits just as the planets move round the -un—though no atom is likely to 
be so simple as our puny system. The simplest atom, that of hydrogen, 
is believed to consist of about 700 electrons in regular orbital motion, under 
laws ¢losely akin to those which keep the earth in its cgurse round the sun. 

The electrons are assumed to be all exactly alike, so that an oxygen 
atom would consist of sixteen times as many, a gold atom of 196 times as 
many, and so forth. The chief fascination of this theory, to an outsider, 
lies in its reduction of all matter to modifications of one original substance 
—probably the same as what we call electricity, 
which in its turn may be explained by such a theory 
as that epoch making speculation of Prof. Osborne 
Reynolds. If that is so, the old alchemists were 
right after all, and there is no reason in the nature 
of things why we should not one day transmute 
lead into gold by a suitable arrangement of its elec- 
trons. 

That, of course, is a mere dream. We may know 
all about the starry dance of the electrons without 
being able to interfere with their motions. At 
present .the theory is merely in the inchoate 
stage, and it will need much experiment and the 
powers of our greatest mathematicians.

CORN WILL GO HIGHER 


Natural Conditions Justify Higher 
Prices Than Present Quotations. 


Farmers This Season Will Be Slow to 


Release Their Reserve Supply of Corn. 


GOVERNMENT REPORT 18 BUDLISH. 
The situation in the corn market is worthy 
the careful consideration of any one. Corn, 
being the most valuable American crop, 
plays an important part in the welfare of not 
only this country but the workd at large. 
America produces more corn than any other 
country, and the condition of the crop here 
at home can, therefore, be taken as a basis 
upon which to judge the entire world’s sup- 
ply of corn.

Near Salina last week two ne- 
groes auctioned themselves off and brought 
$3.50 a day each. This included keep, and 
three weeks’ work. One negro brought $6a 
day at Russell. He declared he could do a 
certain amount of work, and was hired on 
that basis by the farmer. 

One feature of the labor question in har- 
Vest time for which he was not prepared 
was met by an eastern capitalist who came 
to Kansas to have the wheat cut on his big 
farm. He thought it would be fine to watch 
over the cutting himself, and donned western 
clothes—or garments which he took to be 
western—and went out with the men. When 
Saturday night came he was ready to pay off 


and had his check book with him. To each 


‘of the men as he came up was handed the 
biue slip of paper calling for $12. One of the 
men, who had come from a manufacturing 
town in Indiana, looked quizzically at the 
check and then asked: ‘“*‘ Where do wé cash 
in?” “At the bank,’’ said the manager. 
“But who will identify us at the bank?’ 
asked the man. The owner of the farm saw 
the point, and took up the checks after send- 
ing to the bank for the cash. 


$50,000 a Day for Outside Help. 


It is this condition that makes the bank of 
the wheat beit gather in a large amount of 
currency for the harvest time. It is needed 
to pay the hundreds of men who come to 
work in the fields and must have the actual 
cash for their work. It is estimated that 
Kansas alone has had 25,000 men from the 
east. That means $0,000 a day at least,.for 
none get less than $2 a day. The harvest 
lasts two to three weeks, so that anywhere 
from $600,000 to $1,000,000 is paid out to help 
from the east for work in the field. 

Not all of it is taken east, however. The 
laborers find their clothes are quickly worn 
out, and they spend freely at the Kansas 
Sires in getting new outfits. At the coun- 
try postoffices Saturday nights long lines of 
laborers gather and buy money orders to 
end home a part of their earnings. Proba- 
bly one-third of all the money earned by 
the laborers from out of the state is thus 
Sent east. Another third remains in the 
Meality in which they labor, and the re- 
Mainder is taken with them, most of it to 
Mspent before they get back to their homes. 
His a curtous fact that while all the wheat 
feild laborers appear to be of the commonest 
kind there are among them many who are 
Well able to remain in town, but who come 
ut for health or love of adventure.

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| SCENES ON KANSAS FARMS WHERE HEROIC EFFORTS ARE BEING 


MADE TO HARVEST RECORD BREAKING CROP | 


DAVY JOHNSON, PLUNGER, 
IS ONCE MORE PENNILESS. 


Accepts His Circumstances with a Smil- 
ing Face, Happy in the Thought That 
from Some One He Will Get a Stake. 


New York, July 18.—The man who fn the 
course of his life makes and loses a fortune 
is considered remarkable. The life of Davy 
Johnson, betting man, is a crowd’of such in- 
cidents. Tall, debonair, aristocratic, John- 
s0n is clothed always in fashion, and his 
handsome, clear skinned. boyish face is for- 
éver serene and smiling, whether the toss of 
a coin or the pace of a horse has won or lost 
for him thousands of dollars. 

Word was passed swiftly yesterday in the 
poolrooms and luxurious gambling parlors 
that Davy Johnson has “ gone broke ”’ again. 
Admitting the truth of the report, Johnson 
was a Smiling figure in the Broadway resorts 
last night. 

To have been able to sign one’s check for 
$100,000 and not have a penny a week after 
might mean suicide to some men—to the man 
who had plodded and amassed a fortune dol- 
lar by dollar. But to Davy Johnson it means 
little more than a passing of a day. He has 
faced such crises before. 

Identically the same word that is Passing 
now went around two years ago— Davy 
Johnson is broke.” Then he was worse than 
*“broke.”” With a hundred bookmakers of 
the Metropolitan Turf association he had 
made bets and he had not the money to pay 
them. Conservatively he owed $60,000, 
From somewhere he got a“ stake.” Thatis, 
somebody having faith in his ability to re- 
coup gave him a new start. Then one day 
he passed from one to the other of the book- 
makers with the query: 

“iiow much, old man; do I owe?’ and 
—erne out the cash he settled for every 
cent. 

During the last Sheepshead and the pres- 
ent Brighton meeting no less than $125,000 
has been taken from Johnson by the book- 
makers. 


LONDON STRIKES OF A YEAR. 


Labor Disputes Show a Considerable 
Decrease from Preceding 
Four Years. 


IONDON, July 18.—The annual report on 
strikes and lockouts in 1902, which recently 
issued, shows that the number of separate 
labor disputes arising in 1902 was less than 
in any of the preceding four years, 1898-1901, 
but the number of workpeople affected was 
larger than in any of those years. The best 
statistical comparison is, however, the ag- 
gregate duration—i. e., duration in working 
days multiplied by numbers involved. Tested 
in this manner, the year 1902 was less af- 
fected by labor disputes than 1901, and was 
well below the average of the previous four 
years. This will be seen from the follow- 
ing comparative summary table, which also 
shows the total duration of all the disputes 
in progress during each year.

It will be seen that the number of disputes, 
which had shown a tendency to decrease in 
the previous two years, reached a low figure 
in 1902, being nearly one-third less than in 
1901. The number of work people involved, 
which had remained at about the same level 
for the previous three years, shows a large 
increase in 1902. This is due entirely to a 
dispute involving the cessation of work by 
over 16,000 pit lads in the federated area, 


Questions of remuneration were, as usual, 
ithe most frequent causes of disputes, though 
the preponderance of wages disputes was less 
marked in 1902 thanin any of the other years 
shown in the abovetable. Thus, of the total 
of 442 disputes of 1902, 267, or 60 per cent, 
arose under this head; but these embraced 
only 48.6 per cent of persons directly con- 
cerned, as against 52.7 per cent In 1901 and 
61.4 per cent In 1900. 

The number of workpeople directly engaged 
in disputes in which they were successful 
(36,917) was larger than the number of those 
engaged in disputes in which they were en- 
tirely/ unsuccessful (35,515), while the num- 
ber directly affected by disputes which re- 
sulted in compromise (41,645) was larger 
tham under either of the other two heads, 
the pfoportion of werkpeople involved in 
disputes which were settled on terms not 
equivalent to a decisive victory for either 
side being specially high (21,739 out of 26,- 
0353. or 83.44 per cent) in the case of those in 
which resistance was offered to a proposed 
reduction of wages. 

The various permanent boards of concilia- 
tian and arbitration are known to have set- 
tled 678 cases during the year, in nine only 
of which had a stoppage of work taken place.

FOUR HUNDRED BUILDINGS 


Pennsylvania Railroad Destroys Four 
Blocks of Structures That It Mey 
Build Largest Terminal in the World. 


New York, July 18.—It ts paradoxical that 
real estate on which are millions of dollars’ 


hundreds of thousands of dollars are paid to 
remove the improvements. This is the case 
in regard to the four blocks of ground in 
this city, between Thirty-first and Thirty- 
second streets and Seventh and Ninth ave- 
nues, where the Pennsylvania railroad com- 
pany is now preparing to erect its metro- 
politan terminal, which is to be the largest 


-and most tomplete railway station in the 


world. 

In the case of the improvement being made 
by the Pennsylvania company 400 buildings 
have to disappear to make room for one. 

The work of destruction is well under way, 
twenty-nine bulldings now being down. 

According to Mr. Southard’s estimate, it 
will be about a year before the entire 400 
buildings will be removed and the ground be 


then three years more must pass before the 
great terminal will be ready for travel, with 
a capacity of handling 200,000 passengers 
daily, after an expenditure of $60,000,000 for 
the entire work. According to Mr. Southard’s 
estimate, these buildings now being razed 
are worth about $4,000,000. 

The tearing down of the buildings brings 
the engineers who have the great task in 
hand only to the ground, and that is not half 
of the distance they have to go. They must 
go forty feet below that. About 950,000 


moved to get down to the level where the 
multitude of tracks will be laid to finally join 
in the lines of rails that will run through 
the tunnels under the two rivers.

Tall, 
slender, of pleasing address, and groomed 
always in the best of taste, Abbott easily 
succeeded in making friends and in inspiring 
confidence as to his financial ability. 
However, he spent -most of his time with 
Woodard and his wife until that gentleman 
left the hotel in the middle of June. There- 
after the young Englishman seught his di- 
version in the society of the gayest of the 
loiterers along the primrose path. He was 
to be seen frequently in the companionship 
of men whose sporting proclivities were pro- 
claimed by the clothes they wore.

Dr. R. H. McDonald, Whose Administra- 
tion Precipitated Failure of Two In- 
stitutions, Passes Away at Montreal. 


Montreal, Que., July 18.—Dr. R. H. McDon- 
ald, formerly president of the Pacific bank in 
San Francisco, the failure of which in 1893 
caused widespread panic and resulted in sen- 
sational charages against its president,is dead 
in this city at an advanced age. It is said 
that worry over his involved estate and the 
many suits pending against him as the result 
of the failure of the bank of which he was the 
_head hastened his end. 

The death of Dr. McDonald recalls the sen- 
Sational incidents surrounding the failure 
of the Pacific bank and the People’s Home 
Savings bank in’‘this city in 1893. The crash 
of these two concerns and the resulting dis- 
closures of wholesale fraud involving Dr.

PENSION OFFICE BURDENS. 


Question of Superannuation of Clerks 
. May Hasten Civil Service Pen- 
sion System. . 


Washington, D. C., July 18:—Commissioner 
Ware will probably apply to congress &t ite 
next session for an increased appropriation 
for clerk hire or some other means of reliev- 
ing the pension office staff of its present 
burden of superannuation. Among the data 
which he has been collecting in connection 
with the winding up of the affairs of his 
bureau for the fiscal *year just ended is a 
schedule showing the ages of the clerks, and 
it has resulted in the discomforting discovery 
that by far the largér part of them are more 
than 50 years of age—ten years, at least, past 
the age of best activity for such tasks as 
they have to perform. 

Some of the old men are well preserved, and 
sti capable of doing good service for seven 
hours a day. But each of the last two or 
three fiscal years has seen 10 per cent of the 
force drop into the group that have to be 
practically retired. 

Meanwhile congress is heaping up. duties 
for the office staff. Three measures recently 
passed, have contributed each its large share 
to an issue of some 13,600 new certificates 
during the year..-A constant increase of 
work, to be done by a constantly decreasing 
number of clerks, presents a serious prob- 
lem for the lawmakers to solve. Either the 
roll of employés must be increased or there 
must be created a ‘‘ retired list ’’—the civil 
pension system which has been long threat- 
ened and vigorously resisted. It may be 
that the pension office, the institution which 
has received most attention from congress 
during the last twenty years of legisiation, 
will be the scene of the first establishment 
of some such superannuation plan as has 
been advocated by ex-Commissioner Foulke 
or a few other civil service reformers.

SUMMER RESORT BUSINESS UNUS-' 
UALLY LARGE.

An unusually large volume of summer 
travel is reported by all roads, and this is‘ ” 
especially true of resort business, in whicha 
material increase over a year ago is re- 
ported. *The volume is so large, in fact, as 
to test the passenger equipment of most of' 
the roads. Colorado traffic is unusually | | 
as is also that to Wisconsin and Michigan 
resorts. An especially marked increase is; 
reported In New England business over that 
of a year ago, which was disappointingly 
small. 

A large volume of excursion business is also 
reported, and the Michigan Central, which 
has entered the Sunday excursion field, re- 
ports an unexpectedly large volume of busi- 
ness. 

Rates are low—generally lower than a year 
ago—but so large is the volume of business 
that both the gross and net earnings of the 
roads are ahead of last year.

One realizes that this order of things exists, 
to a certain extent, in domestic service in ths 
northland. One finds it distinctly agreeable 
to have only one’s own wishes to consult and 
to feel no necessity for considering the atti- 
tude of the employé, but that it Is a healthy 
state of society one must surely doubt. 

Incompetent, irresponsible, wholly unde- 
veloped as are many of the servants, both 
black and white, still they have rights as 
human beings; they are justified in taking 
measures to secure them; and the society 
that admits these rights will be strengthened 

im the higher and lower orders. Just here 
I would like to say that, having had for ten 
years a number of servants in my employ, 
black and white, north and south, and hay- 
ing endured the. painful inefficiency of some 
of them, as a class I have found them more 
honorable in their business dealings, more 
sympathetic in illness, and more reasonable 
oe who are supposed to be their 


My impression of the negroes here is that 
they are as intelligent as the white servants 
in the north and are more refined th manner 
and low spoken in voice. They are generally 
respectful, willing, amiable, and industrious. 
They may be all thieves—I am fold they are 
~—but I have yet to discover any dishonesty.

Coming out from under the railroad bridge 
and into the Nippersink, one is in sight of 
one of the most beautiful water lily beds in 
this part of the country.

Champagne glasses are half filled with 
this mixture; sometimes a liqueur or thin 
wine is added and then covered with lemon 
juice, forming ‘a small:peak in the center. 
Place a maraschino plum on top witha spray 
of candied mint. The ice is further orna- 
mented with several maraschino cherries. 
If these are not at hand, bérries, as large as 
can be had, may be substituted. Serve ona 
fancy plate with doily and sherbet spoon. 

If liqueurs are not desired then a cold fruit 


‘sirup must take its place. This is made by 


boiling a quart of water and a pint of sugar 
together for fifteen minutes; allow to cool 
and then pour over the fruit. Place the 
whole in a jar, and pack away in ice 
until ready for use, when ice and cherries 
are added. 

Preserved fruits are also used in combina- 
tion with fresh varieties, but this method 
is more frequently followed in winter than 
summer. 

Molded Ices Delight Epicures. 


Creams and ices served in fruit and floral 
shapes are sure to delight the epicure. 
When served individually they are more

attractive than in large center pieces, al- 
though in this shape there are many elab- 
orate designs. Among the Illustrations is 
a striking example of the confectioners’ art 
in pistachio ice cream, a thin piece of stick 
chocolate being inserted to.form the stem. 
Lemon ice is also employed to resemble 
another variety of the pear family. 

An extremely clever conceit rved re- 
cently at a delightful garden y was 
violet colored cream, individually designed 
in the shape of a bunch of grapes. 

At a similar function orange ice was seen 
in the guise of the natural fruit, with a spray 
of candied mint leaves on top to further 
mystify the guests. Thereare many patterns 
of molds in center pleces and in separate cans 
at reasonable prices. When ices are made 
at home these molds will be found service- 
able, and a saving in the end, especially 
where they are frequently in demand. 


Roses Are Favorite Floral Fancy. 


In removing ices and cream from the molds, 
dip them in hot water for an instant, and 
they will turn out immediately.. The shape 
will be perfectly retained, but the work must 
be accomplished rapidly. 

Roses seem to be the favorites in floral 
fancies. These are molded in actual form in 
any colored ices or creams. They are also 
served in pink china rose cups, the center, 
of course, being hollow. The first illustration 
shows one of this design. Similar cups of 
crépe paper are also made in a variety of 
flowers, which are easily fashioned by the 
nimble fingered hostess, or purchased in the 
shops. In cherry, peach, or lemon ice they 
are artistic. 

There is only one objection to molded fruits 
in the more elaborate forms, and that is the 
eapense. Some of these are sold at from 
35 cents to $1. 


Cream and Ice Sandwiches Attractive. 


- Meringue glacé shells, made perfectly plain, 
resembling hollow oranges, are sold for 10 
cents aplece. In these little cuplike affairs 
you can put any amount of fanciful work. 
A simple though attractive way of treating 


them is to fill each cup with ice and cream, 
respectively, to give the required variety to 
the flavorings, and then garnish them with 
candied sweets. 

The shells, creams, and candies may be 
purchased separately, so the hostess need 
not pfepare these at home. When one shell 
is placed on ton of another it ts tied with 
colored ribbons in the same fashion as sand- 
wiches. 

Another even more elaborate style its pic- 
tured where the half shells are filled with 
bisque cream, topped off with candied apri- 
cots and a sprig of mint leaves. 

At a card party the other afternoon a sea- 
side hostess gave her guests a delightful 
surprise. Meringue glacé shells were filled 
with pistachio cream, then covered with can- 
died peas in the pod, which were really a 
triumph of the confectioners’ art. 

An elaborate meringue glacé shell, fllus- 
trated, has a fancy frosting of white around 
the edges, filled with pineapple ice and can- 
died violets. 


Precautions to Be Observed. 

If the cream is to be served in small molds 
fill a bucket or the bottom of a tub with 
coarse salt and ice. Dip the mold or can into 
cold water and then bury in salt and ice, 
leaving the top off. When the cream is 
frozen to the proper consistency remove the 
dasher and stir briskly for a half moment 
with a wooden spoon; fill the mold quickly, 
packing it in firmly and spreading a piece of 
wax paper over the top to cover the sides for 
an inch, then press the lid tightly on. 


Lay a strip of muslin, spread with melted | — 


suet, over'the joints of the can; as soon as it 
touches the iced mold it hardens and pre- 
vents the salty water from flavoring the con- 
tents. Throw on more salt and ice, packing 
it close to the sides, and cover with a piece 
of carpet. 
ready for use, provided !t has been frozen 
sufficiently. When churning the cream con- 
stantly replenish the ice and salt around the 
sides of the can to keep the temperature even. 

Where the freezing can has two holes, one 
near the top and bottom, remove the wooden 
pég from the lower one to prevent the water 
from overflowing. 

The utensils should be of porcelain and 
granite ware, and the spoons and ladles of 
wood, exclusively reserved for this purpose. 

When chocolate, coffee, orange, and lemon 
flavorings or fruit extraets are used they 
are added to the cream before freezing. 
Fruits are added to ice cream after 
freezing; this prevents curdling and gives it 
a better flavoring. This rule is also fol- 
lowed when making bisque cream, as the 
crumbs of macaroons become soft and soggy.

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REVOLVER HABIT 
LESS NOTICEABLE. || 


People Cease to Carry “Guns” with |] 
Advent of New Law, Say 
Police. 


FFICIALLY, just 911 persons were 

arrested in Chicago in 1902 charged 

with carrying concealed weapons, 

“‘ against the peace and dignity of tne 

city.”” For the first six months of the 
year 1903 only 244 persons have been arrested 
on the same charge. 

Query: What have you done with your 
gun? 

According to the figures prepared by Sergt. 
H. H. Elliott at Central station the number 
of arrests in Chicago this year on that charge 
is likely to fall nearly one-half short of the 
records of the year before. No reason for the 
decrease has been assigned, and to this ex- 
tent reason for the “ revolver habit’ taking 
a transition stage becomes a source of specu- 
lation. 

It has been charged that in the matter 
of carrying concealed weapons the second 
city in size and importance in America leads 
the world. Time and again the “ revolver 
habit ’’ in Chicago has made topics for re- 
form efforts; time and again it has been 
suggested that the police department set 
the example and lay aside the revolver and 
the club as belonging to another and less en- 
tightened age. But almost before the echoes 
of the reform speech have died away some 
one runs amuck with a gun and the police 
department, in coping with the criminal, 
finds such dependency upon gun and cfub as 
to make the effort at reform more than idle. 


"Vagaries of Law Interesting. 

Perhaps nothing in the present aspects of 
4 matertal civilization is more interesting 
than vagaries of legislative actions in regard 
to the carrying of concealed weapons. Noth- 
ing better illustrates the wholly inconsistent 
attitude of the law than does the proposition 
that John Smith, fearjng holdup men on 
a dark night, puts a revolver in his pocket, 
goes into a public place in the light, and is 
arrested by the policeman, who discovers 
the protuberance In his hip pocket; is prose- 
cuted and fined the next day. On the same 
evening. however, prompted by the same 
fears. John Jones puts the same make of 
revolver in the same pocket in just the same 
way, is passing the same dark corner which 
John Smith feared, and is there set upon by 
the thug which Smith feared. Jones, being 
unlawfully armed, shoots the thug dead in 
his tracks, however, and not only escapes 
punishment for the violation of a state statute 
and a city ordinance, but earns the spoken 


* and written thanks of nearly every good 


citizen 

Again, with 4 pistol ina holster at his side, 
any citizen of Chicago is prvileged to carry 
the revolver denied him if placed in a pocket. 
The question is asked: Is a revolver carried 
in a pocket to be regarded as concealed? 
The question has its rise in the fact that a 
pocket is not a place of concealment for a 
thing carried in jt, and thac the man with a 
revolver in his pocket uses.the pocket for the 
revolver just as he uses it for his penknife 
and his keys. 

“As a distinction,” said an attorney who 
asked the question, ‘“‘a bowie knife or a 
dagger stuck up a man’s sleeve or down the 
back of his neck in Arkansas toothpick 
style would be a concealed weapon, for the 
reason that it would be in an unusual and 
unlooked for place. In a pocket, “ee 


| where else could he put it? 


Every Criminal Has His “gin.” | 
The ethical point is not wholly clear to 
reasoning. A man on the aggressive is as 
dangerous with his revolver in view as he 
might be with it hidden. So far as the police 
are concerned in making arrests of criminals, 
no chance is ever taken. It is an axiom that 


‘ every criminal taken to a patrol box will 


have a ** gun”’ in his pocket. 

Two reasons of the most practical order 
have been advanced as to the necessity of 
the concealed weapon law and ordinances. 
The one of first importance is that in the 
arrest of the vagrant and suspected charac- 
ter in the streets of cities and towns this 
law against the carrying of concealed weap- 
ons nearly always applies to these prisoners, 
and men who otherwise would be dismissed 
upon society again are made offenders and 
given punishment. In the second place, the 
law is a discouragement upon the weapon 
habit to such an extent that, while many are 
in danger in Chicago while following their 
usual employments, it unheard of that 
one of these men should buckle a revolver 
on the outside of his clothes. It was decided 
long ago that no permit coull be issued for 
the carrying of the concealed weapon, and, 
therefore, the average citizen, rather than 


_take the risk of breaking an ordinance and 


a statute at the same time, leaves off the 
gun. Discrediting it as a concealed weapon 
of defense has made it disreputable when 
worn in any manner. 


Desire to “Flash” Pistols. 


In the eyes of the police a man with a re- 
volver in his pocket is judged not by the 
fact of the weapon but by his disposition 
end temperament. As a rule the person who 
earries a revolver is classed as belonging to’ 
the irresponsibles. as belng more or less 
feather brained, if not vicious. He carries 
it frequently not with a shadow of a pur- 
pose to use it. He likes to “ flash’”’ it, as 
the phrase is, and as the weapon in most 
cases is of the cheapest cast iron pattern, 
it is as dangerous during the flashing process 
as it could be in a more determined rdle. 

“The revolver in any case may be said to 
cost, more than it comes to,’’ said one of the 
‘old travelers out of Central station. “I 
would like to see the gun taken from the 
police and the law made s0 severe that no- 
body else would dare take thd risk of con- 
cealing it in his clothes. Do away with the 
weapon. It is a bad thing and is not neces- 
sary anywhere.’’ 

Texas, once regarded as the cradle of the 
revolver and of the bad man who was born 
with a trigger finger, has succeedéd in 
strangling the revolver so far as concerns 
its urban life. Its statutes do not counte- 
nance the possession of the weapon. The sale 
is prohibited, and a revolver may not be 
strapped around the waist of the wooliest 
cow puncher in the Panhandle. Under cer- 
tain circumstances it may be emptied of 
artridges, wrapped in paper, and tied with 


Fa string while being moved from one place to 


another. One would find it hard to makea 
present of a loaded revolver to an individual 
of the tough type ina Texascity. Hedoesn’'t 
need it in his business. 


Record of Sale Stops Buying. 

The action taken recently in Chicago 
against the indiscriminate sale of firearms is 
thought to have a beneficial effect in dis- 
couraging the revolver habit. The statutes 
of the state require that a record of all such 
gales be kept by dealers, and that this record, 
which shall be open at all reasonable hours 
for the inspection of the public, must include 
in tabular form this information: 

Number of weapon. 

To whom sold or given. 

Age of purchaser. 

Kind and description of weapon. 

For what purpose purchased or obtained. 

Price of weapon. 

Chicago is a sufferer from its mevelver 
habit. Time and again the judges of the 
criminal courts have pointed out that fact, 
and now it is thought that the city is freer 
from the evil than it ever has been before.

SUMMER TEMPER? 


‘Hot Weather Irritation Brings In- 


crease in Crime and: Loss of 
Good Manners. 


§ your summer temper on straight? 
Perhaps you have not been asked the 
question before, but the necessity of the 
query may be made plain to the densest 
citizen of Chicago. No matter how the 
city may rank as a summer resort, when 
en in the aggregate, the next six weeks 
comprise that season when the sharp 


| 


gifference between the temper of the Chi- 
eagoan in summer and the Chicagoan in win- 
ter will be apparent on all sides. 

Normally the Chicago man is one of the 
most uncomplaining and dutiful of citizens. 
He has no kick coming. When a kick is 
registered in public he has only a stare of 
wonderment at the temerity of the person 
who complains. The street railway com- 
panies crowd and push him to the limit; the 
crossing policeman can arrest him at any 
time without a warrant; he shakes hands 
with three friends in the middle of the busiest 
of downtown streets, and if the files of pe- 
destrians elbowing on either side of him 
jostie into his frame: he may not even 
notice it. 

But in this season, when Forecasters Walz 
end Cox are able to see temperatures of 92° 

$m the shade forty-eight hours in advance, 
the Chicago temper takes a rise, which is {n- 
dicated every year in the police reports. July 
and August are preéminentily the months of 
‘arrests in Chicago, and the warmer the 
imonths the larger the number of arrests. 
Assault is ome of the greatest of offenses 
‘against the peace and dignity of the city, and 
‘ag a matter of comparison it is shown there 
4g an average of 2,500 fewer arrests in Jan- 
vary than in July, and 2,600 fewer arrests in 
‘December than in August. 


Summer Temper Adds to Crime. 


“The reason for this?” repeated an old 
police officer. **‘ There are several, but chief 
among them is the fact that one’s temper in 
this hot weather is quicker, and a jostie that 
would go without notice in January will force 
@ ‘scrap’ in July. Day after day of heat 
wears upon the. good nature of most people 
endowed with good nature, and to those 
who are ugly, anyhow, it is unendurable. 
Residents are out of doors more and meet 
more in crowds in summer, too, so trouble 
which wouldn't be dreamed of in a tempera- 
ture of 20 degrees is rampant everywhere 
when the mercury is at 92 or more.”’ 

“Shakspeare never lived in Chicago, but 
he had the whole business down fine,’ said 
a well known physician. ‘‘ You remember, 
perhaps, where Benvolio, in ‘Romeo and 
Juliet,’ speaksito Mercutio: 

*T pray thee, good Mercutio, let’s retire; 

The day is hot, the Capulets abroad, . 

And if we meet we shall not ’scape a brawl; 

For now these hot days is the mad blood stirring. 

“That is the situation in Chicago now. 
To the extent that the nervous energy ofa 
person is depleted, will he be intolerant of 
things which would not affect a sturdy per- 
son in normal health. These periods of ex- 
treme heat wear upon the nervous system, 
until he becomes captious, critical, irrita- 
ble, and perhaps altogether intolerable even 


to his friends. : 
Difference Shown in Cars. 


**Doubtless you have observed the attl- | 


tudes taken, by the person suffering from 
heat and the one who is suffering from cold. 
A man will come into a room even tempered, 
with the knowledge that both ears are badly 
frozen. In August, feeling the perspiration 
and conscious of acidity of the stomach as 
another ill of an overheated system, he may 
be intolerable to the one he loves best. 

“As a general proposition the crowding of 
street cars in the heat of July and August 
is productive of more ill temper of the sum- 
mer brand than is any other thing. One 
may recall the difference in having a stran- 
ger drop into a seat beside him when the 
mércury in.the car is at 40° and when one 
takes the vacant place when the thermome- 
ter marks 90° in the shade. In the first case 
itmay be a comfort to have the man between 
you and the draft from door or window; in 
the other it is a direct affront, especially if 
you have had placed your hat on the seat 
which ‘he took. ° 

“ Instead of hot weather hints some advice 
on hot weather manners in public places 
would be admirable. Beginning with the 
#weltering term in Chicago the public should 
‘recognize that there are two measures of the 


‘eapacity of the long seats in the average 


street car. A person crowding into:@ seat 
where there is room for one more only at 
discomfort for half a dozen others is deserv- 
ing of sharp criticism. It is irritating in the 
extreme, especially as it is recognized that 
the man who crowds in cannot be more com- 
fortable than any one else. 


Nerve Wear Is Cumulative. 


“Nerve wear is cumulative. A lawn 
sprinkler throwing. water over the sidewalk 
at an eaniy hour in the morning may result 
in Starting a nervous man or woman to work 
ail out of patience, and at night that person 
may return home a wreck, because of the 
person who set the lawn sprinkler where it 
should not have been, 

“ Restaurant manners, especially at the 
midday luncheon in Chicago, are disturbing 
to the nervous temperament. On a hot day 
food is not attractive, and if the diner sit 
beside one whois ill mannered or who flour- 
‘ishes his elbows beyond the tolerable limits 
of an elbow, it were almost better if the 
nervous person had not eaten at all. Irri- 
tation at meals in hot weather almost cer- 
tainly produces avidity of the stomach and 
derangement of the nervous sys- 

“A few inhibitions of manners in hot 
a might be marked with especial 

ess. 


Practical Jokes Bring Murders. 


“ If you are fond of practical jokes, do away 
\ With them in July and August; many a mur- 
derer has been made by an August joke. 

“If you are inclined to slap a friend or 
acquaintance on the back, don’t do it in the 
dog days. Your friendship may take wings. 

“If you have a piano player in a top flat, 
don’t work it after 9:15 o’clock in the evening; 
of all ragtime, mechanical ragtime in August 
is the worst. 

“In street cars be careful to sit within the 
limits of your own seat, and don’t cross your 
legs so far that your shoe brushes the 
trousers of the next passenger. Don’t read 
with your paper spread wide in both hands, 
and don’t lay packages on vacant seats, when 
you know that before you have made the 
downtown loop every seat will be full, with 
the straps in use, too. 

“In general, when the thermometer is 
fegistering above 85 degrees, remember most 
People of the nervous temperament are look- 
ing for trouble.”’

“I guess you're :loose,"’ said Deputy 
Sheriff Ryan, leaning forward over the sma]l 
figure in the immaculate white shirt waist, 
the neat black hat with its simple band of 
white, and the pitifully worn skirt of blue 
serge. 

Still calm, but with a look of doubting in- 
quiry in the clear, steady brown eyes and 
round, innocent face, the girl with the 
woman look got up from her chair. . Then 
in an avalanche the 700 friends who would 
not have known her a fortnight before and 
more than half of whom had been made 
her friends in half an hour—700 of them were 
trying to reach her hands. 

‘** Lawsy me,’’ burst out a handsome mu- 
latto woman in a linen suit and who had 
come over the railing with the incubus of 
at least 200 pounds of flesh. She seized the 
small figure from behind in a swift, bear- 
like hug and in a second had grasped the

I’ve done it—an’ I’ve hugged that po’.child— 
an’ if you need any money to pay you-—” 

‘‘Not a cent—not anybody’s money,”

Where the Jordines Live: 


Two weeks ao, if you had asked in a 
Bloomington street as to where the Jordines 
lived, you would have been suspected of that 
old malady, the ‘‘simples.’”” You wouldn’t 


» have found the place by the city directory, 


either. Today everybody in Bloomington, 
having two good eyes, has seen the place, 
and it is a matter of unquestioned fact that 
ohe old lady of pleasant face and manner. 
wearing a hopelessly opaque green patch 
over one eye, went past the house the other 
evening showing great interest, and that she 
afterward appeared in Justice Hendryx’s 
smothering court, from which the Jordine 
case finally was taken on a sudden change of 
venue. 

To direct one to the Jordine home, how- 
ever, the visitor must know where Pone Hol- 
low begins, away to the southwest of the 
city and just in the corner of Stautz’s pas- 
ture. Out of the pasture the wet wéather 
brooklet comes under the fence, crosses Mil- 
ler street just where it begins to be a road, 
and then or the north side of the road trickles 
for a hundred yards till it slowly angles north 
again, leaving just room enough for the Jor- 
dine house to face the Miller road and the 
pasture beyond and at the same time allow 
the back steps of the house to keep their feet 
out of the ditch. 

Nothing for half a block around is fenced. 
The Hollow is shallow behind the house and 
there are honey locusts, and walnut trees, 
and hickories, and oaks, the trees growing 
larger as they rise out of the deepening, 
widening Hollow to the northwest to be- 
come blackened lace work against the red, 
and yellow, and finally steel white of the sun- 
sets and their afterglow. 

The Jordine house has one room and two 
doors. There is a cellar, half under the sur- 
face and half formed of a boarding nailed to 
the posts on which the building sits. There 
are several window panes in the house and 
cellar that are not broken, but there is nota 
patch of plastering on the walls, above or 
below: Meals are cooked and eaten in the 
cellar, and this cellar is entered by a slant 
door on the north, lying parallel to the rear 
steps that reach down six feet to the brink 
of the little rivulet. .In front, facing the Mil- 
ler road and Stautz’s pasture, is a door open- 
ing out into space. There are two reasons 
for this: To have putsteps there would have 
made just one more flight of steps down 
which a baby might fall; then, in placing 
three beds in the one bedroom, one of these 
beds had to be set in front of the doorway, 
anyhow. | 

The nearest neighbors of the Jordines are 
the Johnsons, 100 feet to the north, and stand- 
ing at the head of the hack stairs of the Jor- 
dine home and looking straight north one 
sees the gable end of the Johnson house, and 
beyond it, about thirty feet, the whole kitch- 
en side of the Brewers’ house. 


AUDE JORDINE, 16 years old last :

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Little Maude’s Busy Life. 

Years and years ago little Maude Jordine 
began to keep her brothers and sisters from 
falling down steps, and from stubbing toes, 
and from eating the creeping things of the 
earth which find lodgment and home in door- 
yards, and lanes, and open fields. Ida, 14 
years old today, was not one of these; neither 
was a dead sister between the two, nor a 
dead brother who lived a little while between 
12 year old Bert and 9 year old Willie. But 
Willie, who is now 9, and Bertha, who is-4, 
and Babel, who was only 2 years old last 
April—these were the alternating charges, 
and burdens, and amusements, and loving 
pleasures of the girl. 

One of the most serious of all the charges 
made against Maude Jordine was a repeti- 
tion of the story that some one had heard of 
Maude Jordine’s saying to some one else on 
one occasion that she was “ tired of caring 
for babies.” 

You, reader mother, who would die for one 
of your little ones, have you never been tired. 
and worn, and weary enough at times tosay 
as much? There are a few sympathetic per- 
sons in Bloomington who have seen the Jor- 
dine family grow, and they have recollections 


of Maude’s motherlinesses, which began long. 


before 9 year old Willie of today could walk. 

Fight years out of only seventeen years of 
life devoted to caring for baby brothers and 
sisters! And no complaint? 

And then to keep these babes and little 
ones in the one room cottage that backs into 
the shadows of Pone Hollow and looks out 
on the skyline of Stautz’s pasture, shutting 
out the world beyond! Would one wonder 
that Bloomington’s summer theater at 
Houghton’s lake should be an attraction to 
the whole family, especially when the Jor- 
dines could ride to it on the street cars, see 
the vaudeville entertainment, and ride back 
home again, all for the purchase of a 15 cent 
ticket each? 

For more than a year Maude had worked in 
the caramel! factory at Bloomington. At 
other times in the past she had worked there, 
principally ‘‘ dipping ’’ the bits of candy time 
and again till they were of requfred size and 
shape. Sometimes at this work, measured 
by the piece, she has earned as much as $4 


in a week. At other times, when there was | 


not work enough to go around the hundred 
and more girlsin the place, she has béen glad 
to make $2:in a week. It was in the caramel 


told some one else that some one in the cara- 
mel factory told some one elsé that Maude 
Jordine said to some one that she was tired 
of taking care of the baby, ane thata change 
would have to be made at home. 

But in going to the summer theater Mr. and 
Mrs. Jordine had not been unfair. The fam- 
ily was divided into two groups’ for the trips, 
and in the two trips a week for each group 
Maude, and the mother, and the father were 
in group No. 1, and Ida, and Bert, and Willie 
were in group No. 2. 


The Baby Disappears. 
Thursday night, July’ 9, it was the turn of 
,group No. 1 to go. For some reason, however, 

a neighbor woman was substituted in the 
group for Maude, and the father, who did 
not care to go, drove downtown, expecting 
to call in the buggy for the two women when 
the theater was closed. 

Maude may have been disappointed, but she 
does not say so. After the others had gone 
she took Baby Mabelin her arms, and calling 
the other five children about her, went out 
of the back door and down the steps, crossing 
the hollow and going in to call on the Brewer 
family, just beyond the cottage of the John- 
sons. 


Just before 8 o'clock the baby went to sleep, 


in Maude’s arms. The children were not 
ready to go home, and Maude, in the dark, 
walked back home with the child, laid it on 
the bed next to the window that was in plain 
view from the Brewers’ kitchen, as it was 
from the back porch of the Johnson home, 
and there, after lighting a lamp and putting 
it near the baby’s bed, she went back to the 
Brewers’ house. Probably fifteen minutes 
later Maude, with the five other children, 
went back to the Jordine cottage to find 
that Baby Jordine had disappeared. 
Neighbors came in all kindliness and help- 
fulness; idlers came later and looked and 
talked; Press Butler was there, active and 
insistent upon picking out clews; Mrs. Jordine 
came later from the theater and rebuked 
Maude for her carelessness; and later still 
Andrew Jordine drove up, telling how the 
manager of the theater between acts had 
called and called for Mr. or Mrs. Jordine, or 
both, t® answer to an emergency call to re- 
port at home. No answer had been made at 
the time of these announcements by the man- 
ager, and it has been said by those present 
at the theater that neither the father nor the 
mother had been in the theater at any time in 


the evening. 


Mother Visits Seer. 

No one doubted the grief of the mother. 
She was spurred to the spirit of motherhood 
as she may not have been in the long days 
when Maude Jordine nursed and tended the 
little ones. In the full biblical spirit, she did 
what she could. 

Pone Hollow is a settlement in its way, and 
in Pone Hollow lives Aunt Sophia Huggins, 
fortune teller by the mysteries of the cards. 
In her distress the mother sought out the 
seer in the dark of night and in the cabin of 
the woman the fates were questioned. 

‘““When the child was taken she was alive

in three hours, or three days.” 

was not satisfactory to the mother and 
another casting of the cards was. exacted, 
with the finding that the child would be feund 
“‘alive or dead within three days or three 
weeks.”’ Further down the Hollow the 
mother went to the house of Mrs. Taylor, 
who reads the stars, and Mrs. Taylor de- 
cided that the child had been murdered and

Finding of the Body. 

Bloodhounds were talked of the next’morn- 
ing for the tracking of a supposed kidnaper 
of the baby, but so many people in the night 
search had gone over the pasture, and the 
lanes, and the vacant lots that it was decided 
to be useless. 

Press Butler had lost interest in the search 
the night before. He had strong suspicions 
and went home early. The search of Friday 
morning was taken up with vigor, however, 
and in Stautz’s pasture, 350 yards almost due 


south of the Jordine home, Jordine himself. 


came upon the body of his little daughter, 
strangled, bruised, and torn, the victim of a 
horror that the beasts of the jungles could 
not simulate. 3 

This was 2 o'clock in the afternoon of Fri- 
day. On the morning of Saturday, July 11, 
Press Butler, in a buggy, drove out to the 
Jordine home and called for Maudé Jordine 
to accompany him to the office of Justice 
Hendryx, there to answer certain questions. 

The girl went and she answered the ques- 
tions. Then Butler read his warrant of ar- 
rest; which he had sworn out hours before, 
and the girl was hurried away to the county 
jail. Her cell mates were two negro women 
who were already prisoners. The three of 
them slept on blankets on the floor. Break- 
fasts were composed of mush and molasses 
for the most part. Sheriff Edwards allowed 
no one to see the girl save her attorney. 
After five days of imprisonment, when the 
grandmother of the girl had come from Dan- 
vers, Ill., and her uncle, who had not seen her 
for twelve years, had arrived from Spring 
Valley, they, with the parents, went to the 
jail but were shut out. Calling from the 
street to one of the barred windows they 
brought Maude to the gratings, but when she 
was told jhat the stranger was her Uncle 
Henry she covered her face with her hands 
and backed away out of sight. 

Why was she képt in jail for six days? 
Former Detective Press Butler was explain- 
ing that he had been obliged to make the ar- 


rest before he was quite ready with the evi- — 


dence. 


‘Bloomington Asks Questions. 


There were some sharp, insistent questions 
in the streets of Bloomington in those six 
days. 

What was the meaning of that calm, elear 
eyed composure, of the girl who had not one 
word of complaint or protest against the 
treatment that she was receiving at the 
hands of the law? 

Was it natural that a girl of 16 years would 
go alone into her dark home in a lonely neigh- 
borhood to put the baby to bed when she 
might have had her 14 year old sister go 
with her for company?

Story in Maude’s Face. 


One who has ever tried to read a face, told 
that Maude Jordine was only 16 years old, 
would find a study in it..

Her 
face is round, with broad forehead and a 
sharp littlé chin that drops from an almost 
square jaw—a jaw that finds relief in a plump 
cheek.

Women Outnumber the Men. 

Taking the 75,000 persons in Chicago who 
are without knowledge of the English lan- 
guage, it is interesting to observe in the fig- 
ures how the needs of the man as the bread- 
winner force upon him the knowledge of 
English out of all proportion to the women. 
Thirty thousand of these people ignorant of 
English are men while 45,000 of thém are 
women. 

‘Among the women, thousands of whém 
‘become domestics, there is nothing to in- 
duce the learning of the language,”’ said a 
student of conditions in Chicago. “‘Inmany 
of the small advertisements seeking domes- 
tics’ you will find at the bottom of the ads 
the line, ‘German preferred’ or ‘ Swedish 
preferred.” In nearly every such case this 
is to be taken as a @istinct notice to the 
applicant that she need sot know English 
when she comes or undertake to learn it 
after she comes. This is the main fact ac- 
counting for the sharp contrast between the 
men who know English and the women who 
know 


— > 


“Above all, those ages'at which the greater 


- 


number are listed, according to the United 
States census, are the ages between 24 and 
44 years, when the individual is of most 
worth, economically, to the community. 

“Of course this is the age period when 
most immigrants are moved to come to 
America,”’ continued the student. ‘‘ They 
come here almost directly from European 
ports without having any schooling in Eng- 
lish, and with. little or no preparation for 
assimilation. Settling down among their 
own nationalities, it is frequently the case 
that the acquirement of the English language 
never becomes a necessity. 


Germans Learn Most Readily. 

“Of all. the European countrymen who 
come to the United States ignorant of Eng- 
lish, the Germans take most readily to the 
task of learning it in the quickesttime. This 
comes from the fact that more trained ar- 
tisans come from Germany than from any 
other of the non-English speaking countries 
of Burope. The fact that the German takes 
in such:a large field of endeavor in the 
United States makes it all the more neces- 


sary that he set to work to learn the lan-. 


guege. In many cases it is absolutely néces- 
sary that he master the language before he 
can hope for employment at all. 


“This widespread knowledge of the arts

and trades causes the German immigrants 
to scatter in the cities. In general there may 
be German sections of a city, but never a 
strictly German quarter as there are Jew- 
ish, Italian, and Polish quarters. In Chicago 
the north side may be German ina way, but 
SO are the two other sides of the city. 


Clannishness Retards Poles. 


“ While the German may learn the lan- 
guage with more ease and willingness than 
any Other of the European peoples, the Po- 
lander may be said to take to it with less 
willingness than any other. The Pole comes 
to this. country as a representative of an op- 
pressed people. This oppression in their na- 
tiye land has had the effect of uniting them 
there in strong bonds and to the extent that 
the Polander may have been restricted in his 
national freedom in the old country, he an- 
ticipates the exercise of this freedom here. 
Thus the Polish quarter of Chicago came 
easily and’ naturaNy to it. With St. Stanis- 
laus’ church the cénter of its national char- 
acteristics, this Palish quarter is more for- 
eign in speech and customs than is any other 
part of Chicago.

Mrs. Diggs takes this excellent opportunity 
to make some clever thrusts at certain con- 
temptible discriminations against women in 
Great Britain, and she is cruel enough to 
quote an edict of Queen Victoria which has 
been made-—public by one of her recent bi- 
‘ographers: “ The queen is most anxious to 
enlist every one who can speak or write to 
join in checking this mad, wicked folly of 
woman's rights with allits attendant honors, 
on which her poor, feeble sex is bent, forget- 
ting every sense of womanly feeling and 
propriety.”’ She might have said it was a 
great many years ago when her majesty 
uttered this benighted proclamation, and her 
later acts showed that even the occupant of’ 
a throne is capable of some progress. The 
studént of history, however, must agree with 
Mrs. Diggs’ assertion that “one can only 
speculate as to the far higher position which - 
might at that time have been secured to the 
women of Great Britain had the situation 
not been handicapped by the active hostility 
of their revered sovereign.”

It is true that in all of 
the’ so-called republics except the United 
States,women have no more legal and politi- 
cal rights than they possess in monarchies, 
but she draws the parallel principally be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain. 

It certainly is no help to the women in the 
latter corntry to destroy the ideals they 
cherish of the freedom and happiness pos- 
sessed by their sex in America, or to encour- 
age Englishmen in their oppression and in- 
justice toward their countrywomen by as- 
suring them these are less than in the boast- 
ed republic across the ocean. It is the prop- 
“erty, not the person, that votes in Great 
Britain, and the franchise is granted to wom- 
en there, as Miss Alice Stone Blackwell aptly 
remarks, “not because they despise women 
less but because they love property more.” 

In our own country Mrs. Wolsey’s taunts

Miss Haley Defeats College Presidents. 

From the pages of reports given by the 
Boston press on the recent natipnal educa- 
tional convention it would be impossible to 
condense into‘e few paragraphs anything of 
special importance. Judging by the editorial 
comment the honors of the occasion were 
won by Miss Margaret A. Haley of Chicago. 
This young woman and her coworker, Miss 
Catherine Goggin, will be remembered as 
having made the heroic fight in this city in 
1900 against the great franchise corporations 
which were evading their taxes, while the 
city treasury was so depleted it could not 
pay the teachers of the public schools. They 
secured $1,200,000 unpaid back taxes for the 
city and millions for the future. This long 
contest, carried through all the courts of the 
state and against a horde of politicians, gave 
Miss Haley the necessary experience to wage 
a successful war in Boston against the two 


powerful university presidents, Eliot of Har- [ 


vard and Butler of Columbia. 

It is well known that the government of the 
educational association, large as it is, has 
been so centralized it is practically in the 
hands of a few persons. A motion was made 
by President Butier to take from the com- 
mittee of state delegates the power of making 
all nominations and give it to the president of 
the association. This was warmly supported 
by President Eliot. Miss Haley was on her 
feet at once to protest against this undemo- 
cratic action, and a long and heated forenslc 
battle followed. “Notwithstanding its dis- 
tinguished support, the motion was finally 
voted down by 123 to 43, amid great applause. 

At a separate meeting of the National 
Teachers’ federation, a large organization of 
which Miss Haley is president, a letter was 
read from the teacher of fifty years ago, 
Miss Susan B. Anthony, who had resisted 
all importunities to be present. In this she 
said: ‘*Give my love to all the teachers 
and tell them they must stand up for the 
rights of women, not only for themselves, 
their own comfort. and advancement, but 
for the rights of woman as woman. You 
teachers of today will make a precedent for 
the women of tomorrow and next year, just 
as those of the past made a precedent for 
you to be ignored on the program of the 
present convention. I hope you will 
insist that women shall have equal pay for 
equal work and be equally eligible to the of- 
fices of principal and superintendent, pro- 
fessor, and president. You must in- 
sist that qualifications, not sex, shall govern 
the appointments to the highest ppsitions.”’ 

Miss Haley, Mrs. Ella F. Young of Chi- 
cago, and others among the leaders pointed 
out to the women how, by reason of their 
great numbers, they ought to be able to con- 
trol all such matters, but they recognized 
the fact that, with men everywhere in power, 
the constant fear of losing their position 
keeps most of the women silent. It was 
shown by statistics that the average salary 
of women teachers in the United States is 
less than $270 per year, and in many cases 
it is less than $200. 

Some of the newspapers called the men at 
this great convention of 30,000 teachers “‘ the 
submerged tenth,’’ because of their small 
numbers. They were few, indeed, but, far 
from being submerged, they were on the 
— of the wave. The election of officers 
resalted in all men, except that four out of 
the directors chosen were women. When 
President Eliot and President Harper of Chi- 
cago selected a.committee of sewen to ex- 
amine into the condition of grade teachers. to 
avoid trouble they wisely included one wom- 
an—Miss Goggin. Who knows but that next 
year there may be a woman on the general 
program? But, alas, as Brother Buckley 
used to say when the fight was being made 
for women delegates to the Methodist con- 
ference, ‘‘ Remember, brethren, that every 
woman will mean the leaving out of some 
man, and which of you shall it be?’’

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TRACES OF ARSENIC 
DON'T PROVE CRIME 


‘Notorious Criminals Have Been 
Convicted by Surrounding 
Circumstances. 


— 


HERE can be no doubt whatever that 
hundreds of men and women have been 
sent to shameful death who were quite 
innocent of poisoning by arsenic, of 
which they were convicted. 

When in conversation abroad the gloomy 
Eubject of criminal poisoning is touched 
upon the name of the notorious marquise de 
Brinvilliers is certain to be introduced. For 
centuries she has figured as the prototype of 
the profession of poisoner, pitiless, cunning, 
replete with infamy. But of late, whenever 
the name of the unhappy little marchioness 
has mentioned, some one, armed with 
the lafest scientific facts, has been sure to 
take up her defense, to rehabilitate her mem- 
ory, and by well substantiated arguments to 
enshroud once more in the deepest mystery 
the multiple tragedies for which eighteenth 
century society found a rough and ready ex- 
planation and in the hideous scenes before 
Notre Dame cathedral and on the place de 
Gréve a satisfactory dénouement. 


Recent Diseoveries Modify Theories. 
Recent scientific discoveries have entirely 
modified the theories of criminal toxicolo- 


general, and to poisoning by arsenic in par- 
‘ticular. The scientists have established thet 
the human body contains arsenic, asa consti- 
tuent part, just as it contains iron and other 
minerals. This fact has, of course, been 
known a long while to certain savants, but 
it was not until recently that it could be 
proved to the satisfaction of the skeptical 
race of judges, juries, and prosecuting coun- 
‘gel. Thus, when towards the beginning of 
last century Marie Lafarge, a woman of high 
tion and great wealth, was tried for her 
ife for poisoning her husband with arsenic 
and this argument was brought forward in 
her.favor by an eminent chemist it availed 
her nothing; indeed was met with general 

lt is how known that the thyroid gland is, 
in its way, as rich in arsenic as any Cornish 
miné. More than this; arsenic has been 
found, by the new tests, ina healthy human 
brain, in human skin, and in the hairs of our 
heads. 

So, where poisoning by arsenic is suspected, 
the mystery must .remain, more unfathom- 
able than ever, and the responsibility of 
judges and juries becomes weightier by far 
than before. 


Cook a Homicidal Maniac. 


No such doubts, however, can exist in the 
case.of Helene Jegado, who was executed at 
Rénhes, in Brittany, towards the middle of 
the last century. Her name is still a terror 
in Breton households, for her guilt was made 
as clear as day by her own confession. A 
terrible confession it was. She killed with 

rsenic, for the sheer pleasure of Killing. 

It gave me a sense of power,” she said, 
“ which I enjoyed.’’ Morethan adozen mur- 
ders. were proved against her; she was sus- 
pected of many more. 

“She was a cook and moved from situation 

to situation, leaving’ a-trail of corpses be- 
Tiind her. That she was able to carry on her 
abominable practices for so many years 
surprises one less when one remembers that 
in France coroners do not exist and inquests 
are not held. 

After a wedding feast which had been 
prepared by her all those who had partaken 
of her cookery were taken ill. Inquiry 
naturally followed, and in the end her arrest 
was ordered. A large quantity of rat poison 
(arsenic) was found in her trunk, and when 
this fact had been made public people began 
to talk. It was thus brought to the knowl- 
edge of the authorities that Helene had 
never been in a Situation where death had 
not occurred. She gave the investigating 
md@gistrate little trouble, for she confessed 
almost immediately and seemed to glory in 
relating her crimes. 

She was a homicidal maniac of the stamp of 
Gette .Gretchen, whose infamous notoriety 
still lingers in Germany, where she was be- 
headed at Breslau—some years before Jegado 
was brought to-the scaffold. Gretchen was 
a cook also, and killed for the sake of kill- 
ing. Such monsters are unfortunately not 
rare. Poisoners, however, as a rule, practice 
for lucre, like your Palmer or your La Pom- 
meraye, although in the case of women 
poisoners the motive may be different. 


Accomplice Saves Husband. 


There is, by the way, living in Paris at this 
moment a woman who, in intention at least, 
is worthy to rank withiMarie “Lafarge in 
infamy. She, too, wished to destroy her 
husband, and literally dosed him with the 
whité powders with which her accomplice 
supplied her. The accomplice, however, had 
no wish to qualify for the guillotine, and the 
“poison ’’ he provided was the healthful bi- 
carbonate of soda. The police found out 
what was going on bY an accident. The 
wretched woman, it appears, was furious at 
having been so played with, instead of re- 
joicing that she was guilty of intention only. 
Ag there were no grounds for a prosecution 
the couple were released, and the husband 
never knew with what danger he had been 
menaced. The woman afterwards became a 
model wife and is the mother ef children. 
infamous as are crimes such as the one 
which this woman contemplated, or that for 
which Mme. Lafarge was sent to lifelong 
imprisonment, what can one call those per- 
petrated for gain by doctors! Amongst these 
monsters I think Couty de la Pommeraye 
stands first in the annals of crime, although 
the English Palmer runs him close, and 
Castaing comes a good third. Castaing, who 
inspired Victor Hugo with a passage of epic 
horror, slowly poisoned to death an unfortu- 
nate youth who had been placed under his 
medical care. He took him into the country, 
Asa 
fact .he had calculated thatinastrange place 
it would be easier for him to carry out his 
wicked plans. And thus it was that the 
charming river side inn—the Black Head— 
at St. Cloud won a notoriety which has not 
yet died out. Strychnine was Castaing’s 
poison, as it was Palmer's. La Pommeraye 
used digitaline, which is an extracf of fox- 
glove. Digitaline kills by exhausting the 
heart and takes twenty-four hours to do so, 
twenty-four hours of undescribable torture. 


Doctor Pleys for High Stake. 


Castaing coveted a small sum of money 
and some jewelry, La Pommeraye, like Palm- 
er, played for a high stake. He had insured 
the life of a wretched woman—Mme. de 
Pauw—for £20,000 and finished her off after 
the first premium had been paid. He hadlaid 
his plans .with supreme cunning, but he 
wrecked his ship for the sake of a penn’orth 
of tar. Had the victim been provided with 
@ respectable home and allowed a little money 
—a littie would have done for the short time 
she was to live—suspicion would never have 
been aroused. As jt was the murderer was 
not afrested till a month after the woman 
had been buried. He was a nobleman and 
Was supposed to be in @ good position. He 
seems to have had something of the homi- 
cidal maniac in his composition, for when 
hig apartment in the rue des Saints Péres 
Was searched a whole cupboard of poisons 
of every kind were found. Yet to look at 
he was a mild and handsome young man. 
He had remarkably fine eyes, the eyes one 
deseribes as “ good.’’ His precautions had 
so .Well been taken that his counsel had 
eplendid weapons for the fight for his life. 
But such weapons often cut both ways, and 
they proved fatal to the handsome young 
doctor. After a trial which lasted eight days 
he was convicted, and was executed on June 
9, 1864, in spite of the Empress Eugénie’s ap- 
peal to the emperor, prompted by compassion 


Vegetable Poison Leaves Traces. 

The people who, like La Pommeraye, 
Palmer, and Castaing, use vegetable poisons 
rely for impunity on the supposition that 
these are immediately absorbed by the sys- 
tem and leave no traces as mineral poisens 
do. -Fortunately for society, if these poisons 
cannot be recovered by the analysts in their 
original state they do leave traces,‘as legible 
to scientific men as would be the murderer's 
visiting card. This fact should be remem- 
béred by those who may be tempted to the 
most wicked and cruelest of crimes. And 
such would be ill advised to Hope for im- 
punity for the use of arsenic, because of the 
repentiy enhanced difficulty of proving its 
administration. ‘Absolute scientific proof it 
is impossible to give, and jurymen know this. 
In most poisoning cases it is from surround-

PORTRAIT of Mrs. Stevens Heck- 
A sher, a society woman of Philadelphia, 

by Carl Becker is reproduced in Tue 

TRIBUNE. It is an example of his “ sil- 
ver point” drawing, numerous specimens 
of which are exhibited at Thurber’s gallery. 
Many notabilities, including President Roose- 
velt and the present king of England, are 
included among them. 
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Miss Bracken’s Monroe. 
‘ ISS JULIA BRACKEN has nearly fin- 

M ished the figure from which a heroic 

statue of President Monroe is to be 

made for the St. Louis exposition. 
It is one of a group of conspicuous figures 
of men associated with the Louisiana pur- 
chase, which are to occupy pedestals and 
platforms in front and about the Temple of 
Fame. Besides Monroe there will be those 
of Jefferson, Adams, Napoleon, and several 
of the famous explorers of the annexed re- 
gion—Ponce de Leon, La Salle, De Soto. 

Monroe, clad in the costume of his day— 
knee breeches, swallow tailed coat, frilled 
shirt, and the like—is represented as ad- 
dressing the commission, consisting of 
Adams, Jefferson, and Wirt, in favor of the 
acquisition of the territory. Although Jef- 
ferson, as president, got the principal credit 
for the treaty and purchase, it was Monroe 
who was largely instrumental in effecting it. 
Hence he is represented in the act of urging 
it. He is standing, addressing the commis- 
sion, his hand resting upon a globe, with 
the outlines of the United States map upper- 
most upon it. His index finger is placed 
upon the conjunction of the Mississippi and 
the Missour!—the site of the city of St. Louis. 
The globe rests upon the American eagle. 
In the other hand and back of him lies a 
roll, which stands for the Monroe doctrine. 
There is a slight mixture of dates, of course, 
but in a symbolization of this statesman 
it is. permissible. 

The rugged, awkward figure of the pioneer- 
like statesman has been slightly softened. 
His attitude is given a grace that his 
earnestness and sincerity while arguing for 
the great measure are supposed to have 
lent him. The face, although authentic por- 
traits of him are few, was always described 
as setting forth his well known traits—in- 
tegrity, simplicity, sincerity, and common 
sense. It is these the sculptor has endeav- 
ored to develop in her statue. And there is 
every reason to believe that it will justify 
her selection for this work. AlI!l the other 
artists, including J. Q. A. Ward, are from 
the east. She hasputa deal of minute, pains- 
taking diligence into the study of her sub- 
ject—of pictures, photographs, history, the 
manners and customs of that epoch, and the 
events the exposition celebrates. 

The present statue is to be reproduced 
four times its size at St. Louis by the new 
mechanical scale invented by Robert S. 
Paine, who was prominent as the superin- 
tendent of such work at the Chicago world’s 
fair. It is based upon the mechanism of the 
pantagraph, While one point is guided 
across the model the other magnifies it in 
the clay of the larger figure as many times 
as is required. 
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Mrs. Cherry’s Portraiture. 

N exhibition of portraits by Mrs. Rich- 
A ardson Cherry will be given at Ander- 

son's gallery this week. One of them 

has a peculiarity which of itself ought 
to attract attention. It is said to be of a 
well known member of the Chicago bar, 
though now retired. He has a distinction. 
however, which of itself is supposed to be 
rare, even if not great. He is a modest Chi- 
cago man. What is more, so modest a Chi- 
cago lawyer that he shrinks from having his 
name mentioned or being known as the 
original of the portrait, which nevertheless 
pleases him. There is no reason why it 
should not. It represents an intelligent gen- 
tleman, frank and amiable of countenance, 
with benignant features, becoming white 
hair and beard, good complexiou, hale if not 
hearty, and of wholesome maturity shading 
into healthy old age. The composition is 
good, the painting meritorious, and the like- 
ness said to be satisfactory. 

Anothér is a bust portrait of Mrs. Benedict. 
Sixty-eighth street. It represents an elderly 
woman with frosted hair and a complexion 
that displays physical robustness. The eyes 
are strong and alive, and the attitude de- 
notes vigor and an ability to assert the in- 
Hividuality of the original. The portrait of 
Mrs. Lunt of Evanston represents her in her 
home, the room and its furnishings forming 
the background. Mrs. Cherry contributed 
some New Orleans scenes to the watercolor 
exhibition at the Art Institute three years 
ago—one a French courtyard in that city 
and an oysterman in the shadow of a pier 
which attracted some attention for the ex- 
ceptional subject and treatment. - Included in 
the commissions she is engaged upon in 
Chicago is a portrait of Dr. Bonbright of the 
Northwestern university. 


Picturesque Pictures. 


Every week in the year, except in midsum- 
mer and occasionally then, there is a néw, 
specially selected, and advertised collection 
of pictures somewhere on exhibition in Chi- 
cago. In this way single pictures of decided 
merit often escape public attention. They 
have their day when rivalry is not so close, 
and often repay the exacter inspection they 
might miss when the collections are demand- 
ing notice. | 

There is at O’Brien’s gallery a pictur- 
esque French village on a slightly rising 
ground which might easily be a scene in 
Halevy’s ‘‘ Abbe Constantin,” or be one of 
George Sand’s or Balzac’s villages. It is 
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Lirencourt, on the river Saare, in the artist's 
native department of Vosges, bordering on 
Germany. The clear, luminous sky floods 
the picture with a reflected light; the shad- 
ows in the water are sharply outlined; the 
grass, a vivid green. It is a characteristic 
piece of work by Monchablon; modest in its 
scheme of color, but its artistic workman- 
ship is seen in the impression of quiet, nat- 
ural beauty, luminant rather than ablaze 
with sunlight. Some of the subdued effects 
in the artist’s early religious pictures seem 
almost to have crept into hislandscapes. 
Two pictures are by Josef Israels, the 
Dutch Hans Christian Andersen of art, 
painter of home and family life. An old 
granddame, apparently left alone in the 
world, sits by a table with teapot and cups. 
It is a leisure moment of a long and busy life 
in a plain but impoverished home. She is 
indulging in the luxury of absolute idle- 
ness, except as she may be dreaming of past ° 
joy and sorrow, and watches with solicitude 
the cat lapping her milk. Near this picture 
is the “ Young Navigators’’—two young 
boys learning likely enough the-early lessons 
of the sea that Hollanders take to almost as 
literally as ‘‘ ducks to water.’’ They have 
launched their toy boats (perhaps fora race), 
which were doubtless made and rigged with 
their own jackknives. The mother witha 
younger child in her arms comes paddling 
through the shallow water on the edge of 
the tide that laves the beach. In the dis- 
tance one can see the long roll and seem to 
hear the roar of the breakers. The father is 
going out with the fish net. It is all simple, 
homelike, interesting. The subject is care- 
fully studied and elaborately done. It goes 
without saying that the composition is good. 
There is almost the illusion of’ magic by 
which the effect of water and light is pro- 
duced with the few marks of a coarse brush 
on rough canvas, most natural and effec- 
tive. One is struck with the discernmentand 
expertness which can, at the close, brutal 
range of the-canvas, convey the charm that 
arrests the attention some distance away. 
A brilliant, dashingly painted scene by 
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Chelmulski iNustrates a bit ef French his- 
tory. Napoleon and his staff are riding in 
the snow, perhaps on his retreat from Mos- 
cow. The horses and trappings, the martial 
looks of the riders, with the well known face 
and figure of the emperor, bring into strik- 
ing contrast the gloom and depression of the 
bleak winter landscape. It is heightened by 
a vivandiere and a companion standing on 
the ground and watching the cavalcade as 
it rides on. Sheis arrayed ina green “ coal 
scuttle *’ bonnet and a red jacket. Im front 
of her isa barrel of wine, with pots and cups, 
and a low table on which are set out bread, 
bacon, and a knife. As he sweeps by the 
conqueror casts a side glance, recognizing in 
her an old comrade of earlier days, maybe. 
He looks as though he would like a mo- 
ment’s halt for refreshment. The sky, of an 
intense bluish green, as of fading moonlight 
in the dawn, broods dismally over the scene 
d forms an effective background for the 
right untforms of the horsemen. The story 
is well told on little more than a square foot 
of canvas. 


Art Notes. 


Alonzo Kimball is engaged inillustrating a 
new book by 8S. K. Merwin depicting Iffe on 
the lakes, with a French Canadian hero. The 
scene is laid across the lake at Manistee. In 
these days of immense freighting steamers 
the artist had hard work finding a lumber 
schooner small enough to serve as a model 
for am illustration. He finally came across 
the needed craft far up the north branch of 
the Chicago river. This region has provided 
him with other subjects required.

Homeless 


ID you ever run away from home? 

If you never did, one of three things 
may be inferred quite safely. 

Either there was. something not 
quite natural and normal concerning 
your growth and development, the parents 
or guardians who looked after and took care 
of you were unduly observant or watchful, 
or—you were never a boy. 

Little girls run away from home sometimes 
when they feel that their rights and lMberties. 
have been restricted, or when the wander 
spirit, rising strongly within them, suddenly 
usurps control, . 

Boys, it would seem, must run away now 
and then, if they are to remain happy and 
healthy. Never a sane, natural, normal boy 
but found it absolutely necessary, at least 
once during his early existence, to shake the 
home dust from his fleeing footsteps, to 
‘leave the home troubles and tyrannies be- 
hind. 

And even the boys who are homeless run 
away from home, none the less, now and 
then. 

The Chicago Home for the Friendless is a 
great place for homeless children. Two 
hundred children, with a large proportion of 
the ‘‘active sex” among them, represent 
but a low average for this institution. So, 
with no locks, bolts, nor bars to restrain the 
eager, impulsive youngsters, set free from 
school duties and occupations by the warm 
weather season, with the summer winds 
rendering the world alluringly attractive for 
them as for all other people, what wonder 
that now and then a boyish face is missing 
from the great group gathered in the big din- 
ing room at nightfall, that there are occa- 
sional whispered stories to the effect that 
Johnny, or Eddy, or William has run away 
from home. 


Homeless Boys No Exception. 

It’s really pathetic, viewed from one stand- 
point, the fact that homeless children will 
run away fronr home just like the happier 
children who have good homes from which to 
run—and to which they will presently return. 
The Home for the Friendless runaways come 
home again, too—so much the better for 
them. But, being ordinary, average, non- 
specialized fragments of boy humanity, they 
seldom retain all the penitence they profess 
upon first returning. Like certain other 
boys, whose homes are of far different char- 
acter, much of the said penitence is found to 
have melted away by the time the next meal 
has been enjoyed. 7 | 

Miss Idora Rose, superintendent of the 
home and a real, born mother at heart, if 
ever there was one, smiles enthusiastically 
when questioned about her runaway charges. 
“Why, they’re just like other boys—with 
a little difference,’’ she says. ‘‘ The. fact 
that they are homeless doesn’t alter the

many children, and the fact that we never 
attempt to lock them up or anything of that 
kind, we do have runaway children occa- 
sionally, but’’—again smiling—‘‘they al- 
ways come back. Occasionally the girls run 
away, but not often. A girl is not quite so 
daring and adventurous, as a rule, as a boy, 
and, too, girls are apt to express their home- 
sickness and lonely longings for accustomed 
surroundings in other ways. 


Homesickness Causes Desertions. 

“How can homeless children be home- 
sick? Why, quite simply and naturally. 
They haven’t always been homeless, poor . 
little creatures; few of the children who come 
here are orphans, totally dependent. Usual- 
ly there is one parent who tries in some man- 
ner to keep the family together. And, al- 
though the children certainly fare better 
here, as a rule, than at home, it isn’t really 
astonishing that they don’t always recognize 
this fact, poor little babies! Some of them, 
you see, don’t care about being bathed and 
kept clean, and kept off the streets, and fed 
and sent to sleep regularly. They prefer to 
be free to roam the streets and alleysas they 
wish. Yes, even with the whole of Waghing- 
ton park to play in! And when a child, boy 
or girl, is homesick for the well known 
neighborhood or locality—even if it’s only a 
wretched tenement or dingy alley—well, 
then, if the child is at all adventurous, a run- 
away is pretty sure to occur.”’ 

So, too, when the “ bad boy” who has 
never before been asked to obey rules and 
regulations, to keep himself reasonably clean 
and to behave like an ordinary small citizen, 
feels the craving for liberty, freedom, the 
gay, unfettered comradeship of his erstwhile 
boon companions, he—runs away. The doors 
of the big building stand open, the children 
play freely outside much of the time; the boy 
who feels the road-longing stirring within 
him calls to his companionship and confi- 
dence still another restless urchin, and they 
are off. And when they come back, tired, 
hungry, travel worn, shame faced, and dis- 
cuuraged, well, then—— 


Always Welcomed Back. 


“ Of course we don't receive them with open 
arms exactly,”’ is the way in which Miss Rose 
expresses the situation. ‘* Indeed, I usually 
take the ground that, since the place was so 
bad they had to leave it, why did they come 
back? But, of course, I am really glad to 
see them, and for the homesick child I am 
sorry enough. Even the bad one gets a cer 
tain amount of sympathy, because he has had 
ho g0od training usually. 

“ Two littl boys ran away awhile ago. 
It was a beautiful day, the children were 
restless, and these two boys had evidently 


‘been good just as long as they might. They 


slipped off quietly, while playing outdoors 
in the afternoon, and the other gys told me 
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from Home. 


at supper time that they had gone. Well, 

it was a rainy night, they had neither coats, 

money, nor relatives in theeneighborhood, 

so my heart was decidedly heavy. They 

slept out of doors, under a projecting side- 

walk, and went to sleep hungry, as we after- 

ward learned. They got back here about 10 
o’elock next morning, exceedingly sorrowful 

and repentant, anxioyg to make all sorts of 
promises for the future. Take them back 

again? Why, of course. What else could 

have been done under the circumstances? 

Their punishment was bread and milk fora 

day, I think, which, as they are all fond of 4 
bread and milk and have it most days, was 

by no means severe. As I said before, I 

can’t help feeling sorry for the children, | 
even when there seems no excuse for the 
running away. 


Girls Seldom Leave. 


“If the girls ran away often I should be 
more worried, naturally, but they seldom do. 
I can only remember one inetance in whicha 
little girl was missing over night. This 
child’s mother was trying to make a fresh 
Start in life just then, but couldn’t have her 
children with her; but the child was deter- 
mined to go home. Sv home she did go, final- 
ly, and her mother sent her back next day. 
She was happy and contented after that. I 
think she realized that she was better off 
here, at least for the time. 

“The boys often realize that, also, aftera 
runaway excursion. Two little fellows were 
missing recently, and we were all anxious. 
they were so small. But they turned up be- 
fore bedtime. They had come across an old- 
er brother in the park, and had staid with 
him longer than they intended. 

We ain't been runnin’ away,’ the small- 
est one sald bravely, as they faced’me. 

‘* * Grub’s too good for that,’ was the other 
boy's sententious comment. 

“ Then I sent them to bed.”’ 


Resident Children Are Content. 


Many of the children of the Home for the 
Friendiess are resident there, although the 
home is properly supposed to be merely a 
temporary institution. More than two-thirds 
of the workers employed are poor, penniless, 
deserted women with large families of young 
children, for whom they would find it diffi- 
cult to provide support in any other place or 
manner. 

The child who stays at the Home for 
Friendiess long enough to get 
over the two weeks of necessary quarantine 
and a few days longer—is almost invariably 
happy and well satisfied. Some of them, 
taken to other and less cleanly, hygienic, and 


attractive homes later, have been known to 
run away from these later homes to return | 
for the Friendless, the “ realest 
ome/of all,"’ as one such affectionate form:

JENNIE C. CLAFLIN WHEW SHE RAN FOR, CONCRESS 
: IN NEW York 


T has recently cost the dowager Lady 
Cook, formerly Tennessee Celeste Claf- 
lin, the sum of $50,000 to prove that she 
«§ ig not one of the worst women who ever 

. breathed the breath of life. 
| From early childhood, which was passed 
‘at a little place near Cincinnati, O., to the 
present day this: remarkable woman's life 
has.been more filled than is often allotted to 
‘any One. 

Pioneer for Woman’s Rights. 
$erious minded as a child, at 18 years she 
beame imbued with the idea of becoming 
‘ga nun while attending a Catholic convent 
ta Chicago. Taken out of the convent, she 
began work among the poor, and as she 
‘reached maturity took up the work for fe- 
male emancipation. With her sister, Vic- 
torla Woodhull, she saw stirring times dur- 
ing the ‘70s in their pioneer work, which met 
with tremendous opposition, frequently tak- 
ing the form of ridicule, slander, and perse- 
cution. 

In 1877 the sisters went to England to 
carry on their work, and while there Ten- 
nessee Clafiin met Sir Francis Cook, who 
was attending her lectures. Their marriage 
followed in 1885, and she has been less prom- 
inently in the glare of public life, though 
continually engaged in charitable work, till 
the serious charges of a dependent were 
brought to light. 


Loses Case on First Trial. 

Her experiences in the English courts of law 
have been altogether unique. Defended by 
one of the most brilliant legal minds of the 
English bar, she lost her case against a man 
who accused her of murder, blackmail, slan- 
der, bigamy, plagiarism, and other unpleas- 
&nt things. 

Lady ' Cook took her case to the Court of 
Appeal, where three of the greatest judges 
fin England pronounced thé first verdict 
iniquitous. 

The three judges concurred in the opinion 
and strongly expressed it in so many set 
words that Lady Cook's accuser was a black- 
mailer of the worst type. They went further 
than this. They roundly scored a king's 
counsel for breach of etiquette and insulting 
the honor of the English bar by attacking 
Lady Cook without a shred of evidence. 

Of course, a good deal of the story has been 
cabled to America, but some of the “ inside 
facts" are yet to see the light of print. 

Behind the whole story there is an element 
of romance that Charles Reade or Bulwer 
Lytton would have reveled in. 


Wallace Begs for Work. 

The late Sir Francis Cook was one of the 
Wealthiest men in England. In 1897—a few 
years before his death—he took into his em- 
ploy man named John Henry Walice. 
This man had come to’ Sir Francis and 
begged for any sort of position to save him 
from penury. Being a kind hearted man.

Wallace attended on the baronet as a sort 
of body servant. Gradually, he began to 
assume to himself the euphonious title of 
private secretary.

It came out in the legal proceedings that 
Wallace was illiterate and not entitled to 
call himself private secretary.’’ Wallac? 
prospered through presents from Lady Cook 
and Sir Francis and began to consider himself 
indispensable. He was “ getting along nice- 
ly, thank you,”’ when Sir Francie Cook died 
from old age and general breakdown. 


Lady Cook Accused of Murder. 
Lady Cook, who had been devotedly at- 
tached to Sir Francis, was accused by 
Wallace of killing her husband. 
Wallace had the audacity to impeach the 
@ath certificate, and produced a diary in 
Which he had made the entry that a few 


the baronet had given him a position to do. 


days prior to Sir Francis Cook’s death Lady 
Cook had “ struck him in the dining room.” 
At one time Lady Cook thought seriously 
of having her husband's body exhumed by 
the English home secretary in order to prove 
that he died a perfectly natural death. Sir 
Francis Cook, having been a man of great 
wealth, had employed the most distinguished 
physicians, all of whom had concurred in the 
opinion that the kindly old gentleman had 


died a perfectly natural death from “senile . 


decay.”’ 

Wallace knew Lady Cook was an American 
woman. She had made for herself a dis- 
tinguished place in English society.’ It was 
reasonable to assume she would pay almost 
anything rather than appear in an English 
law court, especially when it came to a point 
of whether or not she had ill treated her 
husband. 

Besides, Wallace had had access to con- 
siderable correspondence which had passed 
between Sir Francis—in his great charity— 
and various women, and he thought to make 
a handle of this information. 


Claims Attempt to Blackmail, 


Lady Cook, when she heard that Wallace 
accused her of murdering her husband, stat- 
ed that she considered that Wallace was try- 
ing to blackmail her. 

Wallace seized upon this statement as an 
opportunity to bring action for slander. 
Strange to say, he won. 

It is true that instead of $50,000 an English 
jury gave him 82,750, one-twentieth of his 
claim; but still he had won, and that was a 
lot more than was expected. , 

The day that the suit went against Lady 


Cook—March 3, 19038—she stood up in court 


and criticised the way her case had been 
cenducted. She said she was prepared to 
go into the box to protect the honor of her 
‘“‘darling husband,’ and, in a word, she cre- 
ated’ more or less of a “ scene.”’ 

Lord Alverstone, the lord chief justice, 
would not listen to her. 

Lady Cook went out quietly encugh, and at 
once instituted legal procedure for appeal. 


Appeal Court Agrees with Her. 


In the new trial, concluded June 13, Lady 
Cook was fully vindicated by the judges, who 


took occasion to severely score the plaintiff. . 


The master of the rolis, in dealing with him, 
said: ‘** They have given a verdict of £500 
($2,500) to a gentleman who, in the true view 
of the case, it seems to me, was confessedly 
a blackmailer.”’ . ‘ 

Lord Justice Mathew, one of the profound- 
est thinkers of the English bar, said: “ The 
jury did not think much of Wallace, that is 
clear. They discarded nineteen-twentieths 
of his evidence. They ought not to have 
given him a farthing. The action was a 
blackmailing action.” 

Lord Justice Cozens-Hardy stated emphat- 
ically: *“‘Knowing what we do now, and 
considering the proceedings in the action, I 
have come, without a moment’s hesitation, 
to the conclusion that it Is a blackmailing 


action.” . 


Wedded Life Was Happy. 


In discussing the case after the second trial 
Lady Cook gave an outline of her married 
life which shows how unfounded such 
charges could bein fact. She said: 

* Sir Francis and I were married on Oct. 1, 
1885. Three years later it occurred to Sir 
Irrancis that we had ter go through an- 
other marriage ceremony, describing me asa 
Civorced woman. This was done to ‘make 
assurance doubly sure.’ 

‘* What an absurd and preposterous thing it 
was for Wallace to bring up my double mar- 
riage to Sir Francis when it was the baronet 
himself who had suggested the second mar- 
riage so as to straighten out any legal diffi- 
culty that might possibly arise. 

‘‘ Sir Francis and I were deeply attached 
to each other from the dny of our wedding 
until his death. He espoused my cause, and

from that time until his death we worked to- 
gcther. 


Husband Aids Her Charities. 


“He became so interested in charitable 
work that he bullt a home—the Alexandra 
home—for the children of professional per- 
sons in moderate or reduced circumstances 
who were striving to obtain an education for 
artistic careers. . 

“The Alexandra home was patronized by 
the princess of Wales, now queen, and Queen 
Victoria: made Sir Francis Cook a baronet 
for his philanthropy. He was one of the 
most kindly, charitable men who ever lived, 
and in the seventeen years of our married 
life there was not one note of discord. 

‘Sir Francis had a beautiful estate in Por- 
tugal near Cintra. When I first went there 
—on my wedding trip—I began to take an in- 
terest in the surrou ng people. 

‘* We found that they were igrorant, and it 
was not long before_Sir Francis and I had 
established a number of schools on the es- 
tate. 

*“ When we were leaving Portugal Dowager 
Queen Maria telegraphed us, ‘A thousand 
blessings on you and yours, am? Queen 
Amelia also telegraphed, ‘Thank you s0 
much for the interest you have takenin Por- 


tugal.’ 
Care for Children in Portugal. 


‘We had thousands of children under our 
care, feeding, clothing, and educating them; 
end now around Montserrat—Sir Francis 
Cook's place—every one can read and write 
end the benefits of education are manifest. 

* You can obtain an idea of how we were 
regarded in Portugal by the fact that about 
ten years ago, when England and Portugal 
were disputing over certain territory, myself 
and Sir Francis Cook were the-only English 
persons permitted to land with kindly feeling 
in the country. Our house and place would 
have been burned but for the way the people 
respected us. 

“ Throughout Portugal I became known 
as ‘The Little Mother ’—a title which the 
simple people thought fit to give me. 

“ Sir Ffancis had a number of plans in his 
mind before his death for benefiting and aid- 
ing the poor and distressed of all classes. For 
instafhce, he proposed to build. near Rich- 
mond, a home for poor women who had been 
abandoned... When the matter came up for 
discussion, however, we met with consider- 
able opposition on the ground that we might 
be encouraging vice and we abandoned the 
movement for the time being. 

“One cannot go into these social questions 
without being prepared to meet opposition. 

“I do not care greatly what people say 
about me if, in the end, the good object for 
which I have given my life be attained. 

“ As to the Wallace charge, it is a palpable 
falsehood on the face of it. Wallace men- 
tioned the fact that I had obtained S360,t%») 
from Sir Francis on the ground that if he did 
not give it to me I would expose an ‘ amor- 
ous intrigue’ which he had with another 
woman. He said that Sir Francis had paid 
me with a check for this large amount. Of 
course, the check was never given, and at 
the trial no evidence of its existence could 
possibly be produced. 


Will Resume American Work. 


“Since my husband’s death I have been 
able to do little work along the lines of mv 
early life. My health has been affected both 
by his death and the iniquitous lawsuit insti- 
tuted against me by Wallace. 

** However, before long I hope once more 
to resume the work which has been interrupt- 
ed for some years. 

**T intend soon in America to open schools 
and conference halls for practical charita- 
ble work, and for teaching the $rinciples 
which my essays have enunciated. I intend 
also devoting a large amount of the wealth 
left me.by Sir Francis toward advancing our 
ideas and improving social conditions.”’

She was a nervous, high flown, hysterical 
creature, who had insisted upon leaving her 
home in Vancouver against all the wishes 
and persuasions of all her relatives, to visit 
and nurse a sick sister in New York. “The 
Efglish woman” started for home—without 
waiting to inform the home people. In Chi- 
cago her money gave out, and some one di- 
rected her to the sheiter, where she perpetu- 
ally and incessantly besought every one 
within sight and hearing to send her home.

The ingenious savant who jas thus effected the capture 
of the wily son of Venus is Sanford Bell, fellow in Clark uni- 
versity and late teacher of pedagogy and psychology in the 

_ Northern Indiana Normal school at Valparaiso. Based upon 

’ strictly scientific studies, as extensive as they are original, 

he is preparing a comprehensive treatise on the psychology 01 
love. 

“The emotion of love between the sexes has as yet re- 
ceived no scientific treatment,” says he. “It is true that it 
has been the chosen theme of the poet, romancer, and nov- 
elist. But in the products of such writers we may look for 

‘artistic descriptions of the emotion and for scenes and inci- 
dents that fully portray its nature; we have no right to ex- 
pect a scientific analysis.” | 


‘Studied Love for Fifteen Years. 


/ This psychologist’s love studies were commenced fifteeh 
years ago, he states. Extended and varied experience in pub- 
lic schoo!s has in that time furnished him with favorable op- 
portunities for making observations upon children allowed to 
mix freely, regardless of sex. 

“During the last fifteen years, from time to time, I have 
collected as many as 800 cases, observed by myself,’’ he says. 

'“TIn addition to these, I have 1,700 cases as returns from a 
syllabus which I circulated among the students in my ped- 
agogy and psychology classes at the Northern Indiana Normal 
school.”’ 

This syllabus was a printed list of questions calling upon 
persons for data; concerning love affairs observed between 
children and also for personal confessions concerning the 
childish love affairs of many adults. In all 360 people report- 
ed data, 355 of whom made confessions of their own juvenile 
love experiences. Only five out of the 360 failed to recall any 

‘romances in their own early childhood. Putting all of his 
data together, the psychologist obtained 2,500 cases, which 
form the basis of his careful study. 

The most striking deduction which he makes is that affairs 
of the heart begween boys and girls may begin as early ds, the 
age of 2% years. His observations extend over the entire 
periods of infancy and childhood as well as into mature age. 


Five Stages of Love. 

Shakspeare divided the life of man into seven ages, only 
the third of which he assigned to the lover. Psychologist Bell 
gives man five stages of love for the opposite sex, including 
not only the age of the infant but also that of 

** Second childishmess and mere oblivion, 

Sans teeth, sans eyes, sans taste, sans everything.” 
-Thus he makes the lover embrace all seven ages of the Shak- 
spearean classification, and leads to the conclusion that we 
are never too old and seldom too young to experience the de- 
lights and pains of the tender emotion. 

Man’s and woman’s five stages of love do not ruh in lines 
parallel or synchronous. 

Man's stages are: 


I. From $3to 8. 
Il. From §8 to 14. 
“II. From 14 to 26 (maturity). 
: IV. From 26 to old age. 
q V. Extending through old age. 
Woman's stages are: . 
I, Same as man’s first stage. . 
Il. From 8 to 12. 
Ill. From 12 to 22 (maturity). 
IV. From 22 to old age. 
Vv. Same as man’s fifth stage. 
It will be seen frobm these tables that a girl may be as ad- 
vanced in affairs of the heart at the age of 12 as a boy is at 
* the age of 14; that the maturity of a woman’s heart is reached 
at 22, of man’s not before 24. | 
“Not every individual passes through all five stages,” 
says the investigator. “ Individual differences also keep the 


time limits of the stages from being exact.” 
Love’s First Stage. 


The presence of love for the opposite sex in children in the 
first stage—from 3 to 8 years old—is betrayed, he discovers, 
by such actions as caresses, sitting close to each other, con- 
fessions to each other and to others, talking about each other 
when apart, seeking each other and excluding others, grief at 
being separated, exchange of gifts, extending courtesies to 
each other which are withheld from others, making sacrifices, | 
exhibiting jealousies, etc. 

‘tit would be no more satisfactory to account for these 
manifestations by referring them to imitation than it would 


to account for the love for dolls, the instinct of hunting, the 
interest In ‘ playing house,’ by reference to the same cause,”’ 
the {investigator explains. “ My own observations and some 
of the confessions show that although some form of embrace 
is general, it is not always present. Through all of the stages 
of the emotion’s development ‘tthe embrace, in some of its 
forms, is the most general means of its expression. 

“The love demonstrations of children in the first stage 
of the emotion’s development are generally spontaneous, pro- 
fuse, and unrestrained. 

“There is an absence of shyness, of the feeling of self-con- 
sciousness. They are naively happy and free in their ignor- 


ance. The individual differences among children are as great 
_ in their experiencing and manifesting this emotion as they are 
in any other phase of life, so not infrequently we find chil- 
dren under 8 years of age who are shy, repressive, and self- 
conscious in regard to their love actions. The same children 
are shy and repressive in other things. It is more of a general 


disposition than a specific attitude toward this one emotion. 
Child -Lovers’ Gifts. 
“The givine of gifts and sharing of choice poss 
The emotion in,its earliest form 
introduces the element of self-sacrifice for the loved one, and 
this is inseparable from the emotion in all its norma] stages 
of development. It likewise introduces the intense selfishness 
that comes from desire to monopolize the allegiance of the

of her earliest childish love affair, but that she had a vague 

; feeling that she and her little lover would always be together, 
and this feeling was a source of pleasure. 

“ Beauty’ begins to be a factor in the choice of a sweet- 
: | heart among children in this first stage. The most beautiful, 
charming, and attractive little girls are the ones who are 
favored. This element becomes much more conspicuous in 
the later stages. Jealousy is present from the first.” 


When They Are Shy. 


‘‘The second stage, extending from the eighth year to the 
twelfth in girls, and to the fourteenth in boys, is characterized 
by the appearance of shyness and modesty,’’ the investigator 
says. ‘‘ The boys are more secretive than the girls, but the 
tendency to conceal love is present in both. There is a con- 

} spicuous absence of pairing. The lover and sweetheart are not 
often seen alone. They are much confused and embarrassed 
when circumstances do bring them into each other’s presence. 
Although modesty shows itself as a characteristic trait of the 
girl even at this early age she is, on the whole, less guarded 
about revealing her secret. Occasionally couples between 8 
and 12 or 14 years of age freely express their feelings, as they 
do in the previous stage, and also in the one that follows. The 
boys of these couples are generally those of effeminate ten- 
dencies, who have been accustomed to play with girls instead 
of with boys. They are never highly respected by other boys, 
and later are tolerated by the girls rather than respected and 


sought by them. 


Love Emotion in Kissing Games. 


‘*In this second stage the love emotion has its expression 
indirectly through games. Out of eighty-three games of Wash- 
ington, D. C., children reported as many as thirty dare love 
games. In this as in the previous stage the embrace is the 
most important love expression. The kiss is not the frank 
love kiss given and received as such, but one called for by the 
rules of the game. The charm is in the fact that under the 
guise of a ceremony love has its way. 

‘“‘It is common to see favoritism in recitations wherein 
pupils make the corrections; the lover seldom corrects the 
sweetheart and vice versa. In contests, such as spelling, 
words are purposely mispelled in order to favor the sweet- 
heart. The eye glance is another means as efficacious with 
children as with adults. One pair of young lovers whose un- 
sympathetic teacher forbade their looking at each other 
brought hand mirrors, by means of which they continued to 
exchange their love messages. A score or more of observers 
assert that during the absence of one of the lovers the other 
does not do good work. On the other hand, this childish love 
materially quickens the efforts of many who want to appear 


well before their lovers. é 
Suicide Attempted in Childhood. 


** Akin to disturbance caused by absence of the lover from 
school is grief from being separated. Four attempts at suicide 
are reported, one boy 8 years old, another 9; a girl 9 and an- 
other 11. Six cases cf nervous illness are reported as due either 
to separation or jilting. Ordinarily, however, weaning it is an 
easy matter. 

“The season of the year seems to have its effect upon the 
intensity of the emotion. One teacher from Texas said that 
love among children seemed ‘ fairly to break out in the spring 
time." Many of the others who reported mentioned love affairs 
as beginning in the spring. This also agrees with my own 
observations. 

“* Showing off’ as a method of courtship is as old as the 
human race. It constitutes one of the chief numbers in the 
boy’s repertory of love charms, and is not totally absent from 
the girl's. It is a most common sight to see boys taxing their 
resources in devising means of exposing their own excellences 
and often doing the most ridiculous and extravagant things— 
jumping, dancing, prancing, sparring, wrestling, turning hand- 
springs and somersaults, climbing, walking fences, singing, 
giving yodels and yells, whistling, imitating the movements of 
animals, ‘taking people off.’ courting danger, and affecting 
courage. I saw a boy upon one such occasion stand upon the 
railroad track until by the barest margin he escaped death 
by a passenger engine. One writer gives the account of a boy 
who thus sat on the end of a cross tie and was killed by a 
passing train. This ‘ showing off’ in the boy lover is the fore- 
runner of the skillful, purposeful, and elaborate means of seif- 
exhibition fn the adult male, and the charming coquetry in the 
adult female, in their love relations. . 


When Girl Is More Aggressive. 


“ Previous to the age of about 9 the girl is more aggressive 
than the boy in love affairs. At this age her modesty, coyncss, 
and native love for being wooed come to the surface, and 
thereafter characterize her attitude toward the opposite sex.”’ 

Mr. Bell states that in the third stage of love couples ex- 
press their feelings more freely than in the second. In his 
opinion woman's relatively passive role In love affairs, al- 
though decreed by nature, has béen exaggerated by society. 
The system of inhibitions gradually developed by civilization 
along the line of evolution has been postponing marriage 
until a period of greater and greater physiological and psycho- 
logical maturity of both sexes.

Wleonora Duse is not beautiful, nor is 
Charlotte Wolter. These are the three great dramatic artists 
ef Burope, and beauty has —_ no place in making their suc- 
cess. 

These facts seem to indicate the line drawn through the 
theatrical business. The pretty girl is apt to be found in the 
chorus. She willl be the show girl. She may rise to be a 
somic opere star if she possess a fair voice and a pleasing de- 
meanor. ‘he pretty woman is more apt to be found drawing 
gsmal' salary in the chorus, while her less lovely but more 
glented sister is making a large salary in responsible parts. 

Al! this in spite of the fact thait most theater goers want 
pretty women te take the principad parts. They want grace 
an¢ beauty, as is natural. Those qualities are desired every- 
where, and never more than when one is getting from. the 
real life into an imaginary one. ; 

It must be remembered that the actress who is not beauti- 
ful ig handicapped in portraying the character she’ takes in 
the play. It is the custom for heroines in love stories to be 
handsome. 
other, and the actress is supposed to take the part of the 
neroine, who always is beautiful. Lt is seldom that a realist 
wil give his auditors a homely heroine. ; 


Makeup an Aid to Nature. 


The actress is confronted with the difficulty of portraying 
a lovely woman, and she is often without natural charms. 
Her makeup aids. It takes years from her face, if she should 
be well on in life, and can 46 something in ‘taking pounds from 
her weight if she be overheavy. i. 

Her grace, which is a stage asset, can do more in bring- 
ing her to ‘the portrayal of a beautiful woman. Her manner 
can help. Her spirit and her ability will do still more, and 
if there be anything lacking the auditor’s own dream of what 
the heroine should be will aid her in her work. 

The number of positively homely women on the stage is 
not large. With some, indeed, it would be a matter of no 
moment whether they were classed as ugly. May Robson, for 
instance, depends largely for her success on her ability to 
make her self grotesque. 

Probably the majority of prominent actresses may be 
called comely, but ‘they are not beautiful, and this fact shows 
that beauty alone cannot be relied on to win success. An 
actress wins because-she knows how to act and not because 
she is good to look at. . 7 

The ability to act throws beauty into insignificance, even 
where the actress possesses beauty. This is the case with 
Mary Mannering. Theatrical managers are clamoring every 
year for beAutiful women, but they go to the chorus rather 
than to star parts. 

Many women possessed only of good looks go on the stage 
every year with the idea that their appearance assures them

Margaret Anglin, leading woman of the Empire theater 
stock company, has most: irregular features, while Annie 
Russell, like Miss Anglin, exerts no influence to charm unless 
it be by the intellectuality and character in her face. Both 
of these women have personalities which have grown out of 
their art, rather than art which ‘has tts foundation in their 
personal charm. 

These are enough instances ‘to prove that the calling which 
would seem most to demand beautiful women gives the 
highest places to the least number of them. 


Comic Opera Requires Comeliness. 


Comic opera and musical comedy will continue to require 
beauty before all else. Conditions are different there. The 
“ audience”’ is expected to be as largely composed of eyes 
as ears. Nothing appeals to the head in comic opera. The 
eye and the ear are to be satisfied and the sense of humor 
must be tickled. If these things are done the manager of a 
comic opera attraction considers that he has given the the- 
ater goer the full value of his money. 

For that reason he wants beautiful women in the leading 
parts as well as in the chorus, In the chorus it is almost final 
that a girl be pretty or that she shall be able to make up 
into a semblance of beauty. 

*The comic opera star who was not pretty would find it 
difficult to make a hit. Her voice might be nothing extraor- 
dinary, but her looks must be beyond question. Then if she 
can add a certain charm of manner and a certain amount of 
musical ability she wins and retains her hold on the popular 
affection.

“The skin has loosened here,” said the ornamental surgeon, 
fouching the patient's brow, “It has stretched. We must 
tighten it up—make it fit. Then the wrinkles will disappear. 

A transverse line three inches long and a half inch wide 
was now shaved clean of hair on the patient’s skull an inch 
above the forehead. The operator took a hypodermic syringe 


nd injected a quantity of cocaine.

How Paraffin Nose Is Made. 
The surgeon put a morsel of paraffin in a saucepan, and 
added a portion of isinglass.

‘‘T add vaseline to the paraffin,” he said, “‘to keep this 
wax from hardening in the syringe. The paraffin would 
harden as soon as it left the fire, clogging the syringe. The 
isinglass is used to keep the paraffin firm. Without it a 
paraffin nose would melt in hat weather like a piece of ice.”’ 

He stuck the point of the needle beneath the skin of his 
patient’s nose and slowly injected the melted paraffin into 
the flesh. The wax gradually hardened, and as this process of 
hardening went on the surgeon molded the nose he was build- 
ing. One syringeful of wax was not enough; he had to add a 
second before the nose suited him. As the wax hardened into 
a mass of the firmness of human flesh the surgeon molded it 
with his fingers into an attractive shape. The whole opera- 
tion did not consume over an hour. 

The patient seemed well pleased with his new nose. As he 
departed he kept touching it here and there with the fingers 
of his left hand. 

“The trouble with paraffin noses,”’ said the surgeon, 
“is that in extremely hot weather they are apt to soften. 
In such cases the owner of a paraffin nose is in an em- 
barrassing position. He can do nothing but rush into a se- 
questered place and there build up the flaccid organ into 
solidity and shapeliness. This objection doesn’t apply to cellu- 
loid noses. In the celluloid operation a nose bridge of cellu- 
loid is built, the patient’s nose is cut open, the bridge is in- 
serted, and the wound is sewed up again. More than 1,000 
people in the United States have celluloid nose bridges.

Chemicals Remove Blemishes. 


In another private room a patient in a mask of white 
rubber*had a ghastly look. ‘ He is having smallpox pittings 
removed.” the surgeon explained. “‘ These pittings, wrinkles, 
and freckles we remove with the mask or with court plaster. 
A lotion, made from bichloride of mercury, earbolic acid, gla- 
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cial acetic acid, or corrosive sublimate, is rubbed into the skin. 
The patient is sent home to rest until the next day. | 


‘The surgeon then finds him with face red, inflamed, and 


blistered. He applies a second lotion, similar to the first, and 
covers the face with strips of court plaster. He puts this 
plaster on In five or six layers, and all that is visible igs mouth, 
nostrils, and eyes. The patient must now keep in retirement 


for from six to twelve days. A suppuration goes on and when. 


it is ended and the old skin is destroyed the plaster peels. off. 


A new skin is revealed, pink, soft, and smooth. There are no 


more flaws in it than In the skin of a baby. 

‘‘ Sometimes, instead of a court plaster in this methed, the 
surgeon uses a rubber mask. These masks are ghastly, but 
serve their purpose and are less painful than the plaster strips, 
which any facial movement causes to pull and pinch the skin. 

“The removal of moles is a simple matter. A stroke of 
the knife accomplishes it. For those who dislike cold steel 
there are gentler methods—corrosive washes, caustics, and the 
electric needle, 

‘‘ Birthmarks are of two kinds—rough, knobby, hairy ex- 
erescences or wine colored blotches beneath the skin. In the 
former the electric needle is applied from without, and slowly 
but surely the deformity disappears. The latter sort is due to 
the formation of a networt of veins and capillaries beneath 
the cuticle. The needle, therefore, goes beneath the cuticle to 
destroy them. The method here is painless and quick, The 
capillaries vanish, and the skin that had been red above them 
becomes white. ‘

SOME GAZABOS I HAVE KNOWN, 


BY “SHORT CHANGE MIKB.”’ 

Only a few canrushes distant from the city 
hall the South Clark Street Historical so- 
clety has erected a tablet commemorating 
the first holdup that occurred in Chicago, 
upon the exact spot where this important 
precedent was established. Here, according 
to the records of the society, Mr. Savonarola 
Kibosh, the first building inspector in Chi- 
cago, *‘ shook down ” a pioneer citizen whose 
cow shed infringed a quarter of aninch upon 
the municipal highway. This fact, when 
demonstrated by Mr. Kibosh, resulted in the 
transfer of a coon skin pelt from the infringer 
to the demonstrator. 

From this humble beginning Mr. Kibosh 
rose to the giddiest heights of fame. Begin- 
ning as a bounty Jumper during the civil war, 
his success in pulling the wool over the eyes 
of the officials stimulated him to organize the 
National Wool Pullers’ association, which in 
1876, at the Centennial exhibition, pulled off 
the first national woo! pulling contest. 

Thousands of wool pullers, both amateur 
and professional, attended this exhibition and 
were entered for the championship contest 
under the rules formulated by Mr. Kibosh. 
These forbade the use of rakes, currycombs, 
husking gloves, or powdered resin upon the 
fingers, the wool to be pulled forward only, 
and then downward ata sharp angle to a 
point slightly below the eye. After a pro- 
longed though spirited contest, Mr. Kibosh 
won the championship by pulling the wool 
over the eyes of fifty grass widows in the rec- 
ord breaking time of 34 minutes 16 seconde. 

As champion Mr. Kibosh traveled through- 
out the United States, giving private lessons 
to prominent politicians under pledge or se- 
crecy, thereby amassing considerable wealth. 
In 1879, when the United States government 
resumed specie payments, Mr. Kibosh pub- 
licly condemned this course, and, being a man 
of strong convictions, he determined never 
to make any payments, specie or otherwise. 
This resulted in his incarceration in various 
institutions, he losing the wool pulling cham- 
pionship by default. Becoming desperate, he 
was finally convicted of segregating a horse, 
which caused his retirement from active life 


for a lengthy period, until an opportune jail 
delivery enabled him to reach where 
he now resides, in the rear of a north side 
basement saloon. Here his active brain 
manifested itself in an invention designed to 
fill a long felt want on the part of Chicago's 
leading merchants. The expansible bay win- 
dow front, when attached to the store fronts 
throughout the downtown district, will ena- 
ble the thrifty property owner to acquire side- 
walk space slowly put surely, without “ see- 
ing ’’ anybody first. This device, actuated by 
clockwork, operating night and day, imper- 
ceptibly advances the bay window upen the 
sidewalk, while an automatic brick luying at- 
tachment fills in the space thus gained with 
solid brick work, which makes the gain per- 
manent and prevents retreat.
